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Fed laws put 
squeeze on town

With a new federal drinking water 
regulation looming on the horizon, 
town officials continue to wrestle 
with plans to bring the town’s water 
supply in compliance. 

New guidelines outlined in the 
federal Safe Drinking Water Act, to 
go into effect June 1993, impose 
strict water quality standards on 
municipalities. The ruling requires 
that cities and towns cither build a 
water filtration plant or protect the 
watershed area and apply for a 
waiver from the Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP). A 
two-year extension might be allow¬ 
ed for towns that have a plan in 
place. 

One of the major stumbling blocks 
in bringing Winchester into com¬ 
pliance is the complex web of water 
supplied to the town. Winchester is 
one of the few communities which 
draws most of its water from reser¬ 
voirs but taps into the Massa¬ 
chusetts Water Resource Authority 
(MWRA) for the remainder. 

Thus, according to Weston & 


Sampson, an engineering firm work¬ 
ing with the town, what the MWRA 
does in treatment of its water is 
critical to determining the size and 
function of any filtration plant. 

IT at some point Winchester is 
filtering the water in its reservoirs, 
yet the MWRA fails to come into 
compliance in their water supply, 
one-half of the town would be 
receiving filtered water. 

The question, according to Alan 
Silbovitz of Weston and Sampson, is 
simply how to bring the supply into 
compliance and keep it there, since 
the town’s water quality is already 
good 

“I can certainly assure that your 
water quality is good,” said Silbo¬ 
vitz. He said that as water commis¬ 
sioners the Selectmen would be 
required to report to the residents if 
there were any water quality 
problems. 

Silbovitz provided the Board of 
Selectmen with an update on plans 
to deal with the new regulations at 
their meeting on Aug. 31. The engi-

Lincoln community loses 
MacDonald to Belmont

A new field study committee will 
be undertaking the long-awaited 
task of setting an agenda for impro¬ 
ving the town’s fields. 

The newly formed Winchester 
Field Committee will attempt to do 
a complete evaluation and improve¬ 
ment of the town’s fields, without 
falling into the traps that have 
doomed numerous previous 
committees. 

The committee was formed by a 
74-61 vote by Spring Town Meeting 
and consists of Jay Boylan, Gerard 
Polcari, Christine McLaughlin, Peg¬ 
gy Schleicher, and Jim Johnson. 

McLaughlin, Schleicher, and Boy¬ 
lan were chosen by Town Moderator 
John Sullivan, while Polcari and 
Johnson were selected by the Board 
of Selectmen and Finance Commit¬ 
tee, respectively. 

According to the vote taken at 
Town Meeting, the committee is 
charged to "review and evaluate the 
current physical state and usage of 
all the town’s athletic and recrea¬ 
tional fields and report, as soon as 
practicable, to Town Meeting what, 
if any. improvements or changes in 
physical configuration or usage 
should bo made." 

The new field committee has been 
asked to look at numerous aspects 
in evaluating the town’s fields, 
including safety, scheduling, main¬ 
tenance, costs, traffic, and neighbor¬ 
hood concerns. 

While the committee is charged to 
evaluate all fields, Skillings Field, 


Manchester Field, and Lynch Well 
Field, arc three of the more com¬ 
monly discussed fields in terms of 
major maintenance. 

At that same Spring Town Meeting 
where the committee was formed, 
the previous field committee, the 
Interscholastic Athletic Field Study 
Committee (IAFSC), chaired by Vic¬ 
tor Gatto, was unable to win approv¬ 
al for a major renovation of Man¬ 
chester Field after a bitter floor 
debate. 

The IAFSC was successful in sod¬ 
ding Skillings Field, which was con¬ 
sidered a serious safety risk, before 
it was disbanded. The new commit¬ 
tee will now have to a devise a 
method of maintaining the resodded 
field and produce a long term solu¬ 
tion for its repair. 

"Skillings will be an interesting 
field three years from now,” said 
Boylan. "(If the resodding doesn’t 
work) there will be people jumping 
up and down, saying, ‘I told you so.”’ 

At their first meeting on Aug. 31 
the committee elected Boylan as the 
chairman. The committee carefully 
chose a chairperson and purposely 
did not chose anyone who might be 
accused of being partial to a parti¬ 
cular interest group. “I would hate 
to see the committee give itself suffi¬ 
cient rope to hang itself," said 
Schleicher. 

Boylan, president of the Soccer 
Club, was reluctant to accept the 
chair at first, saying he didn’t want 
to give the impression that "a major 
PAC is driving the field committee.”

When hired, MacDonald had 
been the fourth principal in five 
years at Lincoln.

tee members had any discussion 
with MacDonald as he was inter¬ 
viewing with Belmont.

Redistricting has not changed 
Winchester’s Congressman, but 
incumbent Edward Markey (D 
Malden) will have to deal with wide¬ 
spread voter dissatisfaction to hold 
onto his seat this fall. 

Unlike many of his congressional 
colleagues, Markey faces no opposi¬ 
tion m the primary. He will, howev¬ 
er, face serious opposition in 
November for the seat for the 7th 
Congressional District. 

One of two Republicans, either 
Steve Sohn of Waltham or Frank 
Vallarelli of Stoneham, will take on 
Markey in November. While similar 
to each other on issues, the two 
Republicans have substantially set 
themselves apart from Markey, 
ideologically. 

Both support traditional Republi 
can positions. Sohn has called for 
term limitations, a balanced budget 
amendment, a line item veto, and 
the death penalty Vallarelli has 
come out for term limits, campaign 
finance reform and an end to Con¬ 
gressional franking privileges 

Tom Philbin, Congressional aide 
for Markey, said Markey wants to 
concentrate on the environment, a 
national bottle bill, health care 
reform, and cable rate cuts, which 
he describes as a tax cut, if In* is 
reelected. 

The one point where Sohn and 
Vallarelli stray from the party plat 
form is on the issue of abortion 
Both candidates, along with Markey, 
are pro-choice. 


her experience with MacDonald. "I 
think Belmont is lucky,” she said. 

He was to receive $55,287 as prin¬ 
cipal of Lincoln for 1992-1993. 

MacDonald said he expects his 
last day in Winchester to be Oct. 9, 
but School Committee members 
might have other plans. Lombardi 
said he may speak to Town Counsel 
to see if MacDonald can be replaced 
before the year starts 

"I would be in favor of him leaving 
before school starts,” said Makhoul. 

Makhoul said if the School Com¬ 
mittee does not have the leverage to 
make him leave, she would recom¬ 
mend that he be given some other 
job for a month than principal. 

The School Committee expressed 
further anger at a system that allows 
personnel to leave their job with 
such short notice. “It’s interesting 
how when the professional staff 
wants to leave they can, but we have 
to be bound by the letter of the law. 
Why can't they be bound, legally or 
morally, to the same type of commit¬ 
ment," said Makhoul. 

The School Committee had 
already begun advertising for a pos¬ 
sible opening of a principalship in 
Winchester prior to receiving news 
of MacDonald’s pending departure. 


Another thing the Republicans 
have in common is their attacks on 
Markey’s congressional record. 
While the two have been reasonably 
civil toward each other, they have 
not held back in their rhetoric on 
Ma rkey 

"Year alter year, Ed Markey has 
voted to spend money we literally 
don’t have, mortgaging the future ol 
our children. The debt has skyrock¬ 
eted to nearly $4 trillion during his 
sixteen years in Congress,” Sohn 
said 

Both are trying to display Markey 
as an entrenched, out-of-touch 
incumbent They have both 
repeatedly pointed to Markey’s 
involvement in the House banking 
scandal, when he bounced 92 
checks, as evidence of this. 

"While Ed Markey brought home 
the bronze medal for the Massa¬ 
chusetts delegation in check-kiting, 
he brought home the gold medal for 
travel junkets paid for by special 
interest," said Vallarelli. 

Philbin said that Markey’s experi¬ 
ence on Capitol Hill will benefit his 
constituents His position as chair¬ 
man of the Telecommunications 
and Finance Subcommittee would 
help him bring telecommunications 
jobs to the state to mitigate the 
sluggish economy He called tele¬ 
communications "the new engine oi 
economic growth in Massachusetts.” 

Markey has represented Winches¬ 
ter m Congress for 16 years Val 
larelli is the chair of the Planning 
Board in Sioncham and is employed 
as a property manager Sohn is a

Police nab robbery suspect

Winchester police have captured, 
for the second time, a Stoneham 
man who allegedly robbed a local 
convenience store in March.

Winchester Police arrested a 
Woburn man for driving while 
intoxicated after he overturned his 
car on Brookside Avenue.

Benson Brings ’The Tempest” To Life From Behind The Scenes

J n her comer of the 

crowded alcove of the 
Stratford Festival's 
design room, Susan 
Benson is flipping the 
pages of her work¬ 
book for the Festival's 
1992 production of 
Shakespeare's 
The Tempest. 

Her workbook is spiral bound, 
with the kind of whitish-yellow¬ 
ish toothy paper painters prefer 
for their sketchbooks; the pages 
are covered with inspirations: 
quotes and notes in Benson's up¬ 
right English handwriting, fast, 
knotty sketches, daub6 of water¬ 
colour tones, all precursors of de¬ 
signs to be discarded, modified, 
springboards for the solutions 
that will ultimately find them¬ 
selves props or costumes.

The drawings," Benson says, 

“are the nub of my excitement, 
where Tm going from and going 
to. I have to be excited with my 
drawings, and take the confi¬ 
dence from that to keep going." 

The workbook, given Benson's 
hectic schedule - she designs 
four or five inapor productions a 
year, if not more-- is an astonish¬ 
ingly detailed artifact of the 
many dues Benson has assem¬ 
bled to help her break open the 
ongoing puzzle that is the design 
of a theatre production. Benson 
taps a quote she has underlined 
and highlighted: "Ariel and all 
his quality," from act one, 
scene two. 

"In (director) David William's 
production," Benson is saying, 
‘we’re trying to suggest a sec¬ 
ondary world, bleeding through 
the real’ one. Quality'implies a 
spint world, a 'guardian angel' 
accompanying Anel for us, the 
shipwreck, then, is an imagined 
one existing only in the mind of 
the partuipints “ She moves to 
a senes of Polaroid snapshots

set in a line on her desk edge. 

In the Polaroids, taken from the 
theatre haloony, the Stratford Festi¬ 
val’s main stage wears a green-and- 
gold-leaf wheel of the Zodiac, and 
on the brim of the stage stand six 
planetaria, brass mechanisms 18th 
century astronomers used to invest 
bgate the alignment of the planets. 
Benson is refining other symbols of 
The Tempest's ’parallel world,’ the 
horrific bat masks the revellers will 
wear at the banquet in act III and 
Ariel’s harpy costume, raven-black, 
half man, half bird, glittering with 
night 

In one of the Festival's fitting 
rooms, Benson plays with the edges 
of one of her costumes "We want 
the lights to 'Need through,’* she 
repeats, lifting a gauzy sleeve. "Of 
course," she laughs, “we won’t 
know if it works until we get it on¬ 
stage next week." Tlus is a kind of 
in-poke: Benson*s husband, Michael 
Whitfield/ is lighting The Tempest. 

Benson is obsessed with the word 
organic in designing 7he Tempest 
"I've had to really pmsh (the Festi¬ 
val's crafts people) not to make 
works of art, sculptures For exam¬ 
ple, the dnftwood, something 1 
adore anyway, has to look worn, 
aa idental. It's a very difticult 
thing " Benson wants Vie tempest's 
design to grow naturally, not to he 
an imposition of a design inotil on 
the play 

"David asked me to work on 77te 
Tempest last May," Benson recalls, 
"and actually began drawing in 
September i luia a hand opx*ra- 
tuti in June and an oixra to de¬ 
sign meantime in Banff " Two 
weeks ago, Benson w as lugglmg 
the design supervision ot 
tluee productions, laming 


of the Shrew for the National Ballet 
of Canada, HM.S. Pinafore for the 
Festival, as well as The Tempest. It 
sounds like a killing schedule, but 
Benson's concerns are not about her 
own imaginative problems, tut the 
difficulty of 'creating theatre' to an 
industrial timetable. 

"It’s all too easy to lose the imagina¬ 
tive side, to have things very cut 
and dried, but it won t be art. It’ll 
be something off a conveyor belt." 
Talk turns to the importance of 
childhood to any imagination. 

"It's not a North American thing, I 
dunk, to recognize how much die 
parents influence the way a child's 
mind develops. From die tune 1 
was a small child - I had a weird 
background compared to most 
people here - 1 was encouraged to 
draw and to pursue my uiterest ui 
dieatre design," Benson recalls "1 
must have been live or six when 
my grandmodier saw a drawing 1 
had done ol a woman with her hair 
blowing in die wind, and said, 'it’s 
wonderful, go on.'" 

Benson s eyes glisten at die memo¬ 
ry "I remember 1 had an Alice in 
Wonderland that had red linework 
in the drawings That red on the 
white }>age registered in a tunny 
way, it was a textural thing But 
die big dung was that my grand¬ 
mother and mother were in theatre 
and iny inodier ran her own private 
dieatre school She was an adjudi¬ 
cator toi die Sunday l inns National 
Uiuon of Students l>rama Festival, 
and prepared many ot her students 
tor the national auditions tor die 
Royal Academy ot die Drama Arts 
My grandmodier was trained tor 
grand opvra and actually ended up> 


with George Edwards and p?eop3le 
like that, touring." 

Her mother’s world dearly marked 
Benson. "It's fascinating to talk to 
my mother, because they (her p?ar- 
ents) knew Noel Coward and my 
grandmother was at an audition 
once with one of the big stars of the 
day whose name I forget and the 
star said,' you must see this girl’ - 
and the girl was Peggy Ashcroft, 
auditioning for her first role." 
Benson shakes her head, remem¬ 
bering. "My mother also wrote 
pxjetry, and was published by 
Dylan Thomas's publishers at the 
age of thirteen. My father wrote 
comedy scripts; I grew up loving 
T.S. Eliot’s poetry. I still love 
pxietry books as the most special 
of gifts. I don't read enough." 

Most of Benson's illustrious career 
has been at the Festival; several of 
her protegees are now full-fledged 
designers in their own right, work¬ 
ing at the Festival as well. "My 
contemporaries, many of them, 
have left design. I really have a 
need to feed off other designers and 
directors, which sometimes has 
been difficult here in Canada. We 
tend to be very isolated: we don't 
mix artistically here as much as 
we should." 

At this jxiint in her career, replete 
with design awards for her work 
for the theatre, ballet, and op>era, 
Benson seems to need to step hack. 
“You see, I have no social life out¬ 
side the theatre Some days 1 really 
feel the need just to go to an art 
gallery and look at pointings. 

When I grew up, art was all around 
me. Here it's sort of layered over 
the topi. When I was in East Berlin, 

I met a group of Canadian 
schoolkids at a street market, on 
my way to the Pergamon gallery, 
and started talking to their teacher 
They’d been in London and Pans 
and hadn't been to a single art 
gallery They'd seen the oties, 
the surfaces." 

Benson tears she will be called a 
Luddite, an anti-inodem "I'm 
worried that compniters will make 
things worse, make more sugar 
candy lor the eyes," she frowns 
"As somebody said to me yester¬ 
day, mspxration for a designer goes 
'heart-head-hand ' For a child to 
scribble or get their tmgers in pxnnt 
is so important, rather than tv lost 
in a video screen which doesn't 
teed anything At this pxiint 1 need 
some heart-head hand'- going the 
other way." 


Benson’s Canadian career began 
in Vancouver in 1966. "There 
weren't any fulltime designers 
then. I had time to play and ex¬ 
periment, and I did some outra¬ 
geous things. I played; the hard¬ 
ware store was my favorite piaoe 
to go and shop," Benson recalls, 
"with nuts and bolts and indus¬ 
trial things - very stimulating to 
the imagination. 'Oooh,' I'd say, 
'that’s interesting, that's new and 
exciting, I can use that in a new 
way.' Creating huge Pills bury 
doughboy costumes that didn't 
necessarily serve the actors," she 
smiles, "loony sculptures, but I 
was still working in a sort of 
more European whole-art way. 
You’ve got to have that occasion¬ 
ally. We have to, I have to, try 
new materials, new spaces. I 
know I can design shows now: 
what I want to do is find other 
way6 of doing it, as a p?roces6 for 
myself. I want to learn new ways 
of drawing, take a break for that, 
go 'round an art gallery with 
tears in my eyes, looking at the 
paintings." 

And The Tempest ? "Just to try to 
make this concept work, visually, 
excitingly, is not as experimental 
as what you might get but it is 
for me, personally, it is. I hope it 
does: 1 hope it excites people," 
Benson emphasizes. "That’s the 
thing- you’ve got to keep the air 
in the thing, keep' it moving, all 
die time 1 hope I excite them as 
much as I’ve excited me " 

The Stratford Festival production 
of Shakespeare’s The Tempest, 
directed by David William, with 
Alan Scarfe as Prospvro, may 
now be enjoyed at the Festival 
Theatre.

From atop Skillings Hill Town 
Hall glistened in the cold April 
rain as the first units of the 
centennial parade approached 
on Washington Street 

The parade route was long and 
the weather so horrendous that 
the various local scouting troops 
waited on the hill to eventually 
join the parade as a unit. 

The view was great and as we 
waited on the cobbled drive, 
some of the cub scouts gamboled 
about the broken granite which 
once supported the great house 
of the Skillings Estate. 

Recent mention of the 350th 
Committee brings to mind that 
milestone year 1950 when 
Winchester — with great gusto — 
observed the centennial of its 
incorporation. 

In June, 1949 a Special Town 
Meeting charged the moderator 
with appointi». 0 a Hundredth 
Anniversary Committee — and 
appi ate** $1,000 expense 
money. That committee of citi¬ 
zens: Doris Crowell, Corine 
Mead, Marshall Symmes and Carl 
Thomas, chaired by Kingman 
Cass began planning in earnest 
and in December invited all citi¬ 
zens, civic and fraternal groups 
to a general planning meeting at 
Town Hall. 

Many clubs, merchants and 
individuals raised an additional 
$650 — and local organizations 
and citizens donated $10,000 
more to assure success of the 
celebration. 

The observer remembers parti¬ 
cipating in the Centennial Poster 


Contest, sponsored by the public 
schools — wherein 900 colorful 
creations were exhibited in store 
windows downtown. 

The Star delved into its volu¬ 
minous archives and put out 
weekly features of historic note 
— embellished with rare photo¬ 
graphs of a Winchester that was. 

Towards Centennial Weekend 
every building in The Square was 
festooned with the national col¬ 
ors — and most merchants 
devoted windows to historical 
display. 

It seemed too that everyone 
was involved in creating a float 
in all corners of the town. 

The Observer remembers the 
excitement attendant as volun¬ 
teers put together a float for the 
George Washington School Dads 
Club - in a dusty corner of Wake¬ 
field’s barn on Forest Street If 
memory serves that float depict¬ 
ing Washington Crossing the 
Delaware, won first place. 

It might seem that all was for 
naught as brilliant crepe paper 
streamers and flowers wilted in 
the driving rains of April 29. Not 
so — for droves of townspeople 
turned out with stout determina¬ 
tion to enjoy the brilliant one and 
a half hour long procession. 

The next day speakers had to 
be placed outside the high school 
auditorium to accommodate all 
who wished to enjoy the choral 
festival which wrapped up 
events. 

Skillings Hill is gone now — as 
is Wakefield’s barn, but the pride 
with which one cub scout swung 
into the line of march with “Pack 
7” to celebrate Winchester’s 
100th birthday will remain 
forever!

Massachusetts House and Senate 
Aug. 28, 1992 


The House and Senate. Beacon 
Hill Roll Call records local rep¬ 
resentatives’ votes on five roll calls 
from legislative sessions dealing 
with Governor Weld’s budget vetoes. 
There were no roll calls in the 
House and Senate last week. The 
Senate has not yet acted on these 
vetoes and may consider them in 
September. 

AFDC (II 5800) - House 116-35, 
overrode Governor Weld’s reduc- 
tion of $385,000 (from $700.3 million 
to $699.9 million) in funding for Aid 
to Families with Dependent Child¬ 
ren (AFDC). 

Weld also vetoed a section requiring 
the state to apply for a federal 
waiver to allow AFDC recipients 
who get jobs to keep earnings of up 
to 33 percent more than their grant. 
Override supporters said this “fill 
the gap’’ provision is positive wel¬ 
fare reform and will encourage 
these recipients to find work and 
• will eventually reduce welfare 
expenditures. They also noted the 
. $385,000 is necessary to properly 
fund the account. Override oppo¬ 


nents said the account can be cut 
$385,000 based on current case¬ 
loads. They argued the “fill the gap” 
provision is well-intentioned but 
poorly drafted and noted Weld will 
soon file the proper language in his 
Welfare Reform Bill.

His engraved business card (he was 
both a lawyer and a judge) and his 
calling card, done in script His 
driver’s license showing the year of 
his birth (1874). There are, as well, 
newspaper clippings: one written by 
him as a letter to the editor 
denouncing the whispering cam¬ 
paign against Al Smith in ‘28; one 
called A Jurist’s Prayer (“Oh God of 
all truth, knowledge and judgment, 
without whom nothing is true or 
wise or just; look down with mercy 
upon Thy servants Thou sufTerest to 
sit on earthly seats of judgment... ’’); 
and one containing a poem (“The 
thing that is hard to do, and then/ A 
fresh, new grip on the heart/And the 
courage, persistence and dogged 
will/ To finish the thing you start.’’ 

What lesson in all these, then? 
Who knows? 

I’ll say this, though: I bet if the 
President’s wallet bulges, it bulges 
with pictures of the grandkids. It’s 
no scientific survey, for sure: but 
doesn’t it look, on the basis of these 
few samples, as though people grow 
more spiritual and less thing 
oriented as they age?

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Sohn blasts 
Markey’s record 

Republican challenger Steve 
Sohn of Waltham blasted 16-year 
incumbent Ed Markey for repeated 
lv voting to raise his own salary and 
bouncing 92 checks 

“Ed Markey is exactly what's 
wrong with Congress today," Sohn 
saici at his campaign headquarters 
in Medford Square. “He’s insensi¬ 
tive, arrogant, and imperial, lie’s 
not only one of the top check- 
bouncers in Congress, but he’s con¬ 
sistently voted to raise his own 
salary." 

Sohn. a surgeon and private citi¬ 
zen who has pledged to serve no 
more than three two-year terms if 
elected, attacked Markey for failing 
to represent the needs of the 7th 
district. 

“Ed Markey has angered thou¬ 
sands of hardworking citizens by 
steadfastly refusing, year after year, 
to open an office in the district," 
Sohn said "Only this spring, after 
learning that he faced a serious 
challenger, did he cave in. 

“Does Ed Markey really think he 
deserves the raise he gave himself.’’' 
Sohn asked. “He is like some sort of 
perverse Santa Claus, filling his own 
stocking at taxpayer expense." 

Sohn highlighted the numerous 
differences between himself and 
the incumbent on policy issues. 

“I support the balanced budget 


amendment and the line-item veto, 
while Ed Markey opposes both," the 
challenger said "I support reducing 
the deficit, while Ed Markey would 
rather spend taxpayers’ money on 
every wasteful pork-barrel project 
to come down the pike. 

“I support term limits and cutting 
congressional perks, while Ed Mark¬ 
ey opposes both," Sohn said. “Ed’s 
voting himself privilege after pri¬ 
vilege is to be expected the man 
has never held a job in the private 
sector, so he has no sense of fiscal 
responsibility." 

Sohn also criticized Ed Markey’s 
soliciting contributions from firms 
that he regulates as chair of the 
Telecommunications 
Subcommittee. 

“Ed Markey is clearly abusing his 
position - soliciting donations to 
enrich himself at the expense of the 
hard-working, law-abiding taxpay¬ 
er," Sohn said. “His EEC disclosure 
forms read like a who’s who of the 
telecommunications industry’. How 
stupid does Ed Markey think we 
are? 

“I am running to restore integrity 
and accountability to Congress," 
Sohn said. "1 am not a professional 
politician, and since I will leave 
after serving no more than three 
terms, I will never become one. We 
don’t need any more Ed Markey’s 
serving decade after decade in Con¬ 
gress. I want to restore the ideal our 
Founding Fathers envisioned — a 
citizen legislature."

Vallarelli also faces opposition 
from Stephen Sohn, a wealthy plas¬ 
tic surgeon from Cambridge. Sohn is 
a newcomer to politics who joined 
the race after learning that Markey 
was one of the top Congressional 
check bouncers. It was publicly 
revealed last spring that Markey 
bounced 92 checks. 

Active in local politics for many 
years, Vallarelli currently chairs the 
Stoneham Planning Board. Speak¬ 
ing about his campaign, Vallarelli 
suggests that his working-class sta¬ 
tus and grass roots campaign effort 
— the factors which have made 
fundraising so difficult for him — 
will enable him to win in November 
“The 7th District is primarily com¬ 
posed of working-class people who 
want their views represented. As a 
lifelong resident of Stoneham, I can 
tell you that the people in my com 
munity are disgusted with the cur¬ 
rent system. It’s time we elect some 
people who know the value of a 
hard-earned dollar,” Vallarelli says. 

Although a self-described fiscal 
conservative, Vallarelli is appealing 


to moderate voters and holds main¬ 
stream views on social issues. He 
has released issue papers on cam¬ 
paign finance reform, economic 
growth and Congressional check 
bouncing. While Vallarelli has put 
much energy into reforming the 
political process, he knows that 
those issues alone will not drive 
people to the voting booth. “What 
people care about today arc the 
things that affect them — things like 
taxes, jobs, health care and educa¬ 
tion," Vallarelli asserts. "Right now, 
everything is being driven by the 
economy. That’s really the major 
issue that Congress should be 
addressing." 

Vallarelli has put together a tenta¬ 
tive economic growth package, but 
also admits that more research 
needs to be done on those issues. 

“Many politicians talk about being 
the candidate of change," says Val¬ 
larelli. “In my campaign, we’ve ele¬ 
vated that theme to a whole new 
level. I believe that 1 am the only 
candidate who truly offers some¬ 
thing different. That’s what my new 
fundraising idea is all about — giv¬ 
ing you change for your change."

“As an elected official on both the 
city and state level, I have always 
made every effort to work with the 
public in finding solutions to their 
problems.

LoPresti is the author of the law 
which prohibits undated letters of 
resignation by public employees in 
all cities and towns in this Common¬ 
wealth, thereby giving employees 
freedom from political arm twisting: 
he also authored a municipal bid 
law, which put an end to costly and 
illegal bidding on city contracts. As 
Governor’s Councillor, LoPresti ini¬ 
tiated the practice of holding coun¬ 
cil meetings in various cities and 
towns. He is responsible for the 
council meetings being open to the 
public and press. 

LoPresti was first elected Some¬ 
rville Alderman-at-Large in 1969 
and was re-elected in 1971 and 1973, 
receiving the largest plurality of 
votes for this office in all three 
elections. He served as an ex-officio 
member of the School Committee in 
1971 as President of the Board of 
Aldermen. In 1974, he was elected 
Governor’s Councillor in the 6th 


Council District, winning by a better 
than 2 to 1 plurality. 

During his service in local office, 
LoPresti initiated one of the Com¬ 
monwealth’s most successful and 
comprehensive drug programs, 
which expanded to include a human 
development program in the schools 
and a “diversion" program in the 
courts. As chairman of the Council’s 
Finance Committee, LoPresti led 
the investigation of extra work 
orders at the University of Massa¬ 
chusetts Medical School in Worces¬ 
ter, involving some $4 million, 
resulting in remedial court action. 

Vincent LoPresti is married to the 
former Patricia Herbert They live 
in Stoncham with three of their 10 
children. LoPresti is a graduate of 
Burdett College and studied at Cor¬ 
nell University. He is an established 
businessman, having managed Sky¬ 
line Enterprises at Logan Airport 
for 25 years. He is now a consultant 
with Skyline. He served as a mem¬ 
ber of the Commonwealth of Mass. 
Emergency Finance Board for four 
years, and on the Stoneham Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 

Vincent LoPresti is a director of 
the West End House Boys and Girls 
Club, a member of the Elizabeth 
Peabody House Alumni, a member 
of the Elks, and is the Chairman of 
the West End Re-union Committee.

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Fed laws put squeeze on town

neering firm has been working with 
the town for the last several years on 
upgrading the water supply. In a 
report submitted in 1987, Weston 
and Sampson recommended a 
three-phase upggrade over a ten 
year period. At that time, the firm 
estimated cost for a filtration plant 
at $4.5 million. 

However, central to addressing 
the new federal regulations is how 
the MWRA handles its use of Spot 
Pond resevoir. Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer said a meeting 
between town officials and the 
MWRA should take place in 
September. 

"We arc required to have a plan in 
place on how we will deal with 
filtration by next June,” said Maur¬ 
er. Maurer said a great deal of effort 
had been made to study the rccom 
mendations of the engineering firm 
by town officials and the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works (DPW). Town 
Meeting would have to be brought 
into the loop for final approval of 
the project. 


“To ask Town Meeting to spend 
$4.5 million on this project — is one 
that demands that we look at all the 
alternatives,” said Maurer. 

Prior to seeking approval for the 
capital expenditure, the town has 
explored seeking a waiver from the 
DKP regulation. When it was found 
that obtaining a waiver would be 
problematic, the town began explor¬ 
ing setting the plans in motion. 

We made a conscious decision to 
wait for the new regulations to be 
promulgated,” added Maurer. 

But, the town is being asked to 
respond to the DEP and inform 
them of its plan to come into com¬ 
pliance. Town Counsel Wade Welch 
recommended that the town not sign 
the decree because it wasn’t tail¬ 
ored specifically to Winchester. 

“The DEP is very interested in 
having something from Winchester 
by June 1993,” said Welch. But he 
added that no capital expenditure 
could be authorized without the 
approval of Town Meeting. 

... Town Common 

The first stage of plans for reno¬ 


vating the town common were given 
a green light by the Board of 
Selectmen 

Design Review Committee Chair¬ 
man Sandy Rodgers, along with 
Architect David Stirling asked that 
Selectmen approve the use of funds 
to begin some of the planting and 
construction of a planter with gra¬ 
nite benches. Stirling drew up the 
plans for the planter and explained 
the layout in detail at the Aug. 31 
meeting. 

Selectmen voted 5-0 in favor of 
allocating the Rinds. Donations for 
the project will be combined from 
the 350th Anniversary Fund and an 
$8,000 donation from the Winches¬ 
ter Home and Garden Club. 

"It is a pleasure to see work 
already beginning. The DPW has 
already been there. Brushes are 
down, small trees are down,” said 
Rodgers. 

Rodgers said that she will return 
to the Board on Sept. 21 with pricing 
on the next phase of renovation for 
the common, which will include 
walkways, benches and lighting. 


Committee tackles fields

Boylan was elected unanimously by 
the members. 

One of the first aspects the com¬ 
mittee will address is who has jur¬ 
isdiction over the fields. “Who is 
going to be the boss of the fields?” 
asked Johnson. Boylan suggested 
that the town could use a "field 
czar” as a point man for the fields. 

The Recreation Department, the 
Board of Selectmen, the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works, and the 
School Committee have all have 
played a part in the past regarding 
the fields. 

The committee may have already 
gotten off on the wrong foot with one 
other committee in town — the 
School Committee. According to 
member Jim Johnson, the School 
Committee has voiced disapproval 
over a lack of representation on the 
board. 

"I think there’s some ill feeling 
there," said Johnson. 

Other members were less sym¬ 
pathetic with the School Commit¬ 
tee’s complaints. “They were, for 
better or worse, weak participants 
in the last process. Do they really 
care? Is it a political issue?" said 
McLaughlin. 

Sullivan, who was present at the 
meeting said, “I gave some thought 
to appointing a member of the 
School Committee. 1 decided it was 
inappropriate because that’s not 
what Town Meeting was thinking 
of.” 

Sullivan noted that the article 
calls for a representative of the 
Selectmen and the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, but not a School Committee 
member. “(The School Committee) 
should have debated it at that time 
(Town Meeting),” said Sullivan. 

The field committee, Sullivan 


stressed, was an independent com¬ 
mittee responsible to Town Meeting 
only. "I’ve seen a lot of committees 
lately that don’t appear to be inde¬ 
pendent. Whether of not they are, 
perception is sometimes more 
important... The previous board 
(IAFSC) was assumed to be ... an ad 
hoc committee for the Selectmen," 
said Sullivan. 

He also told the committee that he 
felt they had an "exciting opportuni-

The 1992 edition of the Winches¬ 
ter High School boys soccer team 
should be markedly different from 
the squad which hit Skillings Field 
last season.

“Last year we had some excep¬ 
tional players on defense,” said 
Bouley. “This year our strength lies 
at the fVont line.” 

Those two All-Middlesex League 
players, goalie Kris Oliver and 
sweeper Mike Cramer, have moved 
on to collegiate soccer, but leave 
behind as talented an offensive 
team as the league has to offer. 
Returning to bolster the offensive is 
senior Shaun Oliver, who led the ML 
in scoring with 14 goals and seven 
assists for 21 points. The fleet win¬ 
ger should be freed up for a lot more 
scoring chances this season, as 
opposing defenses will have to con¬ 
tend with opposite winger Peter 
French, whose 9-9-18 totals were 


second-best on the team and near 
the top of the league, as well as 
center forward David Swallow, who 
returns to the team after missing his 
sophomore year with a broken right 
leg. 

The center-forward slot was origi¬ 
nally thought to belong to Jeff 
Tahnk, an extremely talented offen¬ 
sive player who started for the varsi¬ 
ty as a freshman, injured his knee in 
June of his freshman year, and rein¬ 
jured it in June of his sophomore 
year. Following two years of inten¬ 
sive therapy, Tahnk is back, but will 
move to the center halfback posi¬ 
tion. (Junior Brian Keefe, who was 
expected to be one of the team’s top 
players after a tremendous sopho¬ 
more season, has opted to pursue 
basketball on a full-time basis, so he 
will skip the soccer season.) 

Those four players, along with 
supporting halfbacks Eric Hood and 
Bryan Taylor, will present opposing 
coaches with nightmarish coverage 
assignments. 

“Our big problem, and that of the 
league as a whole last season,” said 
Bouley, “was putting the ball away. 
The league lacked a real big-time 
scorer, which is why there were so 


many 1-1 ties.” 

Another reason for the remark¬ 
able number of low-scoring contests 
was that the league was loaded with 
skilled defensive players. Players 
like Warren Eng of Belmont and 
Ethan Zahn of Lexington, along with 
Cramer and Oliver at Winchester, 
have moved on, leaving big voids 
coaches are struggling to fill. 

In Winchester, senior Andy Nolan 
will be stepping into Oliver’s shoes 
between the posts. Nolan has extra¬ 
ordinary quickness and jumping 
ability, two key attributes for top 
goalies. He could be tested often in 
the early going, however, as 
Winchester’s offensive style will 
lend itself to some quick breakouts 
by opposing teams. 

A young back line will feature Jeff 
Rotondi and Dave Hood, two return¬ 
ing starters. Hood, a senior, is the 
twin brother of halfback Eric Hood.

Other projected back line starters 
are juniors Dean McClearn and 
Dave Middleton.

To Bouley there’s no mystery to 
how this team, which finished sec¬ 
ond (9-2-7) behind Belmont last sea¬ 
son, will fare against the other 
strong teams, which include co¬ 
favorites Belmont and Woburn, 
along with Burlington and 
Lexington. 

“To be successful, we need to 
finish our plays off,” Bouley 
stressed.

Albert J. Sullivan 

A memorial Mass was offered Aug. 
29 at St. Mary’s Church for Albert J. 
Sullivan, professor emeritus at the 
Boston University College of Com¬ 
munication, who died of cancer Aug. 
25 at his home on Highland Avenue. 
He was 77. 

Mr. Sullivan, a professor of writ¬ 
ing who was said to have given 
“constructive criticism an unusual 
elegance,” taught undergraduate 
and graduate courses in communi¬ 
cation, editing and ethics at the 
college from 1954 to 1980. During 
that time he played a prominent 


role in shaping the college’s course 
offerings in mass communication 
and public relations 

If someone asked me before 1980 
what the School of Public Communi¬ 
cation was all about, I would say, 'A! 
Sullivan,"' said Walter Lubars, past 
interim dean of what is now known 
as the College of Communication. 

“All the kids took Al Sullivan. 
They didn't care what the subject 
matter was,” recalled Mr Lubars, 
now chairman of the college’s 
Department of Mass Communica¬ 
tion and Public Relations. 

"Al’s attitude was that he would 
cover the subject matter ... but that 
there’s a far more important thing 
for teachers to do... It was more 
important to let kids understand 
what their potentials were,” com¬ 
mented Lubars. He said Sullivan 
was known for never turning away 
any student who appeared at his 
office seeking help or advice. “He 
truly observed the principle that 
there arc no stupid or irrelevant 
questions only stupid or irrelev¬ 
ant answers." 

A plaque given him in 1981 by 
students at an Aetna Insurance Co. 
writing seminar praised Sullivan for 
giving "constructive criticism an 
unusual elegance. More than a few 
of his scribbled critiques occupy 
places of prominence as hard- 
earned treasures." 

"Sullivan, Albert J.: professor 
emeritus," hailed the plaque’s 
breezy salutation. “Corruptor of cor¬ 
porate morals; coffee machine jous- 
tcr; master craftsman of language; 
absolute and total victim of Mono- 
syllabsis Acutis; uplifter of the 
human spirit.. We have treasured 
our time with you." 

Mr. Sullivan leaves his wife, Jose¬ 
phine A. (Gallant) Sullivan of, 
Winchester. They would have cele¬ 
brated their 51st wedding anniver¬ 
sary on Sept. 1. 

Ho also leaves his seven children, 
Jody Thrasher of Newton; Kathleen 
IJIlman, wife of David Ullman, of 
Bedford; Albert J. Sullivan Jr., hus¬ 
band of Anne Cammer Sullivan, of 
Newton Highlands; David Sullivan, 
husband of Rose (Centauro) Sulli¬ 
van, of Acton; Christopher Sullivan, 
husband of Elizabeth (Hall) Sulli¬ 
van, Tallahassee, Fla.; Clare Bre¬ 
mer, wife of Eric Bremer, of West¬ 
ern Springs, Ill., and Mark Sullivan 
of Maynard; 17 grandchildren; and 
many nephews and nieces. 

Mr. Sullivan lived with his family 
in Medford for many years before 
moving to Winchester in 1979. 

Born in South Boston in 1915, he 
was the ninth of 11 children of the 
late Martin F. Sullivan and Mary E. 
(Mulkern) Sullivan. 

Mr. Sullivan graduated from Bos¬ 
ton College High School in 1932, and 
from Boston College in 1937. He 
served in the United States Navy 
during World War II. He received a 
master's degree in business admi¬ 
nistration from Boston University in 
1948, and his doctorate in education 
from Boston University in 1967. 

Over the years, Mr. Sullivan con¬ 
ducted writing seminars and work¬ 
shops for many organizations, 
including the Air Force, the Navy, 
Aetna Insurance, and Gillette. He 
also designed and edited magazines 
for the Harvard Business School, 
Boston College and Boston 
University. 

His books included “Guidelines 
for Effective Writing: Qualities and 
Formats,” with Walter Lubars; 
"Information, Influence and Com¬ 
munications," with Otto Lerbingcr. 
and “Handbook of Better Letters,” 
with Hiram Rasely. 

His essays appeared in Writing 
for Business (Menning, Anderson); 
Handbook of Public Relations (Ste¬ 
phenson), and “Le Destin de Rela¬ 
tions Publiques" (Martigny). His 
monographs included “Value Sys¬ 
tems of Public Relations"; “Study of 
Values of College Sophomores", and 
"The Right to Fail."

Happy 1st Anniversary 

One year ago. a group of adolescents and several adults were busily 
renovating the Youth Center located in McCall Middle School. The 
Youth Center now provides not only an attractive drop-in space for 
adolescents but the necessary social support, strengthening the family 
and/or offering surrogates for older siblings, the extended family, or 
even the parents. Thanks to donations, the Center has games, an old 
stereo, and furniture. Refreshments are on sale. The shy teen can buy 
something to cat, meet new friends, and find people to talk with 

One adolescent says; “The Youth Center is a place for kids to go where 
they can relax after school You can talk with your friends and make new 
friends. The Youth Center is a place where friendships grow, problems 
are solved, and memories are made.” Another says, I have met a lot of 
new people and friends and 1 can even do my homework. Nobody judges 
you here and that's important to me. You can just hang out and not worry 
about who’s watching you.” 

On release days in past years, the Center was closed due to lack of 
interest. This year, however, the Youth Center has become the place to 
be When parents call for their child, the center personnel can often tell 
them that the child had just left or pass a message on to the student. Last 
spring, the Youth Center provided a safe place for approximately 70-100 
adolescents a day. On the March release day, over 100 teens visited the 
Youth Center. Many were helping with a large mailing for a town 
department; others were playing pool or ping pong; still others were 
talking and laughing. They stopped laughing when the center closed at 3 
p m. “Why can’t you stay open longer'.”’ they wailed “Because we don’t 
have the funds, and because the aides are tired," the aide replied.

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Beware of imitation crash parts 


DETROIT — Offshore pirates arc 
exploiting a gaping hole in U.S. 
intellectual property law by copying 
the distinctive “crash parts" of 
motor vehicles, according to the 
Motor Vehicle Manufacturers 
Association of the United States Inc. 
(MVMA). 

“The practice of substituting 
cheap imitation components for 
crash parts such as fenders, hoods 
and doors manufactured by original 
equipment manufacturers (OEMs) 
is ripping off consumers and 
threatening the reputation and 
investments of automakers," says 
Michael Stanton, Director of 
MVMA’s Federal Liaison 
Department. 

To outlaw such copying, vehicle 
manufacturers are urging Congress 
to pass the “Design Innovation and 
Technology Act." It would close the 
gap between U.S. copyright law, 
which protects artistic and 
ornamental creations, and patent 
law, which focuses mainly on an 
object’s mechanical or functional 
aspects. 

This bill, H.R. 1790, provides 10 
years of copyright-like protection 
for new, original, distinctive 
designs, including those of motor 
vehicles, furniture, boats, home 
appliances and industrial 
equipment. The bill was introduced 


by Reps. Richard Gephardt (D- 
MO). Robert Michel (R-IL), and 
Carlos Moorhead (R-CA). 

Stanton points out that to address 
concerns of auto parts retailers, the 
bill’s sponsors have developed an 
amendment that specifically 
excludes design protection for 
automobile and light truck internal 
and mechanical parts. 

A hearing on the legislation is 
expected early this year. 


Stanton notes that the 
U.S. is one of the few 
remaining industrialized 
nations that does not 
have a strong, effective 
design protection law. 


Design piracy by offshore firms, 
based mainly in Taiwan, became 
popular several years ago when 
vehicle manufacturers began to 
stabilize car and truck designs 
between model years to hold the 
line on costs. 

“By copying OEM designs," 
Stanton says, “off-shore profiteers 
get a ‘free ride’ on the billions of 
dollars and years of development 


time automakers invest designing 
new cars and trucks to meet 
consumer demand for value, quality 
and safety.” 

Imitation crash parts may cost 
less than OEM parts, Stanton notes, 
because design pirates can single 
out the highest volume parts and 
use outdated stamping presses and 
low-grade steel, in places where 
labor costs are low. However, these 
cost saving shortcuts end up 
costing consumers more in the long 
run. 

“Most motorists purchase 
insurance under the assumption 
they are buying the right to have 
their vehicle restored to at least its 
pre-crash condition,” he says. 
“Although most insurance 
premiums are based on the use of 
OEM parts, insurance companies 
encourage or require the use of 
imitation parts to cut their own 
costs." 

Stanton says the use of imitation 
parts may affect the safety, 
attractiveness and resale value of a 
vehicle: 

• Safety: Since imitation crash 
parts are not subject to full vehicle 
crash tests, a growing concern is 
whether copied parts, such as 
hoods and doors, will provide 
occupant protection equivalent to 
OEM parts that meet Federal safety 


standards for crashworthiness. 

• Fit and Finish: Copied crash 
parts are often made with 
substandard equipment and 
materials, and are not subject to the 
rigorous quality checks of OEM 
parts. And because many of the 
copied parts arc made of low-grade 
steel, they arc prone to early 
rusting. 

• Resale Value: Vehicles that have 
been repaired using imitation crash 


parts may be devalued if the parts 
look bad, fit poorly or rust out 

Stanton notes that the U.S. is one 
of the few remaining industrialized 
nations that docs not have a strong, 
effective design protection law. 

“With design protection hurting 
the U.S. economy, this measure 
would spur 15.-S: companies to 
develop new designs and new 
products, creating more jobs for 
Americans," he says.

“most-wanted" customer features, 
quality and contemporary, people- 
friendly packaging. 

“Our new audio systems benefit 
from more research than any 
other radio/cassctte/di sc 
systems we’ve ever offered," said 
Don Duncan, Ford Electronics 
Division Audio Planning/Drivcr 
Information manager. “We 
conducted extensive consumer 
research and a complete 
technical analysis of audio 
components from other 
automotive manufacturers and 
after market companies. 

“Our objectives were to offer 
best-in-class quality, features and 
per form ancc; i m p r oved 
ergonomics and reliability and 
contemporary styling." 

The new line includes an 
electronic stereo radio as 
standard equipment for the 1992 
Ford Taurus and Mercury Sable, 
an electronic stereo cassette as 
optional for those cars and a 
High-Level Audio System as 
standard for the 1992 Lincoln 
Town Car and optional for the 
Taurus and Sable. 

“Based on our market research, 
we designed the new electronic 


sound systems to incorporate 
features that consumers ranked 
the highest," Duncan said. "We 
also sought to eliminate their 
dislikes in our new designs. 

“On the want list were 5such 
features as Automatic Music 
Search and Scan, both of which 
arc offered on our electronic 
stereo cassette and High-Level 
Audio System, and Automatic 
Memory Store which is available 
on the latter." 

Automatic Music Search locates 
the next track forward or 
backward on a cassette tape or 
may be used to restart the 
current track. Scan allows the 
listener to automatically review 
radio stations or cassette 
selections in sequence and select 
the desired one as it is reached. 

The Automatic Memory Store 
feature allows the user to set six 
strong stations on memory 
buttons for AM, FMl and FM2 
bands with the touch of one 
button. It is particularly useful 
when traveling out of the home 
reception area. Upon return, the 
original favorite stations are 
restored at the touch of a button.

Committee agrees on new team 


Search is on for new superintendent and elementary principal

The School Committee has agreed on the com¬ 
position of an 11 member Search Committee for a 
new superintendent 

At the Sept. 8 School Committee meeting, 
Chairman Mark Lombardi reported indepen¬ 
dent conversations with committee members 
resulted in “a very reasonable compromise.” 
The composition of the Search Committee was a 
topic of heated debate at the previous School 
Committee meeting. 

Five of the Search Committee members will be 
nominated by School Committee members, one 
by each member. These nominees may not be 


Winchester Public School employees. 

Three teachers, one from the high school, one 
from the middle school, and one from an elemen¬ 
tary school, will be chosen by Lombardi from 
teachers volunteering to serve on the committee. 
One principal will be selected by a vote of the 
principals. 

Two at-large members of the search committee 
will be selected from a list of applicants; Lom¬ 
bardi said the decision will be made by the 
School Committee, either by independent tele¬ 
phone conversations with him or in executive 
session at the School Committee meeting on 
Sept 22. 

Lincoln Elementary School Prlnclpalshlp 

At Tuesday’s School Committee meeting, 


Interim Superintendent of Schools Robert Fitz¬ 
gerald presented a timeline for hiring of a new 
principal for the Lincoln Elementary School, 
and announced the Belmont school system has 
agreed to allow Principal Bruce MacDonald to 
remain in Winchester until the end of October. 

In late August, MacDonald resigned to accept 
the principalship of the Butler Elementary 
School in Belmont. Originally, a mid-October 
transition date was agreed on. 

School Committee member Constance Mak- 
houl said, ‘‘I support the date because itgives the 
greatest continuity for the students. Every effort 
is being made to employ a new principal by the 
time he leaves.”

Interim

The Winchester School system, 
which kicked off the year yesterday, 
faces some substantial changes in 
the upcoming school year. 

The Winchester Star spoke with 
interim Superintendent Robert Fitz¬ 
gerald. What follows is an analysis of 
the major political, educational, and 
monetary issues for the 1992-93 
school year. 

... Politics 

Politics may seem an unfitting 
place to start on a discussion of edu¬ 
cation, but, like it or not, two issues — 
the hiring of a new superintendent 
and the hiring of a new principal of 
the Lincoln School — are sure to be 
at the forefront of discussion for the 
upcoming year. 

The School Committee is now col¬ 
lecting resumes for a Search Com¬ 
mittee, for which they have had some 
difficulty in choosing the makeup. 
The disagreements over the makeup 
of the Search Committee, at times 
heated, could be a foreshadowing of 
a bitter battle over selecting a new 
superintendent. 

Raising the stakes is the fact that 
Fitzgerald told the Star that he is 
interested in the superintendent 
position. Fitzgerald said that he will 
make a final decision on whether or 
not to apply for the position based on 
his experience over the next several 
months, but, he added, "if applica¬ 
tions were due today, I would apply.” 

The administration has already 
started to advertise for the principal- 
ship at Lincoln, which will be vac¬ 
ated at the end of October by Bruce 
MacDonald. 

... Education 

With his switch from assistant 
superintendent to superintendent, 
Fitzgerald has undergone a major 
change in job responsibility: from 
the crisis management of schedules 
and salaries to the dealing with a 
long term plan for curriculum.

Four Democratic candidates for 
state office squared off in a debate, 
defining their accomplishments and 
views for next week’s primary 
elections. 

Candidates for state rep. in the 
34th Middlesex District, Barbara 
Joslin and incumbent Paul Casey, 
began the program. They were fol¬ 
lowed by candidates for state sen. in 
the Second Middlesex District, Sal¬ 
vatore Albano and Joseph Mackey. 

State Sen. Charles Shannon gave 
an opening remark, but as an unop¬ 
posed candidate did not participate 
in the debate. Republic candidate 
for State Rep. Brian Broad is also 
unopposed and declined an invita¬ 
tion for an opening remark. 

Although they are both Democrats, 
Casey and Joslin managed to high¬ 
light strong ideologically differences 
between them, with Joslin taking 
traditional liberal stands and Casey 
taking some libertarian views, even 
at one point commending Republi 
can Governor William Weld. 

The topic of the debate, sponsored 
by the Stoneham and Winchester 
League of Women Voters, was fiscal 
issues. Joslin said she would support 
an increase in income taxes from the 
present level to 6.25 percent. She 
said the state should return to that 
level of taxation, which the state 
Legislature had enacted in the 1990 
tax increases, but which has since 
expired. 

Joslin said that the money could 
help restore local aid to its past 
levels. She added that when income 
tax had been at 6.25 percent it was 
"hardly felt by anyone when it was 
taken from their paychecks.” 

Casey, who had not voted for the 


1990 tax increase, labeled a tax 
increase at this time as "foolhardy” 
and a “prescription for failure. You 
can’t just whack everybody with an 
increase in taxes,” he said. 

Joslin implied that Casey was will¬ 
ing to keep taxes low, but could not 
come up with corresponding budget 
cuts. “I appreciate the feeling that 
we shouldn’t raise taxes. I only hope 
those that don’t want to raise taxes 
have the guts to stop voting for ser¬ 
vices,” she said. 

Casey said he favored privatiza¬ 
tion and budget cuts as the way to 
close budget gaps. "Not all the prog¬ 
rams of the 80s can exist anymore," 
he said. Casey cited as an example

Youths play game 
of chicken in lot

A dangerous game of chicken has 
led one youth wounded and another 
facing charges of assault with a 
dangerous weapon. 

Late on the evening of Sept. 5, a 
motor vehicle, operated by a 
Winchester youth, was traveling 
down Thompson Street toward 
Waterfield Hoad when the operator 
saw four youths standing in the 
Aberjona lot by the train depot. The 
youth operating the vehicle, accom¬ 
panied by three passengers, made 
derogatory comments about the 
youths, said police. 

According to police reports, he 
then accelerated his vehicle and 
made an illegal U-turn around the 
Waterfield Hoad mailboxes toward 
the four youths. As he headed tow¬ 
ard them, he picked up speed to 30 
mph 

Three of the youths moved out oi 
t he way of the vehicle, but the fourth 
did not. According to police, the 
motor vehicle struck the youth from 
the front and he was thrown into the 


windshield of the car and shattered 
the glass. The youth was then thrown 
12 feet into the air and against a 
cement pole. 

The operator left the scene after 
the accident without stopping, said 
reports. 

Officer Thomas Groux was patroll¬ 
ing the area when he was approach 
ed by the youths who witnessed the 
incident. According to his report, the 
injured youth had two large contu 
sions on the front lower portion of 
his legs and another around his left 
eye. The victim was also bleeding 
from his ankle. The victim, who was 
conscious and could walk with a 
limp, was later transported to 
Winchester Hospital. 

Shortly aHcr Groux’s arrival, the 
operator of the vehicle returned and 
was charged with assault and battery 
by means of a dangerous weapon, 
leaving the scene of an accident 
after personal injury, reckless driv¬ 
ing, operating without a license in 
possession, speeding, making an 
illegal U-turn, and driving the wrong 
way down a one way.

In July and August, 85 indi¬ 
viduals called the Better Business 
Bureau Inc. in Boston about the Cre- 
dicorp offer. On Sept. 1, 16 more 
“telegram” recipients called the 
Boston BBB. The BBB in Dallas has 
received more than 16,000 inquiries 
nationally in 1992. 

The card may only be used to 
purchase merchandise from the 
company’s catalog.

More simple ways 
to improve your diet 

Tufts University Diet and 
Nutrition Letter recently set out 50 
simple ways to improve your diet. 
Some of those tips appeared in 
recent columns and more are set out 
below. Follow these and the tips that 
will follow in subsequent columns, 
and you’ll be well on your way toward 
making your diet, and your health, 
the best they can be. 

Take calcium supplements 
between meals. When taken with 
food, they can prevent the body from 
absorbing the food’s iron, according 
to researchers at the Kansas Univer¬ 
sity Medical Center. 

Don’t take up wine drinking to pre¬ 
vent heart disease. While some evi¬ 
dence indicates that moderate con¬ 
sumption of wine goes hand in hand 
with a reduced risk of cardiovascular 
illness, the hazards of developing an 
alcohol habit for the sole purpose of 
improving health definitely out¬ 
weigh the benefits. That’s because 
it’s all too easy to take too many nips, 
which can contribute to cirrhosis of 
the liver and certain types of cancer 
as well as automobile crashes and 
other types of accidents. 

Keep eating and drinking through 
a bout of diarrhea. Many people 
think it’s best to “rest” the bowel 
when plagued with “the runs,” but

eating generally helps lessen diar¬ 
rhea’s severity. Taking in liquids is 
particularly important in order to 
help replace lost fluid and minerals. 

Steer clear of “anti-cellulite” pro¬ 
ducts. While lotions, creams, and 
gels touted as effective for breaking 
down unsightly ripples in the skin 
are reportedly expected to earn cos¬ 
metic companies $50 million this 
year (such products are among what 
some call the “fastest-growing area 
in the cosmetic business”), cellulite 
is nothing more than plain old fat 
that, like all other body fat, can be 
lost only through diet and exercise. 

If you are not big on milk, which is 
fortified with vitamin D, spend 10 to 
15 minutes twice weekly in the noon¬ 
time sun to allow your body to manu¬ 
facture that nutrient The advice is 
especially important for older 
Americans; they are more prone to 
deficiencies of vitamin D, which can 
lead to unnecessary bone loss. 

Be wary of eating raw shellfish. 
Eating uncooked (and partially 
cooked) oysters, clams, and mussels 
dramatically increases the risk of

suffering seafood-related illnesses. 
In fact, the Food and Drug Admi¬ 
nistration estimates that the possi¬ 
bility of getting sick from eating fish 
in general is only one in 250,000; for 
raw shellfish, it’s much greater, one 
in every 1,000 to 2,000. 

Store beverages in crystal decan¬ 
ters for no more than a few hours. 
And don’t drink out of crystal stem- 
ware on a daily or near-daily basis. 
Fancy crystalware contains up to 30 
percent lead by weight, and high 
levels of that toxic metal can leach 
into alcoholic drinks and other liq¬ 
uids in a very short time. 

Familiarize yourself with menu 
lingo. Descriptions such as broiled, 
steamed, cooked in its own juices, 
and garden-fresh indicate that the 
item is probably relatively low in fat. 
Terms like panfried, sauteed, rich, 
and crispy, on the other hand, sug¬ 
gest that fat is present in abundance. 

Always check serving sizes when 
comparing nutrition labels of diffe¬ 
rent products. (Only one percent of 
consumers presently do, according 
to a survey conducted earlier this 
year for the National Consumers 
League.) The practice is important 
because many manufacturers have 
reduced serving sizes on hundreds of 
products over the years, presumably 
to make them appear lower in calo¬ 
ries, fat, and sodium.

The town of Winchester has pub¬ 
lished its annual-list of residents and 
businesses who owe taxes on their 
property and who are now facing a 
lien on their property. 

According to the list, published by 
the town’s Collector of Taxes Carol 
Thomas, there are 25 business or 
residents who owe the town a total of 
$46,889.78 in taxes and also addition¬ 
al money in interest and services. 

According to Thomas, if the taxes 
are not paid by Sept. 21, the town 
places a lien on their properties, 
which is recorded at the Southern 
Middlesex Registrar of Deeds office. 
According to state law, the town had 
to publish the list by Oct. 1 or relin¬ 
quish its right to put a lien on the 
property. 

Eventually, the owners could face 
the loss of their property, although 
Thomas said the process is a lengthy 
one, taking more than a year in most 


cases. 

The amount of taxes due by the 
owners ranged from a low of $28.05 to 
a high of $5,214.09. The high amount 
was owed by Stratford Management 
Association for a piece of property at 
724 Main Street. Twenty of the own¬ 
ers are residential owners and the 
remaining five are businesses. 

On the list of overdue taxes is an 
odd number of real estate busines¬ 
ses. Four of the five businesses on 
the list for delinquent taxes are real 
estate businesses: Global Realty 
Trust ($3,488), Grove Realty Trust 
($2,096.03), THT Nominee Realty 
Trust ($4,013.43), and Wendell Realty 
Trust ($2,664.70). They also owe some 
of the highest amount in taxes. 

Thomas said that the number of 
owners late with their taxes is close 
to the yearly average. She added that 
she anticipated that several of the 
owners would pay before the Sept. 21 
deadline. “We have found that when 
the accounts are straightened out, 
they come in and pay,” she said. 


Parents up in arms over class sizes

The School Committee heard pro¬ 
tests about class sizes from thirty 
parents of kindergarteners and first 
graders at the Vinson-Owen Elcmen- 
tary School, but did not commit 
binds to hire additional teachers. 

Interim Superintendent of 
Schools Robert Fitzgerald reported 
aides were hired to assist teachers 
in these classrooms, and also noted 
concern about the size of second 
grade classes at the Lincoln Elemen¬ 
tary School. 

Bill McKay, a parent of a first grad¬ 
er in the Vinson-Owen School said, 
“The space is nice, the teachers are 
even better; but there are 31 child¬ 
ren in the first grade class and 30 in 
the kindergarten. My understanding 
is that for $25,000 more, two addi¬ 
tional teachers could be hired in 
place of the aides." 

Fitzgerald confirmed if two teach¬ 
ers were hired instead of aides, the 
cost would be an additional $25,000. 

Another parent suggested replac¬ 
ing only the first grade aide at a cost 
of $15,000. School Committee mem¬ 


ber Constance Makhoul suggested 
“a more creative approach, hiring 
an additional teacher in place of an 
aide, and having the three teachers 
of the kindergarteners and first 
graders team teach.* 4 

“There are a number of kids in the 
first grade who are already identi¬ 
fied as having special needs,** said 
Rita Breen. “It could become very 
expensive if they need special edu¬ 
cation. They can function in a small¬ 
er classroom, but there are concerns 
about whether they can in a class of 
31.” 

School Committee member Jerilyn 
Hcinold inquired about why the Vin¬ 
son Owen’s fifth grade of 31 students 
was divided into two classes. Denise 
Madaglia, last year’s president of the 
school’s Parent Teacher Associa¬ 
tion, responded that the class has 
two English as a Second Language 
students as well as students with 
learning disabilities, and it was felt 
the large class would put them at a 
disadvantage in preparing for the 
middle school. 

“But kindergarten is also a major 
transition for many children; com¬ 
bining kindergarten and first grade 


can put them at a disadvantage,*' 
added Madaglia. 

School Committee Chairman Mark 
Lombardi said there were also sig¬ 
nificant problems in the second 
grade at the Lincoln School, the first 
grade at the Lynch School, the kin¬ 
dergarten at the Muraco School, and 
in the second and third grades in the 
Ambrose School. In his view, to 
address only the Vinson-Owen needs 
was not equitable. 

“Our system-wide class average of 
20.25 is outstanding given our level 
of financial restraint,“ said School 
Committee member James Evans. 
“Because we have five schools, the 
variance in class sizes is a factof life. 
We will always have this problem 
unless massive amounts of money 
are spent** 

Evans also said he would be will¬ 
ing to listen if a way of realigning 
budget items could be identified. 

“Just replacing two teachers with 
two aides at a cost of $49,000 is 
needed. It’s well worth another look 
at the budget,“ said one parent 

“We don’t have any more money to 
throw at the problem,“ said 
Lombardi.

D ecision time for Winchester Democrats. The 
town is in the enviable position of having two 
qualified candidates running in the primary for 
state representative who are very close ideolog¬ 
ically and would serve the community well.

ing? Why wouldn’t he perceive that

COMMENTARY 


Winchester derives much of its 
water from reservoirs it owns in the 
Fells. Our selectmen arc responsible 
for the safety and quality of our 
water. We must choose a new water 
treatment system in the coming 
months. The cost is circa $4.2 million 
(1 mg/d plant plus 1.5 mg tank) 
according to a November 1990 report 
by Weston and Sampson, our consul¬ 
tant. I believe this investment is pru¬ 
dent, but important issues and 
options could be overlooked if we are 
not very careful. Our selectmen need 
to know that we support them as they 
carry out their leadership role as 
Water and Sewer commissioners. 
Many within the community want to 
help. 

Improvements in drinking water 
treatment, based on years of study, 
discussion and compromise nation¬ 
wide, are required by the Surface 
Water Treatment Rule (SWTR) 
promulgated by the USEPA in 1989 
following a two year period for com¬ 
ments. Our new system must, by law, 
be operational by June 1993, three 
and one half years after the rule 
became final. 

Two year extensions of time for full 
implementation are likely given a 
sincere effort to comply. The SWTR 
specifies minimum acceptable treat¬ 
ment options for assuring the safety 
of drinking water from reservoirs 
and rivers. Because of nearby deve¬ 
lopment, pollution and antiquated 
treatment practices, and because 
additional serious waterborne dis¬ 
eases are now recognized, supplies 
which were deemed potable when 
established decades ago are now 
believed to threaten our health, 
potentially causing giardiasis, hepa¬ 
titis, gastroenteritis and other ail¬ 
ments. The SWTR recognizes that 
much more reliable disinfection pro¬ 
cedures and, in most cases, filtration 
are required to assure safe drinking 
water nationally. 

Building support has been difficult 
because lay persons do not under-

stand that many waterborne diseases 
are not recognized as such and that 
the real threat is not that of a steady 
trickle of cases, but rather that of a 
sudden outbreak, qf giardia for 
instance, as has been seen else¬ 
where. No informed, competent per¬ 
sons disagree. The disagreement is 
over who pays, how much, and how 
soon. 

In a recent report (Am. J. of Public 
Health, vol. 82, pp.955,1992), Robert 
D. Morris, et. al. confirmed once 
again that drinking water from sur¬ 
face (e.g., reservoir or river) supplies 
disinfected with chlorine increased 
risk of bladder and rectal cancer. 
Filtration removes THM precursors 
which otherwise react to form triha- 
lomcthanes (THM) including chloro¬ 
form during disinfection. The USE¬ 
PA currently restricts total THM in 
drinking water to 100 ppb., but an 
upper limit of about 50 ppb seems 
likely by June 1995, together with 
limits on specific THMs. DEP anal¬ 
yses of Winchester water, chlori¬ 
nated at the South Reservoir reveal 
THM levels ranging from about 30 to 
70. Because Winchester’s THM is 
almost entirely as chloroform, a spe¬ 
cific limit for it, if set, may be critical 
to us. All agree that new treatment 
plant designs must consider the cor¬ 
relation between cancer and water 
treatment and the reduction of THM. 

Using filtration and chlorine diox¬ 
ide as disinfectant, Winchester’s 
plans already do. If chlorine dioxide 
is not used, I believe the existing 
Weston and Sampson pilot study 
would need to be expanded. More 
work should focus on reducing THM 
precursors and especially chloro¬ 
form precursors by filtration. 

Also, our reservoirs are a treasure, 
secured for us by hard work and 
because of great foresight They have 
provided many decades of excellent 
service. 

My family drinks and cooks with 
water from our reservoirs (the 
“Middle Low” system). Chlorine is 
added at South Reservoir and it 
flows approximately one half mile to 
Simm’s Corner before distribution. 
This provides about 30 minutes con¬ 
tact with the chlorine, good provided 
the pH is below 7.0 during treatment. 
Because THM levels are higher than 
I think desirable, I have installed an 
activated carbon filter which reliab- 
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ly removes THM and any residual 
chlorine and other tastes. 

Esthetically the water equals the 
bottled types. A filter costs about $50 
for a countertop type, and about $75 
for the parts for an under counter, 
more permanent system. Profession¬ 
al installation of the latter should 
add $60. 

The filter, a 10-inch cartridge type, 
lasts at least three months and costs 
about $15.1 estimate my annual cost 
as similar to the added cost of a filtra¬ 
tion plant. Once it is operational we 
may not need the filter but will keep 
it to improve the taste and remove 
the last bit of disinfection bypro¬ 
ducts. We also will be more safe from 
even relatively unlikely waterborne 
disease. 

Recognizing that new treatment 
plants take time and that some sys¬ 
tems might seriously fail to meet 
minimum standards, the USEPA pro¬ 
vided for enforceable interim 
upgrades in existing disinfection 
practices to protect health while new 
systems are implemented. The 
MWRA has agreed to do substantial 
interim work. The Mass. DEP enfor¬ 
ces this part of the rule. 

The treatment techniques which 
served our grandparents must be 
brought up to today’s standards. Our 
selectmen need to know that we have 
the will to support them in this pro¬ 
ject As responsible citizens we must 
participate in an open design pro¬ 
cess which sets Winchester’s stan¬ 
dards for water. 

Ultimately town meeting will 
decide our strategy. Once the reason 
for improvement is explained, our 
health and a long term water supply, 
and a solid plan is presented, I am 
confident that my neighbors want 
and are ready to continue paying for 
reliably healthftil, excellent quality 
drinking water.

Fitzgerald looks to year ahead

Fitzgerald noted he had not 
immersed himself into the curricu¬ 
lum aspect since he was the princi¬ 
pal at the junior high school over 
eight years ago. “It’s important that 1 
get into this area (curriculum). It’s a 
high priority system-wide .’’ 

Dealing with the “individual dif 
Terences in kids" will be a eurricu 
lum priority for Fitzgerald. "We 
need to respond to all of our kids. It is 
something we need to work on and 
constantly improve." 

One thing that may become anti 
quated in the next few years is the 
current process of teacher evalua 
tions. The administration will run a 
pilot test that will involve 25 percent 
of the tenured teachers. According to 
Fitzgerald, the teachers will partici¬ 
pate in "individual professional 
growth experiences" such as peer 
observation, workshops, and mentor 
programs. 

Perhaps the largest change in the 
upcoming school year is that many 
elementary students will be attend¬ 
ing new schools this year due to 
redistricting. In order to alleviate 
some problems with the school sys¬ 
tem, the School Committee initiated 
major changes in district lines. 

"Hopefully, redistricting is behind 
us ... with most people feeling com¬ 
fortable with where they are,” said 
Fitzgerald. 

A review of the special education 
system will also be on the agenda this 
upcoming school year. School Com¬ 
mittee member Constance Makhoul 
has already stated at a committee 
meeting that special education 
should be a high priority item. 

The administration is going to 
attempt to improve the delivery of 
services and work toward more com¬ 
patible dealings with state education 
laws, according to Fitzgerald.

Out-of-town special education tui¬ 
tions have been a budget buster for 
Winchester in the past. Fitzgerald 
said one goal was to "retrieve as 
many youngsters as possible" back to 
the Winchester school system. 

"The number of out-of-district stu¬ 
dents is not extensive, but they’re 
costly," said Fitzgerald. 

Another system that will undergo 
study is the elementary computer 
system. Fitzgerald said he will 
review the computers to see if they 
are being used to their full potential. 
"We’ve already invested a sizable 
amount. We need to be sure the com¬ 
puters are being used as the kind of 
teaching tool we want them to be." 

There will be two minor shifts in 
the scheduling of classes in the 
school system next year. Due to the 
busing schedule, there is a need for 
staggered starts of the elementary 
schools. Ambrose and Lynch will now 
start at 8:45; the others will still open 
at 8:30. The high school will undergo 
a small change in its schedule by 
reducing the length of class periods,

Along with politics, money is also a 
necessary evil in the discussion of 
what we can expect from education 
in the coming year 

One goal with respect to the school 
budget will be an attempt by the 
School Committee to avoid repeating 
last year’s embarassment when they 
announced a shortfall of over 
$200,000 with only a month left in the 
fiscal year. 

Fitzgerald said the administration 
will produce fiscal updates for the 
School Committee throughout the 
year "The School Committee has 
asked for preliminary budget figures 
as early as September. It makes a lot 
of sense to stay away from last 
minute budget girations," said 
Fitzgerald. 

Staying within budget limits this 
year should be easier due to a 
$289,000 boost in state funds over the 
summer. 


A portion ofthat money will go tow¬ 
ard subsidizing bus transportation 
At the beginning of the fiscal year, it 
appeared the only busing in 
Winchester would be the small 
amount mandated under state law. 
With the state money, the schools 
will now pick up half the cost of an 
ambitious busing plan. 

Parents who chose to have their 
children ride the bus will pay fees of 
$150 for the first child, $100 for the 
second, and $50 for a third. Any 
more, will ride free. 

According to Ellen Foley, head of 
transportation, with a week to go 
before school started, 85 students 
had signed up to ride the bus. Fitz¬ 
gerald said the numbers are about 
where he expected and added that 
most responses will come in the first 
week of school. 

Another new fee facing parents 
will be an athletic fee increase of$35 
to $45.

If a replacement is hired before 
the end of October, the School 
Department has agreed to let MacDo¬ 
nald leave earlier, said Fitzgerald. 

So far, 50 resumes have been col¬ 
lected, primarily as a result of adver¬ 
tising in the Boston Sunday Globe. 
Fitzgerald anticipates receiving an 
additional 10 to 12 before the close of 
the application period on September 
11 . 

A memorandum will be sent to all 
teachers on the first day of school 
advising them of the opening; a simi¬ 
lar letter will be sent home to the 
parents of all Lincoln School 
students. 

Because of the short notice, Lom¬ 
bardi requested resumes arriving 
one to two days late be accepted, and 
Fitzgerald agreed. 


Applicants will be interviewed by 
the Search Committee during the 
week of September 21, and Fitzger¬ 
ald hopes to recommend finalists to 
the School Committee on Sept. 28. 

The search committee will consist 
of Interim Assistant Superintendent 
for Personnel and Management Tho¬ 
mas Budrewicz, an elementary 
school principal, a K-12 director, 
four parents, two Lincoln School 
teachers, and one Lincoln staff 
member. 

This type of search committee has 
been previously used to hire elemen¬ 
tary school principals. “The only dif¬ 
ference in this process,“ said Fitz- 
gerald, “is that we will be 
recommending three or more final¬ 
ists to the School Committee instead 
of two because of comments received 
during previous searches.”

balanced budget to the floor,” Casey 
said. 

The candidates also differed on 
their view on health care and the 
Question »2 initiative, which would 
require businesses to reveal their 
tax returns. 

"Universal Health Care is a great 
idea, (but) the state can’t afford it,” 
said Casey. Joslin said she favors 
government run health insurance, 
but would prefer that the federal 
government run iL 

Joslin said she favored Question 2, 
but Casey said it was too intrusive 
and could drive businesses out of the 
Commonwealth. 

In prepared statements, Joslin 
said she wanted to take her “experi¬ 
ence as a citizen to the state Legisla¬ 
ture.” She cited as experience being 
the mother of eight children and her 
21 years in private industry. She also 
talked about reducing the sales tax, 
but did not elaborate. 

Casey talked about his work to 
reopen the Stone Zoo. He said that 
the “glory days of the Democratic 
party... are over.” He criticized spe¬ 
cial interests and promoted person¬ 
al responsibility. "We have to prom¬ 
ote self-reliance,” he said. “We have 
to match rights with obligations.” 

... Senatorial Debate 

The debate for the state Senate 
seat began with a statement from 
incumbent Shannon who boasted 
about his legislative record, took a 
swipe at former senator Albano and 
distanced himself from the Senate 
President 

Shannon said he is known on Bea¬ 
con Hill as an “independent Repu¬ 
blican activist” who “stood up 
against some of the most powerful 
forces on Beacon Hill.” 

Shannon stressed his opposition to 
the leadership, foreshadowing an 
inevitable battle between he and 
Albano, if Albano wins in the prim¬ 
ary, on who can further distance 
himself from the unpopular William 
Bulger. 

Albano also discussed the issue 
saying he “bucked the Senate Presi¬ 
dent” and that it had “cost me 
dearly.” 

Unlike Joslin and Casey, the two 
former state legislators, Albano and 
Mackey, had very similar views on 
health care, privatization, educa¬ 
tion, abortion, and taxation. 


With similar ideological views, 
both stressed their accomplishments 
as legislators. Mackey talked about 
his role in the drug asset-forfeiture 
law, the unclaimed bottle deposit 
initiative, and the victim witness 
program. 

Albano cited his support for the 
Universal Health Care bill, which 
was passed but later retracted and 
said he was the chief proponent in 
major educational reform. 

Albano said he still supports a 
single-payer government health care 
system. Mackey was not asked the 
question and did not bring it up 
himself. 

Both candidates support a gra¬ 
duated income tax and Medicaid 
binding for abortion. Although the 
forum was about fiscal issues, both 
candidates took the opportunity to 
stress their commitment to abortion 
rights when the issue of public bind¬ 
ing was brought up. Mackey stated 
that he had received a very high 
rating from the National Organiza¬ 
tion for Women. 

The current trend toward privati¬ 
zation is dangerous one, Albano 
said. He said the human services 
now being considered for privatiza¬ 
tion need to be monitored by the 
state. “Once we privatize these state 
services, we no longer have control 
over them,” he said. Mackey said he 
may support some privatization but 
added he was weary of the idea. 

Both candidates also favored 
Question 2. Albano said that citizens 
should know how much taxes 
businesses pay because, “Corporate 
America is constantly crying that the 
tax structure is too severe... when, 
in fact, many of these corporations 
pay very, very little taxes.” 

Mackey said he would like to see a 
different method of funding for 
cities and towns. He suggested that 
the state might give a portion of the 
sales tax to local communities. 

Albano said he wanted the state to 
undertake a major jobs program by 
rebuilding the state infrastructure. 
He said the money had been avail¬ 
able through increase gasoline taxes 
by that the Governor had used the 
money to balance the budget. 

The debate, held at the high school 
auditorium, was shown live by local 
cable. It will run again Sept 10 at 8 
p.m. and Sept 11 at noon.

Six Teacher Fellows 
begin year at MIT 

Six middle and high-school 
science, math, and vocational teach¬ 
ers from the Greater Boston area will 
be on campus for the 1992-93 school 
year through the new MIT Teacher 
Fellows Program. 

"The goal of the program is to help 
these frontline workers, in collabora¬ 
tion with MIT faculty, to develop 
innovative approaches to math and 
science teaching and enhance their 
professional expertise so that they 
can become effective agents of 
change in the schools to which they 
will return,” said Professor Jeanne 
Bamberger of music and theater arts, 
one of seven professors and staff who 


developed the program through the 
MIT Council on Primary and Secon¬ 
dary Education. 

To that end e^ch Fellow will be 
paired with an MIT faculty mentor in 
his or her field. Together they will 
identify areas of mutual research 
interest, select MIT courses the Fel¬ 
low will take, and develop curricular 
projects relevant to the Fellow’s 
classroom teaching. 

Each Fellow will identify two 
goals: a personal goal towards deve¬ 
loping their understanding of some 
aspect of science/math content or the 
process of learning and teaching, 
and a curricular goal towards deve¬ 
loping new materials for the class¬ 
room. The core of the program will 
be three closely linked seminars. 
One, to meet weekly, will include 
presentations and discussions on 
recent developments in math/ 
science education such as new 
approaches to curriculum design, 
testing, and integration of technology 
into the classroom. The seminar will 
also be a forum for Fellows to pre¬ 
sent their ongoing work. 

The other seminars are actually 
courses MIT students will take in the 
new Teacher Certification Program. 
Fellows will collaborate with MIT 
professors in teaching the courses. 
Introduction to Issues in Teaching 
and Learning will be offered this 
semester; a Teaching Practicum will 
be offered next spring. In addition, 
each Fellow will serve as a mentor 
for one or more undergraduates in 
the new Certification Program. 


There will also be a follow-up to 
the Teacher Fellows Program once 
Fellows have ended their stay at 
MIT. This will include an electronic 
network, a yearly seminar, and visits 
from faculty mentors to Fellows’ 
classrooms. 

This year’s Teacher Fellows are 
Douglas McGlathery (mathematics) 
and John Samp (physics) from Cam 
bridge Rindge and Latin High 
School, Winchester resident Carol 
Reid (anatomy and physiology)- from 
Madison Park Vocational High 
School in Boston, Carol Airasian (sci- 
ence and reading) from Phillis 
Wheatley Middle School in Boston, 
Betty Jane Busiek (biology) from 
Lincoln-Sudbury Regional High 
School in Sudbury, and James Amara 
(chemistry and technology) from 
Minuteman Regional Technical High 
School in Lexington. 

MIT faculty and staff involved in 
developing the program include Pro¬ 
fessor Bamberger; Professor Susan 
Carey of brain and cognitive sci¬ 
ences; Alan Lazarus, a senior 
research scientist in physics; Profes¬ 
sor Richard Held of brain and cogni¬ 
tive sciences; Associate Professor 
Louis Bueciarelli of the School of 
Engineering; Assistant Professor 
Roger Brooks of physics; and J.J 
Pitts, associate dean for student 
affairs and director of the Office of 
Minority Education. 

Each teacher’s salary will be fully 
paid while at MIT. The program is 
funded through a grant from the fed¬ 
eral Dwight D. Eisenhower Math and 
Science Education Program, admi¬ 
nistered by the Massachusetts High¬ 
er Education Coordinating Council, 
and through a gift from the MIT Class 
of ’52. Betty Jane Busiek and James 
Amara are sponsored by their school 
districts.

Same old story: Sachemettes top pick

One of these years, the Winchester 
High School girls soccer team will 
suffer a letdown. One of these years, 
the squad will fail to finish as the top 
team in the Middlesex League. One 
of these years, Winchester will field 
a team without an All-American can¬ 
didate. But until that happens, the 
Sachemettes will remain the consen¬ 
sus choice to dominate the Mid¬ 
dlesex League and to travel deep 
into the state playoffs. 

Under coach Chris Scanlon’s gui¬ 
dance, Winchester has gained 
national prominence as one of the 
top high school programs in the 
country. Along the way, the team has 
produced several All-Americans, a 
couple of state championships and a 


national championship. Although 
the team lost nine starters to gradua¬ 
tion last year, including two-time 
Division 1 player of the year Jen Gil¬ 
patric, Scanlon feels his club is once 
again the team to beat 

“There’s no question we lost a lot 
of good soccer players,” said Scanlon 
of last season’s 20-2 team, “but we 
have 13 returning players, including 
the best player in the state and prob¬ 
ably the best goalie.” 

The real marquee player on the 
team is forward Liz Kelley (see 
accompanying story), a senior who 
missed her entire junior year due to 
a knee injury after scoring 60 goals in 
her first two years. Kelley, a pre¬ 
season choice to contend for state 
player of the year and All-American 
honors, has recovered completely, 


and could be nearly unstoppable. 

Keeper Jenn Russo, with Kelley a 
veteran of the 1990 National Champ¬ 
ion Sachemettes, was mysteriously 
left off both the ML and state all-star 
teams after last season, despite being 
unscored upon in her last 16 games. 
Scanlon says his senior tri-captain 
"won’t be denied” in her quest for a 
championship season. 

“Jenn’s been the goalie on two 
other outstanding teams,” said Scan¬ 
lon. “She’s always had the great 
hands, but she’s improved dramati¬ 
cally in her kicking, jumping and tim¬ 
ing. I doubt if you’ll find a better 
keeper around.” 

Knowing the team would be strong 
at forward and in net, Scanlon’s main 
goal during preseason camp has 
been to shore up the halfback and 


fallback positions, which meant jug¬ 
gling some players and choosing a 
new game plan. In the past, Scanlon’s 
teams have utilized a 4-3-3 set, but 
this season, the team will switch to a 
4-4-2, with four halfbacks and fall¬ 
backs and two forwards. The new 
lineup illustrates just how big a void 
Gilpatric’s departure left. 

“Obviously, Jen was a real impact 
player,” said Scanlon, “but I think 
Catherine Doherty will step in and 
do the job for us. She’s looked great 
in camp.” 

Doherty, another Sachemette tri¬ 
captain, will anchor the middle along 
with fellow senior Katie Branley. 
Wing halfbacks Jen Dooley and Cheri 
Frost give Winchester an exper-

Pirates on the verge; 
Carroll, Crispo tied

STOP LIZ KELLEY!" Those 
three words will be the first words on 
opposing coaches’ minds when they 
try to devise a game plan to beat the 
Winchester High School girls soccer 
team But, as the saying goes, it will 
be much easior said than done 
Kelley, a senior tri-captain for the 
Sachemettes, has battled back from a 
career threatening knee injury, 
bringing smiles to the faces of many, 
including Winchester head coach 
Chris Scanlon. 

"Liz is clearly the best offensive 
player in this (Middlesex) league or 
any other league," Scanlon says 
“Anyone who would dispute that is 
kidding himself " 

In Kelley, many say, Winchester 
possesses the most dominating often 
sive player m the slate As a fresh 


man, Kelley broke into the starting 
lineup halfway through the season, 
piling up 28 goals, a tremendous total 
for any player, let alone a freshman 
In her sophomore season, she 
teamed with fellow All-State player 
Jen Gilpatric to form the most 
dangerous one-two combo around. 
Her 32 goals gave her a two-year total 
of 60, putting her on track to smash 
former WHS All American Mich 
Rowers’ all-time WHS career scoring 
record of 101 goals. 

After Winchester’s perfect 24-0 
season in 1990, which culminated 
with the team being crowned state 
and national champions, Winchester 
soccer fans eagerly anticipated Kel 
ley’s junior season, in which the Sac 
hemettes would return nearly the 
entire starting lineup. But the dream 
crumbled with one wrong step 

"1 was playing spring soccer in Ma> 
of ’91." Kelley recalls. "It was late in

the game, and 1 was tired As I 
planted my left foot and turned to 
shoot, I got hit. My knee gave out.” 

At first, doctors were unsure of the 
severity of Kelley’s injury, and she 
was given clearance to resume play 
ing a month later. But the knee 
wasn’t ready, and this time she 
injured it badly An MR1 (magnetic 
resonance imaging) and subsequent 
arthroscopic surgery showed tin* 
worst case scenario: Kelley had torn 
cartridge and a torn anterior cruci 
ate ligament Reconstructive knee 
surgery was a must 

The surgery was performed last 
August by Doctor Arthur Boland of 
Winchester, and one year later, it has 
been deemed a complete success 
Kelley went through extensive physi 
cal therapy from September to 
March of this year, and in June, she

The Winchester Community Use of 
Schools-Open Gym Program will 
begin its 19th season on Monday, 
Sept 28. As usual the gym will be 
open to the public on Monday and 
Thursday from 6 to 10 p m. for adults 
only (18 years or older). 

The program is open to all rcsi 
dents who want to keep fit, to exer 
rise for health reasons, to meet new 
townspeople, to get more use out of 
their tax dollar or to simply enjoy 
themselves. The admission fee has 
been changed to a flat rate of $3 for 
all adults. The weekend schedule 
will go into effect on Saturday, Dec. 6 
From this date forward the gym will 


be open on Saturdays and Sundays 
from 12:30 to 4 p.m., in addition to the 
Monday and Thursday evening sche¬ 
dule During the weekends the prog¬ 
ram is open to all adults as well as 
students in the seventh grade and up 
throughout high school.

Sophomore Julie Russo, juniors 
Katie Umscheid and Denise Lind- 
mark, and senior Amy Joseph com¬ 
prise the second-string midfield unit 

The defensive line has junior Kelly 
Smith at stopper, seniors Kathryn 
Wilson and Coleen Campbell on the 
wings, and junior Jenna DeSimone at 
sweeper. DeSimone made her mark 
late in the year last season, eventual¬ 
ly earning a starting fallback slot in 
the playoffs. The second team fea¬ 
tures Cara Bonasera and Nicole 
Malouf, both juniors, along with 
sophomore Stephanie Powers and 
senior Lindsay Schlorff.

saw her first game action in over a 
year. It was like she had never 
skipped a beat 

In July, Kelley was selected along 
with Gilpatric to try out for the 
national Under-19 team. With just a 
few weeks of workouts under her 
belt, Kelley just missed making the 
squad. But at 17-years-old, she’ll 
have another shot next summer (Gil¬ 
patric did make the team, becoming 
one of just 16 players selected from 
throughout the nation). 

Her remarkable comeback comes 
as no surprise to Jim Noonan, who 
has coached Kelley through the 
Winchester Soccer Club since Kelley 


was in the fifth grade. 

“She’s the most explosive player 
I’ve seen in 10 years of coaching,” 
says Noonan. “She has an unbeliev¬ 
able combination of skill and speed. 
Some good players have one or the 
other, but she has both. It’s unique." 

Scanlon agrees that Kelley has all 
the attributes of a great soccer 
player. 

“First of all,” he says, “she’s tech¬ 
nically strong. She’s much faster 
than most players, and she’s 
extremely strong. But besides her 
basic skills, she has the intangibles 
which take her to a higher level.” 

With such high praise from her 
coach, and with the fact that Kelley’s 


comeback has been chronicled in the 
local papers as well as the Boston 
Globe and the Boston Herald, one 
has to wonder, is there any added 
pressure to perform? 

“I don’t think so," says Kelley. “It’s 
nice to get press, but it’s just part of 
the game. The forwards get most of 
the press, usually, because they 
score the goals.” 

Kelley, who suffered a temporary 
setback when she broke a bone in her 
left foot during the national tryouts, 
has not played in any of the Sac¬ 
hemette scrimmages so far, but is 
expected to be ready for the team’s 
opener, Monday at Burlington. 


i Winchester 
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MIT, Slate to develop 
New Teacher Program 

Winchester resident Carol Reid is 
one of six Teaching Fellows from the 
Greater Boston area to participate in 
a new program administered 
through Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

Reid teaches anatomy and physiol¬ 
ogy at Madison Park Vocational High 
School in Boston. 

MIT is working closely with the 
Massachusetts Department of Edu¬ 
cation to develop a new program 
through which MIT students can 
become certified to teach math and 
science in grades 6 through 12. 

The MIT Teacher Certification 
Program, which will be sponsored 
jointly by the Office of the Dean for 
Student Affairs and the Department 
of Urban Studies and Planning, is 
expected to be registered by the 
State Bureau of Teacher Certifica¬ 
tion during the 1992-93 academic 
year 

I am very enthusiastic about the 
MIT approach because it combines 
the best of academia and real-world 
schools in one exciting model,” said 
Dr Julie Altshujer, director of teach¬ 
er preparation and program approv¬ 
al at the Massachusetts Department 
of Education. 

Interested students can begin work 
towards certification by enrolling in 
a new course this fall, Introduction to 
Issues in Teaching and Learning, 
taught by Professors Susan Carey of 
brain and cognitive sciences and 
Jeanne Bamberger of music and the 
ater arts, coordinators of the new 
program. (The course is a prerequis 
ite for another course in the program 
to be offered next spring.) 

Students in the new program will 
complete certification requirements 
six courses plus 150 hours of 
supervised practice teaching - 
while majoring in engineering or sci 
once. Professor Bamberger says that 
in future years we hope to extend 
the fields of specialization to include 
humanities, arts, and social studies 


as well.” 

Until recently MIT students inter¬ 
ested in teaching had to complete 
their certification through the Welle¬ 
sley Education Department, which 
offered a number of required certifi¬ 
cation courses not offered at MIT. 
But new certification requirements 
that go into effect in October 1994 say 
that as a basic requirement prospec¬ 
tive teachers must have a degree in 
the specific area they are going to 
teach. In addition, rather than 
requiring specific coursework, new 
certification programs will be 
responsible for demonstrating that 
students have developed “competen¬ 
cies" in a number of areas related to 
teaching and learning. 

Those new requirements opened 
the way for the MIT program and new 
ways to train teachers. For example, 
Professor Bamberger said, “We want 
MIT students to learn to appreciate 
the kinds of conceptual intuitions 
that young people bring to their stu¬ 
dies, and using that as a base, moni¬ 
tor their conceptual progress. The 
idea is to help future teachers apply 
these principals when teaching their 
specialty, be it physics, math or 
biology. 

•‘At the same time, student teach 
ers will be learning about issues such 
as instructional goals in math and 
science, critique of current curricu¬ 
la, design of new project materials, 
strategies for classroom manage¬ 
ment, and how to interact effectively 
with young people who have differ¬ 
ing learning styles." 

In general, Professor Bamberger 
continued, the program is designed 
to develop teachers that can meet the 
challenging needs of today’s youth 

We are particularly concerned that 
our teachers be prepared to meet the 
challenges of working in inner-city 
settings.” 

To that end the program has been 
integrated into the Department of 
Urban Studies and Planning 
“Through the participation of DUSP 
faculty, MIT students will be helped 
to understand the complex dynamics 
of urban communities, and thus to 
join in the work of other frontline, 
urban professionals in helping to 
transform schools into true commute 
itv organizations," Professor Bam 
berger said 

Another key element of the prog 
ram is the participation of high 


school teachers. Six teachers from 
Cambridge, Boston, Lexington and 
Sudbury will be on campus for the 
1992-93 academic year through the 
new MIT Teacher Fellows Program. 

“The Fellows will participate with 
MIT faculty in teaching the under¬ 
graduate courses in the Certification 
Program, and MIT students will sub¬ 
sequently join Fellows in their class¬ 
rooms, first as participant observers, 
and later as interns," Professor Bam¬ 
berger said. “Moreover, each Teach¬ 
er Fellow will be paired as a mentor 
with one or more students to work 
collaboratively on the development 
of new curricula and projects in their 
fields.” 

She stressed that “the Certifica¬ 
tion Program is a distinctly collabor¬ 
ative effort with our neighboring 
communities and the teaching and 
administrative staffs of our neigh¬ 
boring schools." 

The curriculum for the Teacher 
Certification Program includes the 
following required courses: Intro¬ 
duction to Issues in Teaching and 
Learning, Teaching Practicum (Pro¬ 
fessor Bamberger and Alan Dyson, 
education specialist at MIT), Deve 
lopmental Psychology (Professor 
Carey), School and Community (Pro¬ 
fessor Donald Schon and Adjunct 
Professor Melvin King of urban stu¬ 
dies and planning), and Education in 
Philosophical Perspective (Profes¬ 
sor Ken Hawes of Wellesley). 

In addition, students choose a 
sixth course from one of the follow 
ing (others to be announced): Tech 
nological Tools for Learning (Assis¬ 
tant Professor Mitchel Resnick and 
Associate Professor Edith Acker 
mann, both of media arts and sci¬ 
ences), The Work of Scientists and 
Engineers (Associate Professor 
Louis Bucciarelli of the School of 
Engineering), and History of Ameri¬ 
can Education (Professor Barbara 
Brenzel of Wellesley). 

The following are brief sketches ol 
some of these courses. 

Introduction to Issues in Teaching 
and Learning, which will be offered 
this fall and is a prerequisite to the 
Teaching Practicum, “introduces 
prospective teachers to strategies 
necessary to understanding and 
assessing their future students’ 
thinking and learning,” Professor

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Keeping your car maintained is part of being a good driver 


By Norm Hudecki 

Bcinn a good driver involves more 
than knowing road signs and who 
has the right of way. Being a good 
driver also means being a 
conscientious car owner. 

Keeping your car properly 
equipped and well maintained will 
not only make your vehicle perform 
better, but it can also help you avoid 
accidents or survive uncontrollable 
mishaps. Of the almost 21 million 
traffic accidents each year, about ‘ 
are attributed to improper driving. 
But t'ne remaining one-third arc due 
to other causes, including 
mechanical failure of the vehicle. 

Here arc some areas to consider 
before you hit the road, with some 
tips from the National Safety 
Council: 

• Brakes: Perhaps the most 
dangerous mechanical problem you 
can encounter is brake failure. This 
can be due to a brake fluid leak or 
brake pads that arc worn out. If 
your brakes fail, first pump them 
rapidly to see if pressure can be 
restored. If that doesn’t work, shift 
into a lower gear and slowly apply 
the p.irking brake. Try to steer your 
car out of traffic lanes as it slows 
down. 

•Steering: Make sure that your 
steering system is working properly 


and that you have a sufficient 
amount of power steering fluid to 
help prevent dangerous steering 
difficulties. If your steering sticks 
while driving, immediately turn on 
your emergency flashers and sound 
your horn to warn others while you 
brake to a stop. 

• Fuel and Compression Systems: 
Any number of problems with your 
fuel system, carburetor or fuel 
injector, air filter, engine 
compression or other systems can 
cause your car to stall. If the engine 
does stall, try to guide it off the 
roadway, shifting into neutral. Don’t 
turn off your ignition because it 
may cause your steering wheel to 
lock. You may need to push the car 
off of the road, but be careful for 
other traffic. And, it may sound 
elementary, but make sure you 
have plenty of fuel before heading 
out; an empty tank is a sure way to 
cause a vehicle to stall. 

• Motor Oil: An oil leak or lack of 
motor oil can bring your car to a 
grinding halt — maybe in the 
middle of a busy highway. In order 
to keep your lubrication system 
operating properly, regular oil 
changes are an absolute necessity. 
About half (53 percent) of the 500 
respondents in the recently 
released third annual Valvolinc Poll 


of the American Motorist said they 
are comfortable changing their own 
oil. 

• Headlights: Safe driving at night 
or in bad weather requires clean, 
working headlights. Check 
periodically to make sure both 
headlights arc working on high and 
low beam. And keep the lights clean 
of road grime for optimum 
effectiveness. 

• Signal Lights: Like headlights, 
make sure the lights you use to 
signal other drivers — brake lights, 
backup lights, hazard flashers, turn 
signals — are working. Replace 
faulty bulbs immediately. 

• Instrument Panel: Although the 
failure of your speedometer or gas 
gauge probably won’t cause you to 
have an accident, it can deprive you 
of information necessary to be a 
good driver. Your dashboard 
instruments can warn you of an 
empty gas tank, oil pressure drop, 
electrical system failure or engine 
overheating that could cause a 
dangerous stall. A working 
speedometer will help you to drive 
within the posted safe speed limits. 

• Tires: Tires are the key to your 
car’s traction, especially on wet 
surfaces. Tires that arc overworn, 
unevenly worn or improperly 
inflated can be hazardous. Properly

inflated tires can improve your 
stopping distance and even help 
you get better gas mileage. Almost ‘ 
(63 percent) of the drivers polled 
said they arc very comfortable 
checking and reinflating their tires. 

• Windshield: A clean windshield 
— inside and out — increases 
visibility and reduces glare in sunny 
conditions. Make sure that the 
windshield-fluid reservoir is filled 
with the proper fluid (plain water 
can freeze and won’t cut through 
oily grime) and that the wiper 
blades are not cracked or leaving 
streaks. About half (51 percent) of 
those surveyed said they are very 
comfortable with the relatively 
simple task of replacing wiper 
blades. 

• Safety Restraints: In many 
newer cars, this means air bags as 
well as seat belts. Seat belts should 
latch securely and so-called passive 


restraints should not be 
disconnected. If your air bag 
inflates during an accident, make 
sure it is properly replaced by a 
qualified service technician before 
driving the car again. And, if you 
arc transporting children, sec that 
the infant car scat will fit in the car 
and can be held securely by a scat 
belt.

CADILLAC SEVILLE, From page 1 
passenger area environment, particularly the 
rear seating area where 3.5 additional inches of 
legroom has been added. The increase in front 
and rear overhang enables the designers to work 
more with the shape of the car to decrease drag. 
Despite increases in length, width, height and 
frontal grille area, the new Seville has a drag co¬ 
efficient of .33, versus .38 of the previous model. 

And, unlike the previous model Seville, which 
many people assumed was a four door Eldorado 
that shared many of the same body panels, the 
new Seville is an entirely different vehicle. Only 
one exterior panel, the windshield, is common 
between the two new cars. 

Initially, three different models were shown to 
various product clinics before the current design 
was given the go-ahead. “The Seville has always 
had a strong Cadillac character, particularly in 
the front and rear," Ruzzin says. “When we first 
started working on the Seville, the Voyage 
concept car was in the studio and we went back 
and forth with the grille design of both cars. The 
result was something that was similar, but unique 
in itself, with a strong Cadillac face. While the 
design of the Seville is more international and 
functional, we still wanted to send a message that 
Seville is distinctive and still an American car." 
The rear of the car also has a unique treatment 
with the Center High Mounted Stop Lamp 
(CHMSL) laser cut into the deck lid. “If you 
'emember the first Seville, the roof was unique 
ind the rear of the air was very stiff — a distinct 


Cadillac," Rufczin explains. “When you conic up 
on this car from the rear in the evening, there 
will be no mistaking that it’s a Seville. The rear 
CHMSL features an LED display consisting of 72 
individual lights." 

For rear scat passengers, the legroom provided 
by the extended wheelbase is immediately 
noticeable. To further increase comfort, 
particularly on long drives, the rear seat back 
angle is moved to 27 degrees so passengers can 
sit in a less vertical, more relaxed position rather 
than straight up. Rear seat shoulder room has 
also increased nearly an inch. 


Special attention also was placed in the design 
of the trunk and luggage area In addition to 
increased storage area, the dccklid extends lower 
to provide a low liflover. “It’s one of those 
product items that you don’t consider when you 
purchase a car,” notes Ruzzin. “But for anyone 
who’s loading the trunk, they find it much 
easier.” The consumer-focused product clinics 
also indicated that younger consumers preferred 
a car with decreased badging. 

While the new Seville retains the stand-up 
“Wreath & Crest", all other ornamentation and 
emblems have been minimized.

These changes play an 
important role in dissipating the 
crash forces throughout the car’s 
body by redirecting them around 
the safety cage. The B-pillar 
reinforcement also reduces the 
passenger compartment intrusion. 
The standard interior door panel on 
the car is sufficiently flexible to 
provide additional crash energy 
absorption. 

Once the concept was devised, a 
mathematical model was 


constructed to determine which 
components should be reinforced 
and by how much. Following the 
calculations, prototypes were built 
and tested in Volvo’s safety 
laboratory.

Further, the results 
indicated that in side collisions 
involving cars, a 25 percent 
reduction in the number of fatalities 
or serious injuries is possible in 
SIPS equipped cars.

Two full seconds arc trimmed from 
zero-to-sixty times with the larger 
engine (10.5 vs. 12.6). 

The exhaust system is now 100 
percent stainless steel for lifetime 
durability. Rear brake linings arc 
non-asbestos type. A limited-slip 
differential is now available with the 
optional trailc&towing package. A 
solar-reflective windshield (similar 
to Silhouette) is now standard

Inside, carpeting has been 
upgraded throughout the interior. A 
manual mode selection button has 
been added to the optional 
automatic air-conditioning system 
to permit the operator to chose 
between upper, lower, and bi-level 
modes of operation.

BEGINNINGS 

Griffin made his name around the world

A love affair between Winchester 
and world-renowned photographer 
Arthur Griffin that began 55 years ago 
now culminates with the opening of his 
photographic center in town on Sept. 
12 . 

Griffin, who turns 89-years-old on 
the day of the center's opening, has 
spent more than 50 years 
photographing New England for such 
periodicals as the Saturday Evening 
Post, Colliers, LIFE, and The Boston 
Globe, where he was a staff 
photographer. He has been referred to 
as New England’s Photographer 
Laureate, because of his memorable 
photos, from Vermont to Cape Cod to 
The White Mountains to, of course, 
Winchester. Still photographing today, 
for his own enjoyment without any 
deadline pressure, Griffin has won 
numerous accolades and admiration 
around die world. 

The majority of Griffin’s photos are 


of landscapes. However, some of 
Griffin’s most famous photos are of 
celebrities he has captured on film. He 
has photographed President 
Eisenhower, Groucho Marx, Elizabeth 
Taylor, and Bob Hope. Photos of 
former Red Sox sluggers Jimmy Foxx 
and Ted Williams, and former 
heavyweight champion Gene Tunney 
will be displayed at the center. 

The photos of Ted Williams are die 
first known color photos of the 
Splendid Splinter. This is one of the 
many aspects that gives Griffin’s work 
historical importance: he is one of die 
first photographers to use color on a 
regular basis. 

In addiuon to working for numerous 
magazines and newspapers, Griffin has 
shot more dian 70 covers for telephone 
directories as well as thousands of 
images for calendars and cards. Three 
books have been published detailing 
his work over the years: New England, 
New England Revisited, and New 
England: The Four Seasons.

David Lauver brings to the outside world a knowledge of 
Amish and ‘’plain people” by photographing them in their 
native Pennsylvania environment.

Griffin is truly a ‘character’ 


Pal Clarence Bdrggaard recalled

Those who know Arthur Griffin 
understand why his life has been filled 
with so many outrageous stories. 

"He’s such a character," said long¬ 
time friend Bill Dingwell. Dingwell 
grew up in the neighborhood in which 
the Griffins lived, and went to school 
with Griffin’s daughter, Lee. 

He used to hang his Christmas tree 
upside down," Dingwell recalled. 
Another time, Dingwell said he 
thought Griffin was painting his 
driveway yellow. "He wasn’t. He was 
painting egg crates yellow ... he used 
diem on his ceiling." 

Dingwell got involved with the 
Griffin Center early on in die process. 
"He’s always been a buddy, so he 
grabbed me," Dingwell said with a 
laugh. 


some of the more unusual stories in 
Griffin’s life as well. Griffin is "one of 
the worst stutterers in the world," 
Rorggaard said. While Griffin is not 
sensitive about stuttering, it has at 
times gotten him into trouble. 

Rorggaard recalled the time Arthur 
was in Roston when a young girl 
asked him for directions — a request 
she made with a stutter. When Griffin 
began to answer her. she hauled off 
and hit him. Griffin finally convinced 
the girl she wasn’t the only person in 
town who stuttered. 

Griffin has also been known to 
enhance photos with a prop or two — 
whedier it’s adding foliage or a fish to 
the end of a line, Griffin knows how 
to make a picture perfect. 

Griffinisms are also a part of life. 
’’We’re over the hill so let’s enjoy the 
view,” is one of the countless sayings 


recipients of his Christmas cards have 
been told. 

Selectmen Chairman Thomas 
Schmitt recalls the first time Griffin 
came before his board in 1987. "It 
was not a popular idea," Schmitt said, 
particularly because of Griffin’s 
proposed site - Wadleigh Field. While 
strolling by the high school with 
Griffin, Schmitt suggested the current 
Shore Road site. "It really has turned 
out quite well," Schmitt said. 

"It look a lot of inertia to overcome 
the obstacles, and (Arthur) really 
persevered," Schmitt added. "It’s 
certainly going to enhance the 
downtown." 

Griffin's perseverance also 
contributed to the funds he was able 
to raise. In fact, Griffin even received 
an international contribution, 
according to Town Manager Chad 
Maurer.

When some relatives of Maurer’s 
were visiting town, they wanted to 
purchase one of Griffin's books, 
which is only available through the 
artist himself. "My cousin gave him 
S30 (for the $26.25 book)," Maurer 
said. Later, Maurer's cousin told 
Arthur to keep the change as a 
contribution to his museum. 

"'You have the distinction of having 
made the smallest contribution,'" 


Griffin reportedly joked. 

"A testimony to the whole project is 
the humbleness with which Arthur 
approached it," Maurer joked. "We're 
fortunate to have someone who has no 
ego," noting that Griffin enjoys being 
the center of attention. 

Said Maurer, "He takes himself very 
seriously, but he can stand back and 
laugh at himself in the process."

BEGINNINGS, From page 3 
possessions is a note of thanks from 
John Kennedy on White House 
stationary dated nine months before 
his assassination and signed in his 
own hand. Griffin had sent a copy of 
his book to Mr. and Mrs. Kennedy as 
a gift. 

There is a mutual admiration 
between Winchester and Griffin. In 
1987 Griffin won an award unique 
from all the accolades his work has 
brought him: He was awarded Citi/.en 
of the Year by the Chamber of 
Commerce. He and his wife, Polly, 
whom he married in 1979 at St. 
Mary’s Church are very involved in 
the life of the town. 

The idea of building the Arthur 
Griffin Center of Photographic Art 
was first proposed to the public in 
1987. 

Then-State Representative Whip 
Saltmarsh first presented the idea at a 
Board of Selectmen meeting in May 
He told the board that Griffin, who 
was in attendance that night, was 
willing to donate photographs to a 
center in Winchester. 

“He has devoted his entire life u> 
arts.” said Saltmarsh at the meeting 
“He said he has reached a point where 
he would like to do something for die 
town." 

'We're only a town, not a nation, 
but you axe one of our treasures, said 
then Selectmen Chairman Judith 
Muggia. 


The next three years were spent in 
an exhaustive search for a location for 
the center. Many locations were 
proposed, including a serious 
proposal for Wadleigh Park, before 
the final spot on Shore Road was 
selected. 

When the final spot was selected in 
early 1990, the committee had two 
hurdles to overcome: fund raising and 
approval of the town’s boards. 
Chairperson of die Board of Trustees 
of die Arthur Griffin Center Sandra 
Rodgers refers to it as the “double 
thrust of activity" that kept the 
committee occupied for the next year. 

Spring Town Meeting gave 
approval for die center in 1990 but 
required that the committee raise a 
$200,000 endowment before any 
construction began. “1 believe our 
town today is in need of a shot in the 
arm. We are close to being culturally 
bankrupt," said supporter Edward 
O’Connell at that Town Meeting 
session. 

The $200,(XX) was required as an 
insurance policy m case die plans fell 
dirough and die town was left with a 
white elephant on Shore Road. Of 
course, the Griffin supporters were 
determined that this would never 
come about. 

The other process was the arduous 
trip through the town building 
process Town Meeting, Board of 
Selectmen, Conservation 
Commission, Planning Board, the 


Zoning Board of Appeals, and the 
stale Legislature all had to give their 
blessings to the plans. 

“The whole process was slow and 
difficult," said Town Engineer Jake 
Ciarcia. “It was one thing after 
another, but we were able to 
overcome all our problems." 

As those steps began, Focus on 
Winchester, a local cable program, 
did a television program on Arthur 
Griffin. It was at this point that the 
show’s producer, Rodgers, first met 
Griffin when she did some research 
on him for the show. The next 
morning, Griffin telephoned Rodgers 
and asked her to join the team. 

In a short time, Griffin would be 
popping in and out of Rodger’s house 
talking singlc-mindedly about the 
center and referring to Rodgers as his 
“white knight.” 

According to Rodgers, the plans 
were in danger of dying in a 
bureaucratic quagmire until a joint 
session of the boards meet in January 
of ‘91. "If it hadn’t been for that 
meeting, it would have been an 
absolutely terrible ordeal," said 
Rodgers. “We’d still be talking about 
it today.’’ 

After two hours, working with a 
Shore Road map and an overlay of 
the proposed center, the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, the Planning 
Board, Design Review Committee, 
and the Conservation Commission, 
were able to hammer out agreements 
on placement of the building, 
landscaping, and drainage. 

Having met in a joint session, each 
board was now familiar with the new 
plan and us compromises. In April of 
*91, the final approval came from the 


Zoning Board of Appeals, and the 
center was on its way. 

Just as the process of fund raising 
and politics was starting, Griffin was 
given a golden shovel for the 
anticipated ground breaking at a 
special ceremony. That shovel 
became a goal for the ground 
breaking committee. Whenever things 
would get difficult or there was a high 
hurdle to clear, the committee 
members would remind each other of 
the golden shovel wailing to be 
soiled. 

In a short time, 
Griffin would be 
popping in and out 
of Rodger’s house 
talking single- 
mindedly about the 
center and 
referring to 
Rodgers as his 
“white knight.” 

The fund raising was kicked off with 
a parly at the Winchester Country 
Club. The rest of the fund raising 
proved to lie much less fun: letters, 
phone calls, raffles. 

Finally on Sept. 12 1991, the golden 
shovel was put to use Onlookers 
recalled that Griffin was so anxious 
the first day, he dug up the entire 


foundation. Actually, Griffin's 
daughter, Lee, had buried a bottle of 
champagne in the ground for Griffin 
to dig up. Unfortunately, someone 
knocked over the shovel, which was 
standing next to the buried 
champagne and replaced it in a 
different spot. 

Griffin carefully dug up the first 
shovelful, as to not break the 
champagne bottle he knew was 
waiting in the ground. It wasn't there. 
He tried again. No luck. Soon he was 
furiously digging up a truck-load of 
dirt. "Arthur, you don’t have to dig up 
llie entire foundation in one day,” said 
Town Meeting Member Clarence 
Borggaard, who was there for the 
ground breaking. 

"Arthur always has fun doing 
everything," said Rodgers. 
"Everything has to be an EVENT in 
capital letters." 

"Today is the beginning of the 
building process which will mark the 
historical significance of Arthur 
Griffin’s impact on the world of color 
photography. Those of us who know 
Arthur have been given the 
opportunity to share in die process of 
preserving his contribution for untold 
years to come," said trustee Whitney 
Gay at die ceremony. 

After the ground breaking, the 
construction began. The ground 
breaking look place on Sept. 12, 
Griffin’s birthday. The center was 
opened a year latter on Griffin’s 89lh 
birthday. 

"1 can't wait to see what kind of 
twist Arthur has for the opening," 
said Rodgers. "I can assure you diere 
will be something up."

Arthur’s penchant for catching the small details is a legend around town. Well, we wanted 
to tell this particular story in our own way. We almost made it, Arthur, didn’t we? 

Once, Arthur was taking a photo of the boundless beauty which surrounds die center. 
Somehow, we were told, he couldn’t get the scene he wanted for the picture; there just 
wasn’t enough color in the shot. So, Arthur took just the right remedial step. He ripped 
some purple loosestrife from the surrounding area, and placed it right smack in the center of 
the photograph. Voila, perfection! 

litis look back over the last five years is for you, Arthur, the man who leaves no detail to 
chance. We hope we’ve done you proud. 

We decided to compile a brief history of the center, along with the myriad photographs 
and memorabilia just about a month ago. It is hard to do justice to something which five and 
a half years ago was a mere dream. We talked to friends and admirers and the legion of 
supporters that have answered Arthur’s calls. 

The Star gratefully acknowledges the efforts of Sandy Rodgers, who answered every last 
question and Polly Griffin in compiling all the materials and photographs, not to mention 
allowing us to reprint her poems without tipping our hand. 

Perhaps there is someone in town who hasn’t had the pleasure of viewing Arthur Griffin’s 
photography either in the Star or in one of the many framed photographs that have graced 
the downtown shops over the past few years. They truly capture a depth of beauty many of 
us miss in our everyday life. 

Hats off to Arthur for all his hard work and to the many without whose dedication, the 
Center would not have become a reality. 

But more importantly remember Winchester, the Center is not a mausoleum, its vitality 
will now only reflect your own.

Winchcsler) and former Sen. Salva¬ 
tore Albano (D-Somcrville) will face 
off in November in a rematch of their 
contentious 1990 race. 

In the race for state representa¬ 
tive, incumbent Paul Casey fought off 
a challenge from Winchester resi¬ 
dent Barbara Joslin and will now 
face unopposed candidate Brian 
Broad (R-Stoneham) in Nov. Casey 
received 66 percent of the vote in the 
34th Middlesex District 

In Winchester, only 31 percent of 
registered voters turned out to cast a 
ballot for their candidate, according 
to Town Clerk Carolyn Ward. By com¬ 


parison, four years ago 40 percent of 
those registered voted on primary 
day. Ward reported that the election 
process went smoothly. 

Albano edged out former Somervil¬ 
le stale Representative Joseph 
Mackey, who actually won the largest 
municipality in the race, Somerville. 
Albano, however, won large enough 
numbers in Winchester and Medford 
to defeat Mackey. 

Albano won 39 percent of the vote 
in the Second Middlesex District, 
Mackey won 33 percent, and other 
names took 28 percent of the vole. 

Mackey conceded in the early 


evening after it became clear from 
the returns where the race was head¬ 
ing. “I know it was a difficult thing 
for him to do... It was really nice. He 
committed his support to me at that 
time,” said Albano in a telephone 
interview with the Star after the final 
results were in. 

“I think we worked very hard. I 
think the recent Democratic State 
Committee race certainly helped. We 
improved ourselves in Medford and 
Winchester. And now that we have a 
store in Winchester, it helps,” added 
Albano. 

But, Albano conceded that the 


uphill battle would be waged from 
now until November. "Our struggle is 
just beginning. I think that people 
realize now that this is going to be a 
big fight,” of his chances when he 
comes up against Shannon in 
November. 

Albano said voters are familiar 
with his stand and what he considers 
the important issues, such as health 
care and jobs. "Two years ago we 
kind of took that race for granted. 
Not this time. We’re going to chal¬ 
lenge the Republicans. We’re going 
to put their feet to the fire. We need 
economic development People are 


hurting and they need their state gov 
ernment,” said Albano. 

In a telephone interview, defeated 
challenger Mackey said that he was 
"tremendously disappointed" over 
his loss. Mackey was quick to throw 
his support behind his former oppo¬ 
nent. "I hope anyone who supported 
me in this election will support Sal 
Albano in November I think it’s 
important that a Democrat take the 
election in November,” Mackey said. 

Casey, who defeated challenger 
Joslin by a 2:1 margin, cited "good 
organization” as key to his victory. 


"Everyone in this room, about 120 
people ... helped out in some way or 
another,” Casey told the Star at his 
victory party at Winchester’s Knights 
of Columbus. 

Casey said he spent a lot of time 
campaigning through the neighbor¬ 
hoods, staying in touch with his con¬ 
stituents. "Eighty percent of the job 
is constituent services,” said Casey. 

In his discussion with the Star and 
in his victory speech, Casey praised 
his opponent. This is her first 
shot... You’ve got to give her cre¬ 
dit ... She has a lot of spirit," he said 
of Joslin. 

Joslin, reached at her home, was 
more stingy in doling out praise for 
her opponent Joslin said she was

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Galbraith sees a new world

Dr. John Kenneth Galbraith, the 
controversial economist and Har¬ 
vard University professor, spoke at a 
function sponsored by the Friends of 
the Winchester Library on his view 
of the "New World Order." 

Galbraith safd at the Sept. 13 
speech at Winchester Town Hall that 
the most important prerequisite for a 
new world order to take place is 
improved education and an increase 
in education spending. Without edu 


cation, people remain illiterate and 
poor, according to Galbraith. "Edu¬ 
cation leads to economic and social 
progress. No literate population any¬ 
where in the world is poor,” asserts 
Galbraith. 

To overcome poverty worldwide, 
affluent, established countries need 
to give financial assistance to poorer 
countries, he said. Galbraith feels 
this foreign assistance should be 
spent on food production and 
education. 

The former U.S. ambassador to 
India told the audience of 150 that a 


"new world order must address pov¬ 
erty as a prime source of contlicL” 
Galbraith sees putting an end to pov¬ 
erty as instrumental in ending worl¬ 
dwide conflict and destruction. 

A vehicle to be used in ending pov¬ 
erty, according to Galbraith, should 
be the United Nations. He feels the 
U.N. needs to become more powerful 
in controlling and eventually stop¬ 
ping internal conflict within nations. 
Galbraith cited Liberia, Ethiopia, 
Somalia and Yugoslavia as countries

Hill works to preserve history

For Winchester resident Allen 
Charles Hill a house is more than 
shelter; it is a living monument to the 
history of our country. 

Hill, a Winchester resident for 
over 20 years, is a self- employed 
architect who specializes in the 
restoration and preservation of old 
homes. Sometimes restoration 
means a couple of hours of consulta¬ 
tion with the home owner, telling the 
owner about his house. Sometimes it 
consists of overseeing a major reno¬ 
vation of an antique house. 

What exactly constitutes an old 
house for Hill is "not a hard and fast 
rule", he says, but Hill says that he 
prefers to work on houses that date 
before the first world war. 

Although he has worked on houses 
that arc old as 1730, Hill’s favorite 
houses arc ones built in the late 19th 
century. To the layman’s eye, these 
houses, built in a style termed Queen 
Anne, appear to be ornamental and 
extravagant. However, Hill says, the 
opposite is true. These houses were 
built with a specific, rational pattern 
in mind. The odd twists and turns of 
the house were built so that the fami¬ 
ly of the house dnd the servants could 
use different pathways and not see 
each other. 

"To the eye, they appear busy, but 
they are simple in organization,” Hill 
said of the Queen Anne style houses. 
He describes these late 19th century 
houses as "enormously self- 
confident.’’ 

Hill is one of those people who get

sentimental over houses, sometimes 
personifying them when discussing 
his trade, “the reason old buildings 
are appealing is that there is a sense 
of a passage through time. The diffe¬ 
rent people ... have left a wonderful 
time machine with many layers." 

Hill graduated with a bachelor of 
arts from Dartmouth and holds a 
masters degree in architecture from 
University of Pennsylvania. He work 
cd for an architecture company until 
1975 when the recession caused the 
firm he worked for to fold. To main¬ 
tain his sanity and pay the bills, he 
soon alter started his own business 
which has been thriving ever since. 

Hill’s work can be seen all over 
New England in old homes,

museums, and churches. He has a 
reputation as a world class architect 
and has garnered many awards in his 
field. 

In 1989, Hill received two awards 
for work he did on the historic Wil¬ 
liam Pitt Tavern in Portsmouth, NH. 
He was given the Award for Excel¬ 
lence in Architecture by the Boston 
Society of Architects and an Honor 
Award for the same building by the 
American Wood Council. In restoring 
the 17G6 inn, Hill preserved or repli¬ 
cated hewn timber beams, rafters, 
and joists, and reproduced short 
pine clapboards. He remained true 


to the historical building method 
while doing the renovations. 

Hill said he prefers working with 
houses more than any other building. 
Because an ability to function has’to 
be considered, homes present more 
of a challenge. "You have to deal 
with a dishwasher, a refrigerator, 
things that didn’t exist when the 
house was built." This, of course, is a 
limitation for homeowners who long 
for their house to look exactly as it 
did 100 years ago. "The kitchen and 
bathroom are different areas now. 
They arc technically driven spaces." 

Although steeped in love of old 
house, Hill is a pragmatist. He said 
that there most be a compatible mix 
between the historic and the mod¬ 
ern. Hill says that the necessities of 
modern live have to be figured in 
when resorting old houses. "You 
can’t make a cuisinart look old," he 
said, 

Sometimes that pragmatism leads 
him to tell an owner that there is 
nothing that can be done for the 
house. Hill said one of the mostdiffi- | 
cult tasks is telling a home owner 
that his house is beyond repair. Hill I 
notes that although dealing with old | 
houses he has to deal with current 
building codes. 

“There is.nothing more difficult 
than to see a lovely building that 
needs so much repair it is beyond 
restoration," he said.

HPB focuses on plan of attack

The Winchester Housing Partner¬ 
ship Board (HPB) is fleshing out the 
specifics for its affordable housing 
plan. 

At a meeting on Sept. 10, the board 
voted to ask the Housing Authority 
and the Board of Selectmen to move 
quickly on approving two applica¬ 
tions to be submitted to the state’s 
Executive Office of Communities and 
Developments (EOCD) for housing 
subsidies. 

Although the Selectmen have given 
Oct. 28 as the date to act on the Com¬ 
prehensive Housing Affordability 
Study (CHAS), the HPB is asking the 
board to put two applications with 
Oct. 8 deadlines — 'rental assistance 
and rehabilitation loans — on the 
fast track. 

The Grants Subcommittee, Carole 
Marks, Candace Margies, Allan Rod¬ 
gers and John Suhrbier, recom¬ 
mended that the HPB apply for two 
grants under the HOME program — 
the tenant-based rental and the first 
time homebuyer programs. 

The HOME program was created 
under the National Affordable Hous¬ 
ing Act of 1990. The Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 


just gave the EOCD $16 million for 
the project. 

Although the entire funding for 
these programs would come from 
federal money, the town would have 
to pick up the cost of administering 
the program, which the board sug¬ 
gested come from the town’s Housing 
Trust Fund. The board did not have 
an administrative dollar figure at the 
meeting. 

The Housing Trust Fund now 
stands at $650,000. 

The rental subsidies program is a 
two-year pilot program. According to 
John Surhbier, chairman of the 
Housing Authority/the rental subsi¬ 
dies could be run similar to the 
state’s Section 8 program. 

There was some uneasiness with 
the fact that the program could be 
discontinued after two years. “Our 
feeling is to take the risk and try it for 
two years,” said Suhbrier. 

The first time home buyer program 
would by used as a supplement to 
state and private Rinds that the HPB 
already has. The board hopes the 
extra federal money will lower the 
qualifying income levels down from 
the $40,000 -$50,000 range to the 
$30,000. 

The motion by the HPB was to ask 


the Selectmen and Housing Authori¬ 
ty to support the two applications 
and allow the HPB to take money 
from the housing fund to pay for a 
technical assistant to prepare the 
grants and to pay for someone to 
administer the grants. The HPB 
added in its motion that the targeted 
groups and preferences would be 
consistent with the CHAS. The mem¬ 
bers voted unanimously to support 
the motion. 

Also on the agenda was a discus¬ 
sion of two elderly housing propos¬ 
als: the Age-in-Placc and the Shared 
Housing Project. Council on Aging 
member Robert Ericson asked the 
board for a response to the proposals 
since he will have to file an amend¬ 
ment to the Executive Office of Elder 
Affairs (EOEA)in order to support 
the Binds. 

The COA filed an application of 
$7,000 with the EOEA in July. This 
$7,000 does not include money for 
elderly housing. If the COA is 
expected to provide funds for the 
elderly programs, it needs to file a 
supplemental money request with 
the state. 

The elderly housing projects have 
been estimated to cost $15,000. Eric¬ 
son has asked for $12,000 from the 
housing Bind and said the rest would 


come from the EOEA. 

Ericson said there was an "excel¬ 
lent chance" the money would be 
granted but added, “we’ve got to 
move.” 

Ericson also said that the COA had 
problems with the HPB’s suggestion 
that the Age-in-Place program also 
include other needy group’s, such as 
single parents or handicapped. Eric¬ 
son said the council’s bylaws and its 
lease with the town for the Jcnk’s 
Senior Center state that the council 
and the center can only be used for 
senior activities. 

Ericson said the programs would 
be run out of the Jenks Center, using 
Jenks materials, space, and person¬ 
nel. HPB member Mary Ann-McCall 
Taylor suggested that Ericson add 
the cost of those things to the $3,000 
the COA is expecting from the EOEA 
for a more accurate amount the COA 
is donating to the programs. 

Although there seemed much sup¬ 
port for the proposal, the board was 
reluctant to separate this aspect 
from the rest of the CHAS. Ericson 
said the latest he could apply for 
additional funds was Dec. 1. 

A public hearing for the CHAS will 
be held before the Selectmen on 
Sept. 28.

Haz-mat team responds to Saugus

Two Winchester firefighters were 
dispatched to Saugus to assist with a 
chemical leak from a home police say 
may have been used for making 
drugs. 

Captain Barry McNutt and Fire¬ 
fighter Edward Murphy, both mem¬ 
bers of the state’s hazardous mater¬ 
ials team (Haz-Mat), assisted other 
members of the team in containing a 
55-gallon drum filled with hazardous 
chemicals in the backyard of a Sau¬ 
gus residence. The entire neighbor¬ 
hood was evacuated. 

The drum was discovered Sept. 13 
at 9:30 a.m. by two Saugus police 
officers, both of whom became ill 
from the fumes and were hospital¬ 
ized. The police officers were 
treated and later released. 

McNutt and Murphy, who were 
called in an hour after the police dis¬ 
covered the drum, wore full-body, 


self-contained, vapor-tight suits 
while overpacking the drums. The 
containment of the drum took four 
hours. After the containment, the 
suits were washed down in case they 
had absorbed dangerous chemicals. 

The Department of Environmental 
Protection is testing the chemical, 


and police are investigating whether 
the chemical in the drum may have 
been used to produce illegal drugs. 

The occupant denied he was 
responsible for the drum, which the 
Saugus police say has been there for 
seven or eight years. The occupant 
was arrested Sunday by police for 


cultivating marijuana plants on his 
property. 

Murphy and McNutt are members 
of the state’s Haz-Mat team that has 
32 members and covers 23 surround¬ 
ing cities and towns. The team meets 
once a month for eight hours to prac¬ 
tice containing potential chemical 
dangers such as the one in Saugus.

Friends and family share 
memories of Leah on hike

A weak August sun pushed through 
the clouds warding off the threaten¬ 
ing rain. A group of 20 people 
gathered in the morning light, hoist 
ing unwieldy backpacks and 
makeshift hiking boots. It seemed 
like an odd group of hikers - middle 
aged men and women wearing politi¬ 
cally liberal T-shirts, and young 
adults with baseball caps and college 
sweatshirts. The common bond 
between all of these people would be 
present in spirit. She was Leah 
McClintock. a free-spirited nature 
lover, an avid hiker herself, who had 
been killed in a car accident ten 
months before, at age 17, as she 
returned home from a weekend in 
the mountains. 

Leah’s parents. Fran and Jeff, 
organized this weekend trip to climb 


Mount Guyot in New Hampshire to 
dedicate a plaque in her honor at 
Guyot Shelter, a rugged 7-milc hike 
in. The participants, friends of 
Leah’s as well as her parents, ranged 
in age from 15 to 62 years of age. 
Their hiking experience was varied 
also, and as the group made last- 
minute preparations, some quietly 
expressed anxiety about being able 
to handle the terrain. 

“The hike was a challenge for most 
of us,” one of the hikers explained. 
“Leah always looked for challenges; 
she always pushed herself to be the 
best she could be.” Young people 
aren’t supposed to die, especially 
ones with so much life, so much ener¬ 
gy. “I don’t understand the word 
“bored” she once told her mother. 
How can anyone be bored — there’s 
so much to do in life. And Leah was 
true to these words. Not only did she

spend her time playing music, creat¬ 
ing art and studying, but she always 
pushed herself to be the best at what¬ 
ever she did. 

Leah was a saxophonist in the 
Winchester High School and her 
music teacher was trying to line up 
some gigs. She began taking voice 
lessons when she lost out on a part in 
a musical, and had catapulted her¬ 
self into the select Chorus at the High 
School. She ran on the cross-country 
team until painful shinsplints pre¬ 
vented her from continuing. She was 
also very aware of the world around 
her. 

She possessed, her mother remem¬ 
bers, “an unusual feeling toward the 
sanctity of life. She was a vegetarian 
since age twelve, and reftiscd to dis¬ 
sect a (Yog in biology class. This was 
coupled with a sincere love for 
nature and the outdoors. She had 
spent the two summers before she 
died working at the base camp in 
Pinkham Notch, N.H. But she wanted 
to be surrounded by the mountains 
she loved, and hoped to be a caretak¬ 
er at one of the shelters accessible 
only by hiking a few miles. In the 
summer of ’91 she would relieve 
caretakers for several days at a time 
in order to gain experience. 

Hiking with her parents, she 
brought them to Guyot Shelter and 
told them she wanted to work there 
the following summer — ’92. “It was 
beautiftil," Fran remembers. “Still, I 
wasn’t completely sold on the idea of 
her being there alone. But she 
would’ve loved it.” 

Thus Fran and Jeff planned a hike 
to Guyot to dedicate a plaque in 
Leah’s honor. "At first we thought it 
might be too remote; that we’d never 
be able to visit because it was hard to 
get to.” But after the success of the 
hike, the McClintock’s and their 
friends decided to make it an annual

event. The group set off at around 10 
a.m. and after some preparations 
and discussions, set off on the trail. 
Flat, relatively easy terrain in the 
morning gave way to steep slopes and 
boulders in the afternoon. The group 
arrived at the Guyot Shelter around 4 
p.m. exhausted, but elated with their 
achievement. Many had never hiked 
before, and this 4,000 footer was not 
your average Sunday hike in the 
woods. 

“Leah would’ve been really proud 
of us. I think her spirit kept a lot of us 
going where we might’ve been 
tempted to give in,” said one of the 
hikers. The next day was dedicated 
to helping the Appalachian Moun¬ 
tain Club with routine trail work. The 
hikers split into several groups. 


Some moved an outhouse whose 
receptacle had filled up, others built 
stone clusters to mark the trail. Eight 
members of the group spent the 
entire day trying to disguise an 
“unauthorized” campsite. An open 
field which had become a popular 
site had to be made inaccessible 
because it was too close to the water 
supply. The group cut down dead 
trees and covered the site with them, 
and dug up many boulders and used 
them to obstruct the path. 

That night it rained steadily and 
the hikers worried about the trip 
back down the mountain. The next 
morning the rain cleared and the 
mist remained for the plaque- 
dedicating ceremony. Members of 
the group laughed and cried as Fran 


and Jeff spoke emotionally of Leah’s 
sense of determination, her indivi¬ 
duality, and the importance of 
friendship in overcoming the ordeal 
of the past year. 

As the hikers emerged from the 
woods, they were discussing plans to 
return the following year, making 
resolutions to get themselves in bet¬ 
ter shape for it and discussing future 
campfire recipes. A hike was the per¬ 
fect tribute to Leah; “a celebration of 
life,” said one of Leah’s friends from 
high school. “Life will never be the 
same again (without Leah),” Fran 
explained tearfully, “but you get an 
inner strength that helps you 
throughout the day.” Fran now 
understands her daughter’s love of 
the woods.

Tho House and Senate.As the 

school season begins, Gov. Bill Weld 
and the legislature have yet to ham¬ 
mer out a comprehensive reform 
package overhauling the state’s edu¬ 
cation system from kindergarten 
through grade 12. 

During this year’s budget consid¬ 
eration, there was heated debate 
over the $184 million in new educa¬ 
tion aid. Weld and his legislative 
supporters wanted to withhold the 
new aid until a reform package was 
approved. The Democratic leader¬ 
ship and most of the legislature 
approved the funding without the 
reform requirement Weld later vet¬ 
oed the funding but the House and 
Senate overwhelmingly overrode the 
vetoes. 

This week, “Beacon Hill Roll Call” 
records local representatives’ votes 
on five previously unrecorded roll 
calls on the education package. The 
package provides $84 million in new 
aid in the form of $100 per pupil. It 
also provides $100 million in 
increased Equal Educational Oppor¬ 
tunity Grants (EEOG) to provide 
increased spending in communities 
where spending has been less than 
85 percent of the state average. 

There were no roll calls in the 
House and Senate last week. Formal 
sessions and roll call votes are 
expected to resume shortly after the 
September primary. 

$218 PER PUPIL (H 5700) - 
House 122 27, rejected an amend¬ 


ment distributing the entire $184 
million in new education aid equally 
to all communities at the rate of $218 
per student. Amendment supporters 
said this distribution is the fairest 
and noted otherwise 100 percent of 
the EEOG money will go to only 25 
communities under a very unfair 
formula which helps larger cities 
like Boston that have not done their 
fair share locally. Opponents said 
the amendment is divisive and par¬ 
ochial and argued legislators have a 
responsibility to children in poorer 
communities despite what is hap¬ 
pening in individual legislators’ 
communities. (A “yes” vote is for the 
$218 per pupil. A “no” vote is against 
it.( 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
no. 

REDUCTIONS (H 5700) - House 
141-8, approved an amendment pro¬ 
hibiting communities from cutting 
education spending by more than 
the percentage of a community’s 
budget that the education account 
comprises. The amendment also 
requires that any communities 
which do not have to reduce overall 
spending must increase this year’s 
school spending by at least the 
amount provided by the $100 per 
pupil funding. Amendment suppor¬ 
ters said this will limit the amount of 
education cuts which can be made. 
Opponents said this imposes addi¬ 
tional unnecessary conditions on 
local communities’ use of the money. 
(A “yes” vote is for the amendment. 
A “no” vote is against it.) 

Casey voted yes.

Reader notes 
fewer guards 

To the editor: 

As a parent whose children are not 
yet in school, I did not pay much 
attention to the list of "Crossing 
Guards Posts” in the Star last week 
(Sept. 3). So I was surprised to notice 
that there was no crossing guard at 
the intersection of Washington St., 
Main St., and Mt Pleasant St. on the 
first day of school. However, I was 
not at all surprised to see children 
running across the street, dodging 
cars that do not always stop at the 
stop sign there and that often do not 
stop for pedestrians in the cross 
walk. 

This is one of the major intersec¬ 
tions in the center of town and 
certainly the busiest intersection 
without a traffic light. The town’s 
largest elementary school and its 
middle school are on two sides of 
this crossing. To have no crossing 
guard here strikes me as, at best 
foolish, at worst extremely 
dangerous. 

When I referred to the Star’s list, 1 
found two important facts. One, Lin¬ 
coln School lost four crossing guards 
this year, Vinson-Owen lost one. This 


looked like residents of a 19th cen¬ 
tury poorhouse run by an especially 
grim and repressive state. Halfway 
through our time there, they changed 
it - to a jumper with kicky little skirt 
and school insignia, a white blouse, 
and a string tie like Colonel Sanders’. 
But Mom said uh-uh to the new uni¬ 
form; “Outgrow the burlap first”, so 
we became the only two kids in the 
place breezing toward the New Fron¬ 
tier in clothing straight out of Dick¬ 
ens. Talk about anxiety. 

But that was then, as the wise man 
said. My own kids started school last 
week. The girls, for some reason, 
don’t believe in brand-name dress¬ 
ing and, typically, went in baggy 
jeans and flannel shirts — like unem¬ 
ployed lumberjacks, basically. The 
boy, however, is a different story. 

At eight, he already cultivates a 
look. He went off that first day in loud 
shorts, a jean jacket, a backwards 
baseball cap with “Pump It Up” 
imprinted on it, and a mesh shirt of 
the sort worn by only the most 
vegetal-state dumb guys on the beach 
at Spring break. I winced, watching 
him go. I was pretty sure the teacher 
would tell him to lose the hat, which 
he feels naked without I know too 
that “Tiffany”, as we’ll call her, 
might await him, who one day last 
spring phoned here 26 times, leaving 
ever-more insulting messages on the 
answering machine. The worst said, 
“You’re just a big dummy. And if you 
wear that stupid Pump It Up hat 
tomorrow, I’ll rip it right off and 
stomp it in the mud." 

She didn’t, but it’s fall now: we live 
in suspense. She could call any day, 
with fresh fashion insults for us all. If 
she does, maybe I’ll get on the line 
myself: I think I have a suit for her.

is due to a redistricting plan that 
resulted in a handful of children 
transferring from Lincoln to other 
schools. 

Two, there is a crossing guard at 
Mystic Valley and Main. If, which I 
doubt, redistricting really meant 
that Lincoln could do with four few¬ 
er crossing guards this year while 
other schools either remained rela 
tively the same or increased their 
numbers, it seems that a more rea¬ 
sonable place to remove a guard 
might be at the intersection of Main 
St. and Mystic Valley, where there is 
a traffic signal, a distinct four-way 
intersection, and a "WALK” signal 
to tell children when it is safe to 
cross. 

I urge the decision-making body to 
rethink this plan and decide if the 
inherent danger of this confusing 
intersection at Main, Washington, 
and Mt. Pleasant is really worth the 
income of one crossing guard and, if 
so, to rethink where a change might 
be made to cover this area. Maybe 
the town will be lucky and the child¬ 
ren 1 saw today and others will run 
fast enough.

The newly composed Winches¬ 
ter Playfield Committee has 
taken a hands-on approach to 


the awesome task of analyzing 
and suggesting remediation for 
the town’s playing fields. All five 
members toured a majority of 
the fields last Sunday. The trip 
around town for the committee 
lasted two hours. 

Although there have been 
rabid raccoons along the Massa¬ 
chusetts border, there has yet to 
be a documented case of a rabid 
raccoon in this state. However, 
Chairman of the Conservation 
Commission Joshua Alper, for 
one, thinks they may have 
arrived right here in town. 
According to Alper, he has heard 
of a Winchester resident who 
was camping in his yard when a 
raccoon aggressively attacked 
his tent. Said Alper: “When the 
animal seeks out the victim for a 
bite, it’s very likely it’s a rabid 
animal.” 

Interim Assistant Superinten¬ 
dent Thomas Budrewicz 
announced at the Sept. 15 
School Committee that the com¬ 
mittee to select a new principal 
for the Lincoln Elementary 
School was meeting Sept. 16 and 
would soon begin interviewing 
candidates. Chairman of the 
School Committee Mark Lom¬ 
bardi asked if the meeting had 
been made public, at which 
point Budrewicz announced to 
the viewing audience that there 
would be a meeting. That was 
the end of the discussion. Unfor¬ 
tunately, no one on the School 
Committee informed Budrewicz 
that more than that is required 
to hold a meeting. As every town 
official could tell you, meetings, 
as required under the open 
meeting law, must be posted to 
the public 48 hours in advance. 

The School Committee is tak¬ 
ing very cautious steps to make 
sure it doesn’t find itself with 
the same fiscal troubles it 
encountered in Fiscal Year 
1992. Without the additional 
$289,100 from the state, the 
schools would be struggling to 
balance the budget and most 
members have voiced the opin¬ 
ion that they could not function 
next year under a level ftinded 
budget. Member Jerilyn Hei- 
nold, for one, requested that 
Chairman Mark Lombardi add 
discussion of a possible Proposi¬ 
tion 2 1/2 override to an upcom 
ing agenda. 

Despite a fierce battle 
amongst the School Committee 
over how many teachers should 
be allowed on the search com¬ 
mittee for a superintendent, 
only 7 teachers applied for the 
job. “1 had hoped for a little 
better pool. If that’s the level of 
interest in the professional com¬ 
munity, so be it,” said member 
James Evans.

Parent ponders 
loss of educators 

To the editor: 

As an educator as well as a parent 
of three school-aged children, I was 
disappointed to read that Principal 
Bruce MacDonald led for Belmont 
Public Schools. It is our great loss. 
Mrs. Gerry Sobkowitcz’s well written 
letter indeed applauded his integrity 
and leadership, and 1 would like to 
add, his genuine interest as a leader 
in teacher in-service, staff develop¬ 
ment and curriculum improvement. 
We shall miss him and all wish him 
well. 

So what’s wrong? Why are we los¬ 
ing so many administrators as well as 
qualified teachers to neighboring 
systems? And why are so many of us 
dedicated to public schools finally 
frustrated and placing our children 
into private schools? 

It is not because of our teachers. I 
still am grateful for the many dedi¬ 
cated and creative Winchestcrteach- 
ers who continue to give their best in 
spite of the changes or lack of direc¬ 
tion. Just look at the wonderful honor 
bestowed this summer on first grade 
teacher Mrs. Mary Jo Curley. Yet we 
arc the only system without a curri¬ 
culum director and the only system 
without fully paid school librarians. 
There are too many people in our 
town who arc complacent and refuse 
to believe that something is wrong. 
Something is definitely askew when 
we have problems like 30 children in 
a kindergarten or in a first grade and 
we refuse to remedy it. It’s obvious to 
even those not in education that, 
something must be done about that 
now. 

Schools do affect our children as 
well as our real estate. Creative ways 
of making a difference can be found. 
What we have neglected over the 
past two years is curriculum deve¬ 
lopment and innovation. Science and 
new math programs are being imple¬ 
mented in neighboring towns as well 
as exciting programs in literature, 
language arts especially writing, 
making use of Mac Labs. I know 


because I consult in these places. 
What we need is stronger leadership 
as well as a unified vision. Let’s work 
together to support our teachers and 
to keep our schools (Vom falling apart 
even more. Let’s stop believing and 
denying that we have no problems.

Former principal 
questions departures 

To the editor: 

It was with mixed feelings that I 
read the article in the Sept. 3 edition 
of the Winchester Star about Lincoln 
School principal Bruce MacDonald 
leaving Winchester to accept a simi¬ 
lar position in Belmont. Part of me 
felt happy for Bruce and his family 
while at the same time feeling con¬ 
cerned that Winchester students and 
families have lost another fine per¬ 
son and educator. 

To read comments from members 
of the School Committee, it appears 
that Mr. MacDonald is some type of 
secretive character who went back 
on his pledge to Ed O’Connell to stay 
the course in Winchester. Nothing 
could be more distant from the truth. 
I believe that Bruce, like every other 
principal I have known that has been 
hired by Winchester, wanted to 
spend many productive years in the 
Winchester system. Why is it then 
that he joins a long list of former 
Winchester principals and assistant 
principals who were hired with 
glowing recommendations yet did 
not stay in Winchester for more than 
two or three years? Villani, Baker, 
MaGee, Burke, Mahr and other 
talented people from within the 
Winchester staff moved on to princi- 
palships in other communities afier 
a few short years. 

I came to Winchester 22 years ago 
as principal of Parkhurst partly 
because I was impressed with the 
positive leadership exhibited by the 
School Committee at that time. Over 
those twenty-two years there have 
been a number of committee mem¬ 
bers who have demonstrated the 
type of leadership and trust that 
made me want to be a part of the 
system. Names like Frank, Park¬ 
hurst, Dietrich, McGovern, Rodgers, 
Duffy and Gervey come to mind to 
name a few. I stayed in Winchester 


because I enjoyed the students and 
families I came to know and respect. 
It also was because of the fine pro¬ 
fessional staff I had the privilege to 
be a part of at Parkhurst and Lynch. 

For each individual principal who 
leaves Winchester for a position in 
another town there is a different 
reason. Many communities that 
Winchester compares itself to offer 
principals more security, better 
salaries, more support services for 
staff and students and more 
advanced evaluation systems that 
evaluate teachers without exhaust¬ 
ing the principal and consuming 
huge amounts of time. Whatever the 
reason, be it professional or person¬ 
al, in my opinion there is another 
reason that is hard to quantify. 

The manner in which the Winches¬ 
ter School Committee has conducted 
its public meetings over the last few 
years has been an embarrassment to 
many and has undermined the mor¬ 
ale and trust of most administrators. 
To see your superintendent of 
schools and other colleagues ridi¬ 
culed and snubbed in public over a 
period of time eventually erodes the 
fiber and trust of even the strongest 
of people. In my opinion, not until 
the people of Winchester demand 
and expect a more dignified and 
positive leadership approach from 
all School Committee members will 
the exodus of good educators stop. 

Bruce MacDonald is gone, but I 
believe that if interim Superinten¬ 
dent Bob Fitzgerald is afforded the 
kind of positive support and trust 
that only a school committee can 
give, an atmosphere will again 
emerge in which principals will 
accept the educational challenges 
facing Winchester and will want to 
do so for many productive years.

change.” She said she was proud that 
her campaign "dealt with issues.” 
Joslin said she felt that her biggest 
mistake as a neophyte in state cam 
paigns was not holding the debate, 
which brought a lot of attention to the 
campaign, sooner. 

Joslin told the Star that the loss to 
Casey will not stop her from running 
for public office again. 

Casey said that his strategy in the 
November election against Broad 
will be similar to his approach to the 
primaries. He said he and other 
Democrats will face an extra oppo¬ 
nent in November in Gov.

dealing with strong internal conflicts 
resulting in "mass Slaughter." Gal¬ 
braith notes what he feels is an exam¬ 
ple from our own country: "In the 
Gulf War it was mostly the least 
affluent of our country that' resent 
to fight. They were volunte ring to 
escape peacetime poverty 

The United Nations was used 
effectively as an approving agent 
before entering into the gulf, but it 
needs to have more authority, 
according to Galbraith. The distur¬ 
bance in the Balkans has drawn the 
United Nations’ attention, but more 
aggressive action is needed. Gal¬ 
braith is not suggesting a warlike 
movement; he docs net approve of 
military means to end conflict. 

Galbraith said he feels military 
spending has grown out of control, as 
well as the selling of arms to poorer, 
war-torn countries. "The United 
Nations should stop arms trade. The 
poorest countries notably are killing 
each other," he said. Supplying 
countries experiencing internal con¬ 
flict with weaponry is not the answer. 

Galbraith said military expendi¬ 
ture not as politically or economical¬ 
ly motivated, but as an anthropologi¬ 
cal reaction, like the reaction to 
hearing rival drums. The Gulf War 
was a tribal reaction which momen¬ 
tarily elevated Bush’s popularity, but 
as the devastation and long term 
affects of the war became apparent 
to the U.S. public, their human rea¬ 
son took over, he said. 

Galbraith claims that society is 
realizing a military excursion is not 
the answer. Educating poorer coun¬ 


tries and intervening peacefully is 
the solution. Galbraith states, "the 
United Nations needs to be more 
than a justifying instrument of mili¬ 
tary authority. It has to have the 
authority to end aggression directed 
from one country to another and stop 
manslaughter within countries.” 

This approach to new world order 
is a drastic change from what has 
been the standard in the past. 
Instead of one country trying to 
maintain peace within other coun¬ 
tries, Galbraith sees that, "internal 
peace keeping needs to be a function 
of the United Nations." 

The collapse of communism in the 
Soviet Union will be a catalyst for a 
new world order. Galbraith said, that 
without the threat of communism, 
there is no need for the U.S. to be 
spending time, money, and the 
unnecessary waste of lives protect¬ 
ing third world countries, such as 
Vietnam and Afghanistan from 
communism. 

The U. S. has spent a great deal of 
time and money supporting rigorous 
capitalism in the past, but our eco¬ 
nomy has become more mixed, just 
as Eastern Europe’s economy is 
becoming now. Galbraith agrees 
with Marx, who stated before com¬ 
munism, before socialism there 
needs to be capitalism. Only afler 
the exfoliation of capitalism is 
socialism available, he said. Gal 
braith secs, “a need for a better 
order in world relations” to bring 
about this change. 

Galbraith’s experience in econom¬ 
ics includes serving as economic 
advisor and speech writer to various 
presidents.

It took parts of three weeks, but the 
champions have finally been 
crowned in the Winchester Men’s 
Softball League.

Sachems ready for ‘92

While the 1992 edition of the 
Winchester High School football 
team might not look as imposing as 
squads from the recent past, the team 
looks solid enough to make a run at 
the Middlesex League crown once 
again. 

Most of the talk around the league 
centers around Stoneham, Lexington 
and defending champion Woburn, 
but Winchester coach John Donohue 
has yet to address the league situa¬ 
tion.

time could hurt, especially early in 
the season.

Leading the defense is a strong 
linebacking corps made up of Brian 
Johnson (6-1, 170) and Szczepanski 
on the inside and Todd Sundstrom 
(6-foot, 190) and Cclibcrti on the out¬ 
side. With junior Guy Fodera (5-9, 
199) as a backup, the linebackers 
should be a solid unit. 

The Sachems’ 3-4 set includes right 
defensive tackle Jon Arsenault (5-11, 
220) along with nose guard MacMil¬ 
lan and lefi defensive tackle Fidalgo. 
The defensive backfield consists of 
safeties Furey and Imperatore, cor- 
nerbacks Donlon and 5-10 junior 
Nick Gatto, and reserves Greg Car- 
roll (5-10, 170-pound safety) and 
Darin Byrne (5-7, 160-pound corner- 
back). The crew is strong, and more 
importantly, according to assistant 
coach Pirani. smart. 

"We just don’t get fooled on 
defense,” said Pirani. “While so 
many people think about our option, 
they don’t always realize that we 
have such a strong intellect on 
defense.” 

The defense doesn’t have a big- 
name player in the Alex Martinelli 
mold this season, but Donohue says 
that shouldn’t matter. 

“For this defense to be successful 
we need to be truly an 11-man 
defense,” said Donohue. “We have a 
good, solid nucleus of defensive line¬ 
men and linebackers, and that makes 
a big difference.”

Sachemettes,

The Winchester High School girls’ 
soccer team knew full well what it 
would be facing when it traveled to 
Burlington’s Brush Field for Mon 
day’s season opener against the Lady 
Devils. 

The Sachemettes knew that Bur¬ 
lington was a team chomping at the 
bit, eagerly awaiting a chance to let 
Winchester know that there was a 
new kid on the Middlesex League 
block.

Still, when the game had ended 
and the score was unchanged from 
that at the opening kick, 80 minutes 
prior, the Sachemettes appeared 
stunned, while the Lady Devils 
erupted in jubilation. The 0-0 tie was 
the first time since 1989 that any Mid¬ 
dlesex League team had earned as 
much as a point in a contest with 
Winchester. 

"The kids really thought they could 
win,” said Conceison. “Player for 
player, I think we’re as good as they 
are except for Liz (Kelley, Winches¬ 
ter’s All-Scholastic forward).”

has a new coach, a new field (at least 
a re sodded one) and a new attitude, 
and the outlook is brighter this sea¬ 
son than it has been over the past sev¬ 
eral years. 

Head coach Michelle Palumbo, a 
1989 graduate of the University of 
New Hampshire, takes over a prog¬ 
ram which has floundered recently 
and brings with her the winning alti¬ 
tude of a state champion and nation¬ 
al runnerup.

Dr. Anthony Jong 

ASSOCIATE DEAN 

Anthony Wcstwatcr Jong of Holton, 
an associate dean and department 
chairman at Boston University’s 
Henry M. Goldman School of Gradu¬ 
ate Dentistry, died July 22 at home 
after a lengthy battle against, cancer. 
He was 53. 

Born in New York City, he was a 
1960 graduate of City College of New 
York and a 1964 graduate of the New 
York University College of Dentistry 

After interning for a year at Jewish 
Memorial Hospital in New York City, 
he received his master’s degree from 
Harvard University’s School of Publ¬ 
ic Health in 1966, and a post-doctoral 
certificate from Harvard’s dental 
school in 1968. In 1976, lie earned his 
doctorate from B.U.’s Goldman 
School. 

Dr. Jong was nationally known for 
his work in public health dentistry. 
He worked at the Goldman School for 
19 years. 

John Silbcr, B.U. president, called 
Jong a “stalwart member” of the 
school’s faculty. 

“As associate dean for academic 
affairs at the Goldman School, Pro¬ 
fessor Jong set and maintained the 
highest possible standards. He work¬ 
ed constantly to improve the quality 
of training offered to our dental stu¬ 
dents so they, in turn, would provide 
excellent care to their patients,” Sil¬ 
bcr said. 

Dr. Jong worked previously as an 
assistant dean of student affairs at 


Harvard’s School of Dental Medi¬ 
cine, director of dental services at 
Dimock Community Health Center in 
Hoxbury and coordinator of Child 
and Youth Project in Boston 

Dr. Jong wrote many articles on 
dentistry and authored “Dental 
Public Health and Community Denti¬ 
stry," a standard dental text, lie also 
served on the editorial boards of the 
Journal of Dental Education and 
Practice Management Forum. 

He had been a consultant to the 
U.S. Department of Health and 
Human Services, the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Health, Education and Wel¬ 
fare and the National Institutes of 
Health as well as a diplomat on the 
American Board of Dental Public 
Health. 

Dr. Jong was involved in Boston’s 
Head Start program and the Bridge 
Over Troubled Waters free dental 
clinic. 

He was active in the Massachusetts 
Dental Society and held a faculty 
appointment at Harvard’s School of 
Dental Medicine. 

In 1991 he received the Massa¬ 
chusetts Public Health Association’s 
James M. Dunning Award for his 
work in the dental public health 
field. 

He was active in the Harvard 
Unitarian Church in Harvard. 

Dr. Jong leaves his wife, Patricia, 
formerly of Winchester; a son, Alex 
Robert, of Bolton; and a daughter, 
Jessica, of Bolton. 

A memorial service was held July 
29 at Harvard Unitarian Church, 
Harvard.

Jeep Cherokee, From 1 

Grand Cherokee, only the eighth 
Jeep vehicle to be launched in 51 
years, was designed to set new 
standards for on- and off- 
highway handling among sport 
utility vehicles. 

Reporters were challenged to 
find some of the worst (or best, 
depending on the point of view) 
road conditions America has to 
offer. From the notes reporters 
recorded in a log book along the 
way, it appears Grand Cherokee 
has accomplished its objective 
for ride and handling. 

The weather served up one 
challenge after another — 
snowstorms, hail, driving rain, 
gusting wind and temperatures 
ranging from the low- 20s to 
more than 100 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The reporters did 
the rest. 

They made obligatory stops at 
famous landmarks, such as Mt. 
Rushmore, Niagara Falls, the 
Grand Canyon and the Strip in 
Las Vegas. Some were not so 
famous — such as the 25-foot 
image of Fred Flintstone at 
Bedrock, Ariz., “Gateway to the 
Grand Canyon,” a trailer full of 
ostriches in Des Moines, Iowa, 
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and a cigar store Indian carving 
in Massachusetts. Radio talk 
show host Junior Damato parked 
the Grand Cherokee next to the 
wooden Indian and took a 
snapshot. He wrote an 
appropriate caption in the 
logbook, “One Cherokee says Hi 
to another!” 

Eccentric excursions aside, the 
Grand Cherokee proved to be 
durable. After 20,000 miles, the 
only casualties was a strip of 
molding that partially separated 
from the right rear quarter 
panel, a squeak in the air 
conditioning unit that required 
re-adjusting the tension belt and 
a broken side view mirror. Of 
the maladies, two were a result 


of off-road rigors and all three 
were easily repaired. 

The quarter panel molding 
separated when two reporters in 
Wyoming came across a 
stranded Isuzu Trooper, while 
driving through a May storm 
that dumped five inches of snow 
overnight in the Big Horn 
National Forest. Two people 
were trying to dig the Trooper 
out of a snow bank 200 yards off 
Highway 14. 

The new Jeep vehicle was not 
equipped with a tow package and 
had no hooks for a chain. 

“We hooked the chain as best 
we could and in trying to pull the 
Trooper out, the chain came 
loose and snagged (the 


molding),” wrote Roger Hart of 
the Daily Telegram in Adrian, 
Mich. “But we did get the Trooper 
out of the snow, and made friends 
with a couple of Wyoming 
fisherman.” 

The side view mirror was 
damaged in a swamp along the 
Mississippi River, near Savannah, 
Ill. John Maclean, a reporter for 
the Chicago Tribune, described 
the scene. 

“We found a muddy track into 
the slough and engaged low four- 
wheeldrive, a matter of pulling a 
handle,” Maclean wrote. “Brush 
had nearly closed the track. We 
had to use a little speed to get 
through the mud. The vehicle 
ploughed into the brush. The 
Grand Cherokee’s mirrors are 
built to bend back almost all the 
way on a spring to handle this sort 
of terrain. We overextended the 
tolerances and broke one.” 

“Despite our best efforts, we 
failed to get the Jeep (Grand 
Cherokee) stuck in some serious 
mud,” said Dave Backman, a 
reporter for the Kenosha News in 
Kenosha, Wis.

High performance takes to the streets in 1992 


All BURN HILLS. MICH. - Audi 
carries on the legacy of its 
distinguished racing heritage with 
the ail-new high-performance S4. 

Spiritual successor to the 200 
Quattro that captured both the 
Manufacturers and Drivers trophies 
on the 1988 SCCATrans-Am racing 
circuit, the new S4 is powered by a 
turbocharged 227 horsepower, 
multi-valve, five cylinder engine. 

Hie 2.2-liter engine increases low- 
end torque by 13 percent, 
generating 258 foot-pounds at 1,950 
revolutions per minute. Among the 
most fuel efficient engines in its 
class, the 20-valve five cylinder 
propels the S4 from zero to 60 miles 
per hour in 6.6 seconds.

lower than the M5. 

Quattro: The Ultimate 
Traction Control 
The road-gripping Quattro system 
differs from traction control 
systems because the Quattro 
system powers all four wheels all 
the time eliminating wheel spin by 
allocating torque to the wheels with 
the surest traction. 

Most traction control systems 
reduce wheel spin by activating the 
braking system and limiting the 
throttle. In most systems, power is 
transmitted to cither the front or 
rear wheels rather than to all four 
wheels.

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Leasing is attractive alternative for some drivers

The high price of cars has 
made leasing an increasingly 
attractive alternative for consumers. 

“Leasing is another way of 
financing, [but]...you’re only paying 
for what you’re using,” said Allan 
Hvden, vice president of leasing at 
Bonncll Rental, Winchester, which 
has been in business since 1952. 

Payments arc calculated to 
cover only that portion of the 
vehicle you are likely to use during 
the lease period, he said. For 
example, if you are leasing a 
$20,000 vehicle for a period of two 
years, the lessor may determine the 
car will be worth $10,000 at the end 
of that lime period. As a result, your 
payments will be calculated on 
$10,000, since at the end of your 
time using the car, it will still be 
worth $10,000. 

At the end of a lease period, 
the lessee can choose either to buy 
the car or simply walk away. “It 
leaves you with a lot of options," 
Eydcn said. 

“It’s a win-win situation for the 
person leasing the car," Eydcn said. 
“If it’s only worth $6,000 [after two 
years!, they don’t lose. They can 
turn the keys back in.” 

By the same token, if the 
vehicle is worth more than $10,000 


at the end of the two-year period, a 
person can choose to purchase the 
car - but at the predetermined 
$10,000 figure. 

“It’s like getting your trade-in 
in advance," Eydcn said, since a 
driver knows at the beginning of 
the lease how much the car will 
cost to purchase once the lease has 
ended. 

Marty Silver, leasing manager 
at R.1L D>ng in Framingham, 
agreed. 

“There is no down payment 
[and] generally lower interest rates 
which translates into lower 
payments," Silver said. R.H. Long 
offers SmartLeasc by GMAC. In 
addition, Silver said, you don’t have 
to decide whether or not you want 
to purchase the car until the end of 
the lease term. 

“It gives you the best of both 
worlds," he said. R.H. Long leases 
products it sells as well as other 
makes and models. 

People interested in leasing 
should, however, be aware of some 
end-of-the-lease requirements. For 
example, under both the 
SmartLeasc and Red Carpet Lease 
programs, a lease-end vehicle 
evaluation is performed. If it is 
determined there has been 
excessive wear and use to the 
vehicle, the lessee (the customer) is 
responsible for the costs. Excessive 


wear and tear may include items 
such as broken glass, damage to 
the body or trim, torn, damaged or 
stained interior, missing parts or 
equipment, and mechanical 
conditions that cause noisy, rough 
or improper operation.

In addition, lease contracts are 
normally based on the 15,000-milcs- 
per-year average distance driven by 
motorists. Mileage in excess of that 
figure costs roughly 8 to 10 cents 
per mile. (Programs like the 
SmartLeasc and the Red Carpet 
Lease allow a lessee to include 
additional mileage up front, so the 
excess cost-per-mile is calculated 
into your monthly payments.) 

Consumers in general tend to 
have two concerns about leasing, 
said Eyden. First, many feel they 
will have nothing to show for paying 


on a car for two or three years. 
Second, many people - generally 
older - want their name on the title 
to the car. 

“What they have to show for it 
is more money in the bank,” said 
Eydcn. 

Eydcn noted that lease terms 
arc getting shorter, with most two 
to three years in duration. As a 
result, consumers find that once 
they’re in a two- to three-year 
leasing cycle, they’re always driving 
a new car, Eyden said. In addition, 
many of the big ticket maintenance 
items - such as tires, brakes, 
exhaust systems - won’t need to be 
replaced before the end of the two 
or three year period. Coupled with 
long maintenance programs, Eydcn 
said the leasing option becomes 
even more appealing. 

Silver noted that taxes can be 
rolled in, which results in a lower 
cash layout 

With a $20,000 vehicle, a buyer 
would likely be required to put 10 
percent down ($2,000) as well as 
pay sales and excise tax (roughly 
$1,000). When leasing a vehicle, a 
person is normally required to pay 
the first month’s payment plus a 
security payment (generally slightly 
more than one month's payment). 
Sales tax and excise tax is 
calculated into monthly payments, 
rather than being paid in one lump 


sum. 

“[Leasing] gets you into a 
vehicle for the least amount of 
money,” Eydcn said. 

There are, however, penalties 
for ending a lease early in most 
programs. Many times, leasing 
companies will determine what the 
fair market value is at the time you 
wish to end your lease. 

If you arc ending a two-year lease 
on a $20,000 car after one year, the 
car may be on the books as being 
valued at $15,000. However, if the 
fair market value is only $12,000, 
“somebody's got to make up the 
difference," said Eyden. That 
somebody is the consumer. 

“That’s a good reason to go 
with a short lease," he said. 
Penalties are less the closer you get 
to the end of the lease. 

Eyden does warn consumers to 
be careful. 

“A word to the wise is, when 
you see a rate that’s very low, look 
at the fine print," he said. A leasing 
company can lease a vehicle as low 
as you want; however, some will 
then include what is called a “cap 
reduction”, or capitalized cost 
reduction. This represents the 
amount of money a buyer must put 
down in order to get the vehicle at a 
low rate.

Getting Married 


Local couple provides tips on planning a wedding

“I wanted it to be romantic," Maria said. “I wanted it to be mean¬ 
ingful, and to show the love we have for each other.” Both were 
raised Catholic, and the Mass was an important part of the entire cele¬ 
bration. 

“It wasn’t just between us. It was everyone together.” Maria 
said. 

“What I tried to do, since I’m a detail-oriented person, was to 
imagine everything happening each part of the day,” she said. “I think 
it's important to pay attention to the details.” 

For starters, Maria got a five-subject notebook with pockets. In 
this, she kept all receipts, lists of guests and things to do, and phone 
numbers of various service people.

It’s something you’re going to have for the rest of 
your life,” Greg said. 

Maria and Greg chose the site of the reception because they want¬ 
ed something “romantic and elegant”, and La Mia Cucina suited their 
taste.

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The Flowers

P lanning for a wedding can be an exhaust¬ 
ing task: guests lists, seating, choosing a 
church and reception area, gowns; the 
list never seems to end. Some of the 
novelty of planning for that special day 
might have worn off when it’s time to 
pick flowers. 

Flowers form the foundation of a wedding, say 
local florists; they help establish the theme, deco¬ 
rate the church and bring a sense of celebration to 
the ceremony. 

And getting the floral details down early and 
thoroughly will go a long way to easing some wed¬ 
ding day jitters. 

Florists advise coming in about six months early 
with a swatch of the main color of the wedding and 
matching the color through most flowers. Mary 
Bums, owner of Pots and Petals of Arlington, of¬ 
fers spraying the flowers to exactly match the color 
you need. 

Dick Oulette, owner of The Daisy Shop of Win¬ 
chester and Medford, suggests looking through 
magazines for ideas about the bride’s bouquet and 
arrangements. Oulette says clipping the pictures 
and bringing the ideas to him will aid in the selec¬ 
tion process. 

Working out the details of the wedding, Bums 
explains that certain flowers and colors can achieve 
a more traditional mood, while others work better 
to create a Victorian theme. 

According to both florists, an initial consultation 
is the first step. The florist help select flowers that 
fit within a given budget. Certain types are more 
expensive than others, and the season affects the 
price, says Bums. For example, steering people 
away from roses in February is important since 
that is when the price is at its peak, Burns says. 
The same holds true with lilies in April. 

From a florists point of view, Oulette advises, 
“Avoid getting married on a holiday.” Getting 
married on Valentine’s Day or Mother’s Day can 
cause problems, he said. “You may be heading for 
trouble because the florist is very busy on those 
days,” said Oulette. 

Come wedding day, the florist plays a major 
role in the minute preparations that lead up to the 
ceremony. He or she arrives at the bride’s home a 
few hours before the wedding to drop off the bou¬ 
quet and help the bridesmaids if they are wearing 
their flowers. Next, the florist goes to the church 
and sets the arrangements for the altar. Finally, 
the reception area is set up with flowers on the 
various tables. 

Monica Chase of Countryside Florist in Marl¬ 
boro has decorated some unusual wedding spots, 
including a yacht in Boston Harbor as well as one 
held in front of the New England Aquarium. She 
has also decorated horses for those who wanted a 
horse and buggy for their wedding. 

Discussing individual likes and dislikes with the 
florist can help in selecting a reception site.

ditional, full length veil. "A long veil is 
not only popular, but beautiful," she 
said. 

V-neck and high neck gowns are al¬ 
ways in fashion. But long sleeves are 
becoming more tapered.

For the bride with the perfect sil¬ 
houette, sheath gowns epitomize so¬ 
phistication. The sheath can be worn 
with a detachable train, or mermaid 
style with a trumpet skirt flared at the 
bottom.

"The economy has forced us to 
look at new concepts," said Newhall. 
In addition to traditional sales, Newhall 
sells excess samples and overstocked 
designs by major manufacturers off the 
rack at a discount. He also retails new 
gowns manufactured specifically for his 
company at lower prices. 

Picture perfect on her wedding day, 
the contemporary bride will choose 
jeweled colors of emerald, garnet, sap¬ 
phire. and purple for her maids. 

As for the jewels and sequins that 
once adorned wedding gown collec¬ 
tions, they are now being featured on 
designs for the mother of the bride 
who is shunning tradition for glamour.

HERE COMES THE GROOM 

Men should take active role in planning their weddings

W hen it comes to wed¬ 
dings, traditionally 
speaking, most of the 
work and planning is 
done by the bride and 
her family. But accord¬ 
ing to wedding consultants, it doesn’t 
have to be this way. 

Leslie DeAngelo, owner of The 
Wedding Network, a referral service 
for brides and grooms based in New¬ 
ton, says when it comes to wedding 
plans, grooms usually get “the left¬ 
overs."

“They (grooms) usually call and 
say they’re in charge of getting the 
photographer or the band,’’ she said. 

But, says DeAngelo, more and 
more grooms are taking an active role 
in planning the entire wedding. 


“Part of this is because grooms are 
paying for more of the weddings than 
before and they want to make sure 
they get what they want,” DeAngelo 
said. “But another part of it is just that 
times have changed and grooms are 
getting more involved." 

And that, says DeAngelo, is the 
way it should be. 

“The bride and the groom should 
do everything together,” she said. 
“Sometimes, when it’s the bride and 
her family you get more people in¬ 
volved and it becomes difficult to plan. 
The bride and the groom should just 
sit down together and decide what 
they want to do. Then they can tell the 
families what they’ve decided.’’ 

Margo Tomsik, the owner of 
Gingiss Formalwear stores in Framing¬ 
ham, Burlington, Barrington and Pea¬ 
body, says she has information avail¬ 
able in her stores for couples who 
want to know who is responsible for 
what in a wedding. 

Traditionally speaking, the bride’s 
family picks up most of the tab, al¬ 
though the groom is responsible for a 
number of things, including hosting the 
rehearsal dinner, the engagement and 
wedding rings, tuxedo rental, wedding 
gift to the bride, the marriage license, 
gifts for men in the wedding party, ac¬ 
commodations for out-of-town atten¬ 
dants. boutonnieres for all the men, 
the officiate’s fee or honorarium and 
the honeymoon. 

Michael Newhall, general manager 
of Manhattan Tuxedos of Dedham, one 
of the oldest formal wear stores in 
New England, says one area where 
grooms need to take an active role in 
the wedding is in planning the attire. 

One way to do that, Newhall says, 
is in carefully choosing the business 
where the groom will select his formal 
wear. 

“Go to a store where you are com¬ 
fortable,” he said. “That can make a 
huge difference. Make sure the place 
has a large inventory to select from. ’ ’ 

Newhall also advises that the 
groom pick up his tuxedo three days 
before the wedding in case changes 
are needed. He said the groom should 
have his tuxedo picked out at least 
three to four weeks before the wed¬ 
ding. 

In most cases, Tomsik says the 
bride and the groom will come to the 
formal wear store together. Tomsik 
said grooms should try on the tuxedo 
before they rent it and not just go by 
what they see in a catalogue. 

“The groom should take his wed¬ 
ding attire seriously,’’ she said. 
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| oney’s no object.” 

Maybe that's 
I true for some 
things, but money 
is a very important 
' element when dis¬ 
cussing wedding celebrations, the hon¬ 
eymoon, and your life afterwards. 

Like everything, weddings are 
more expensive than they were a dec¬ 
ade ago, and there is more confusion 
about who should pay for what, and 
what you should provide your guests. 
Also, a lot has been added to the wed¬ 
ding celebration — videotaping the 
events; parties for out-of-town guests 
before the wedding; parties after the 
wedding; hotel accommodations for the 
bridal party and guests; and program 
books. 

Deciding on your dream wedding 
and what that includes should be made 
within the framework of what you can 
afford. 

Manning right 

As with everything related to your 
wedding, it is important to have a good 
idea of what you want. (Always be will¬ 
ing to “lower” your expectations to fit 
something more financially acceptable 
to you and your partner.) 

From the first item you make a de¬ 
cision on to the last, be realistic. Wed¬ 
ding consultants say very often a cou¬ 
ple’s wedding snowballs into some¬ 
thing the family cannot afford. It is

usually not a question of planning a 
wedding beyond their means. 

For example, says Joan Plotkin, a 
private wedding consultant from Bel¬ 
mont, one couple picked wedding invi¬ 
tations that set a very formal tone. Al¬ 
though they had not initially planned a 
wedding as formal as the one they had, 
they picked a reception location, attire, 
and other items to continue the theme. 
It may seem an exaggeration, but a 
small detail can set a wedding on the 


wrong track. 

Consultants and financial advisers 
can help, but they need to be consult¬ 
ed early on, to ensure you are getting 
the most for your money and that you 
are spending within your limits. 

Financial reality 

Before you can begin to execute 
your plan, you must first determine 
how much you can afford, who will pay 
for which items and, when you will pay 
for them. 

In the last few decades, the tradi¬ 
tions of who pays for wedding have be¬ 
come blurred. In many cultures it used 
to be the bride’s father paid for every¬ 
thing. 

While in many families much of that 
tradition holds true, today often the 
groom (or the groom’s family), the 
bride • herself, and other family mem- 
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Planning a wedding you can afford 

■ Before you go shopping around for anything, whether it is something as 
small as the thank you notes or as large as the reception hall, know how- 
much you can afford to spend. 

■ Do not count on wedding presents and monetary gifts as a way to finance a 
higher-priced wedding. People give you gifts to help you start your “new” 
life as a couple, not to finance the wedding of your dreams. 

■ Have realistic expectations of what services your money can buy. 

■ Shop around. Experts say that because people already have a fixed idea of 
what they expect, they are very often unwilling to shop around for a lower 
price. Comparison shop for everything, from flowers, to photographers, to 
gifts for the bridal party, to the caterer, to the hotel you stay at for your hon¬ 
eymoon. 

■ Don’t be afraid to have a smaller wedding — one you can afford — rather 
than a larger wedding that will leave you financially strapped. Your friends, 
family, and other guests come to enjoy your wedding day, not to be enter¬ 
tained for the entire day.

Second Marriage 


What you learned from yourfirst marriage is the key to 
success the second time around

W hen I was to be mar¬ 
ried for the second 
time, I wondered for 
all of 30 seconds 
whether I should have 
a beautiful gown, love¬ 
ly ceremony, and generally “do it up" 
as elaborately as 1 did for my first wed¬ 
ding. The answer was a resounding 
"yes.'' 


In fact I enjoyed that wedding much 
more than 1 did my first, mainly be¬ 
cause being older and wiser, 1 knew 
what I wanted and just how much this 
relationship meant to me. 

If you’re going to be married for 
the second time, you’ve probably read 
some of the sobering statistics on sec¬ 
ond marriages. While first marriages 
have a 50 percent chance of survival, 
it’s more like 40 percent for second 
marriages. While first marriages now 
last, on average, 11 years, second 
marriages last for about seven. But do 
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these numbers apply to you.' 

A recent book by two psychologists 
who have studied second marriages, 
“The Second Time Around: Why 
Some Second Marriages Fail While 
Others Succeed" by Carol Publishing 
Group provides some important crite¬ 
ria for the couple who wants to beat 
the odds. Authors Dr. Louis Janda and 
Dr. Ellen MaCormack note that one of 
the most crucial differences between 
second marriages that fail and those 
that succeed has to do with what was 
learned from the first marriage. 

Did you learn something about what 
it is that you want and need from your 


first marriage? If the only thing you 
learned had to do with your first 
spouse and his or her faults, your cur¬ 
rent relationship could be on shaky 
ground. Why? Because men and wom¬ 
en who haven't figured out their own 
mistakes the first time around tend to 
“Play it again, Sam’’ the second time 
around until the same old problems 
start to pop up again. 

Janda has noted that people don’t 
learn as much from a failed first mar¬ 
riage as they think they do. They as¬ 
sume that what worked for them in the 
past will continue to work, and that all 
they need to do is correct the prob¬ 
lems they had with their first spouse. 
Then they’re surprised when they 
meet up with new problems they nev¬ 
er confronted in the first marriage. 

Those new problems may be relat¬ 
ed to stepchildren or financial entangle¬ 
ments with an ex-spouse, but just as 
often the problems have to do with 
their own personality quirks. For in¬ 
stance, David, 37, divorced his first 
wife because her possessiveness had 


become stifling to him. and then he 
turned around and married another 
possessive woman. You can guess that 
the second marriage doesn’t stand 
much of a chance at success. 

Why did this happen? First, the 
second wife wasn’t yet “stifling'' in 
her possessiveness, since the couple 
was still safely in the honeymoon peri¬ 
od of romantic love. Second, David has 
never confronted his own dependency- 
needs that draw him like a moth to a 
flame toward jealous, possessive wom¬ 
en. What he never learned from his 
first marriage was that his strong 
needs for reassurance and dependency 
keep steering him in the wrong direc¬ 
tion. 

Another important variable has to 
do with the old maxim, "opposites at¬ 
tract." I’ve seen more misery in my 
office because of these two words than 
you can imagine. What 1 always ask is, 
“Opposite in what way?” 

I’ve found that certain types of dif¬ 
ferences can indeed attract. These dif¬ 
ferences tend to be those characteris-

tics in our partner that we admire and 
wish that we, too, possessed. If 
you’re rather quiet and your spouse is 
warm and friendly, these qualities may 
be very' attractive to you. If you’re 
really well-matched, your partner may 
also admire something about your qui¬ 
etude: your cool reserve, perhaps, or 
your ability to avoid nervous chatter in 
tense situations. Such mutual admira¬ 
tion, even envy, is typical of differ¬ 
ences that do attract. 

Other “opposites" may attract at 
first, only to repel later on. Judy, 28, 
was first married to a very introspec¬ 
tive, bookish man whom she found at¬ 
tractive in many ways. Judy, however, 
is a confirmed tomboy and loves the

outdoors. Friends tease her about be¬ 
ing ‘‘hyper’’ and indeed, she is always 
on the go. 

At first she felt somehow stabilized 
by her calm, retiring husband. After a 
few years, however, the differences in 
temperament became more difficult to 
surmount, and Judy gave up on doing 
exciting things with her husband. 
Gradually, they began to feel more like 
roommates than husband and wife. 

When Judy married the second 
time, she was older and wiser. She 
knew that, however wonderful or at¬ 
tractive a man might be, if he couldn’t 
keep up with her, the relationship 
wouldn’t work. 

By learning how important it is to 
be matched in terms of basic interests 
and energy level, Judy made sure that 
her second marriage was not a simple 
matter of “opposites attract."

In this 
case, similarities attract ... and en¬ 
dure. 

Then there’s the issue of stepchil¬ 
dren. The most important rule in 


blending two families is this: Go slow 
and tread lightly. 

With your new spouse’s children (I 
really dislike the “step" words, be¬ 
cause they conjure up images of un¬ 
pleasant fairy tale characters), you 
may have a honeymoon period of 
sorts. If you’ve been fairly pleasant, 
the kids may actually like you, and may 
even think you’re “cool." Don’t get 
too used to it. 

Even when children really like the 
new parent, they won’t want to admit 
it for a while. My daughter was 10 
when I married the second time, and 
she thought her new dad was great ... 
until it became apparent that he was 
going to be staying around indefinitely. 
Not having any children of his own, 
this was a difficult adjustment for him, 
but he weathered the storm by easing 
in very gently and gradually as a par¬ 
ent. 

In fact, Janda and MaCormack con¬ 
sider this willingness to be very slow 
and patient in developing a relationship 
with your spouse’s children to be one 
of the most important factors in deter¬ 
mining the longevity of your second 
marriage.

Staying in love in spite of stress 


P lanning a wedding and begin¬ 
ning a new life together can 
be fun and exciting, but run¬ 
ning around carries a certain 
amount of stress, and wise 
newlyweds should be pre¬ 
pared to cope. 

Linda Cohen of Family Counseling 
of Waltham, which offers family sup¬ 
port services, says couples planning a 
wedding often feel like pressure is 
coming from all sides.

Cohen recommends those planning 
a wedding make a list of preparations 
and check off each item as it is com¬ 
pleted. Taking pride in each accom¬ 
plishment as you work toward the goal 
of your perfect wedding is important, 
Cohen said. 

Couples should not get so caught 
up in details, that they forget to spend 
time with each other and time alone 
when needed, she said. Find things 
you enjoy that help you relieve stress

Walking and other 
physical activities work well Cohen 
said. 

Once married, the best way for a 
couple to work out stress is to commu¬ 
nicate. she said. 


“The most important thing is to be 
able to talk not blame," she said. 
When confrontations arise. Cohen 
says, try to start with sentences put 
ting the focus on the other person, 
i.e.. “I need more help with .. rath¬ 
er than “You never..."

C hoosing a photographer is an 
important part of your wed¬ 
ding plans, since you’ll likely 
want to preserve your mem¬ 
ories with photographs. The 
following are the top 10 
questions to ask. accompanied by ad¬ 
vice from local professionals, on se¬ 
lecting a photographer who meets your 
needs. 

Are you the one who will film my 
wedding? 

Studios, especially large ones, con¬ 
tract out work, and the quality may 
vary considerably. Karl Spriggs, busi¬ 
ness manager of Albert’s Photo Studio 
in Waltham, said. “There are a lot of 
schoolteachers, plumbers, and electri¬ 
cians who shoot weddings on week¬ 
ends.’’ 

How much experience do you have? 

In assessing professionalism, look 
for at least Five years of full-time expe¬ 
rience, including at least 10 weddings 
per year. Professionals will bring 
backup equipment, and have a network 
to draw on if they are unable to attend 
the wedding. 

Amy Gilmore, photographer and 
owner of ASA Photography and Video 


of Dedham, said, “Professionals pay 
attention to details like the placement 
of peoples’ hands and the bridal train." 

What type of equipment will you 
use? 

Professional photographers use 
medium format, not 35 mm cameras. 
Medium format produces a larger neg¬ 
ative, which allows retouching and re¬ 
sults in a richer, better quality enlarge¬ 
ment. 

Videographers should use low light 
level equipment to avoid using flood¬ 
lights. A zoom or wireless lapel micro¬ 
phone will allow filming of the ceremo¬ 
ny at a distance. 

May I see samples of your work? 

Visit a few studios, meet the pro¬ 
fessionals who will film your wedding 
and see samples of that person’s 
work. Photographers should show you 
a complete wedding album, not a se¬ 
lection of the few best pictures from 
various weddings. Likewise, videogra¬ 
phers should show you a tape given to 
someone rather than selected high¬ 
lights. 

“1 decided against one studio after 
my visit,” said July bride Irene Yuli. 
The quality of the sample, uncertainty 
about which photographer would cover 
the wedding, lack of backup, and clut¬ 
ter in the studio all contributed to this 
decision, she said.

What is the cost and what does it 
cover? 

While videography prices are com¬ 
parable, there are no industry-standard 
wedding photography packages. If a 
price sounds especially low, it is be¬ 
cause items are omitted. 

Photojournalism, all 
candids, is the new 
trend in wedding 
photography, but many 
brides and grooms 
want at least some 
traditional poses.

“Take a good look; don’t just call 
for price,’’ advised Leo Gozbekian of 
Leo Gozbekian Photography, Water- 
town. “It all adds up to the same 
thing.” 

Wedding photography usually runs 
between $1,000 to $2,500, and videog¬ 
raphy from $800 to $1,800. 

How much do extras cost? 

The package price will include a set 
number of hours on the day of the 
wedding; after that, overtime rates will 


be charged. Proofs and negatives are 
likely to be extra, and some photogra¬ 
phers will not sell negatives. For vid¬ 
eographers, filming at the bride’s 
house before the wedding is an extra. 

Is your approach formal or candid? 

Photojournalism, all candids, is the 
new trend in wedding photography, 
but many brides and grooms want at 
least some traditional poses. Often 
photographers will do both. 

When will the proofs, albums or 
tape be ready? 

Over the summer, professional lab¬ 
oratories are busy; proofs may not be 
available for two months and albums 
for six months. 

Would you provide references? 

Talking to five to seven recent 
brides can help in assessing the ser¬ 
vices. 

An unstated question you should 
consider is, “How do we get along?” 
Many brides and film professionals feel 
this is the key issue, that it can make 
or break your day as well as your pho¬ 
tographs or videotape. 

Communicate clearly with the pho¬ 
tographer or videographer. 

“I told Amy (of ASA Photography 
and Video) ahead of time about some 
exact shots I wanted," said June bride 
Julie Goenner of Belmont. “You 
shouldn’t assume anything.”

bers are paying for the wedding. 

Increasingly, because of the ex¬ 
pense of the wedding, families are bor¬ 
rowing money to finance the “big 
day.” A spokeswoman for BayBank 
said weddings are rapidly growing as a 
reason for loan applications behind 
mortgages, home improvement, and 
education. 

Wedding industry professionals rec¬ 
ommend the bride- and groom-to-be 
sit down and map out what they can af¬ 
ford. Very often each will have an idea 
of what they will spend on a particular 
item, without looking at the whole pic¬ 
ture. 

Financial advisers say you should 
treat your wedding like any project: 
set your limits, and stick to them. 
Write down your total budget esti¬ 
mates and continue to update that in¬ 
formation through the wedding day. 

Shop around

Shopping around can give you a 
better price (or validate the price 
you’ve been promised), but it can also 
give you new ideas and ways to cele¬ 
brate your day. 

People will ask questions about 
prices on small everyday things, with-

out giving thought to the price of 
something as important for their happi¬ 
ness on their wedding day as a good 
disc jockey or florist. 

Above all, consultants offered, do 
not be pressured. In almost every case 
there are several people who can pro¬ 
vide you with what you want. No one 
should feel pressured into making a de¬ 
cision about their wedding. 

Enjoy yourself 

The last step in the process is en¬ 
joying yourself. Many people get so 
caught up in planning and paying for a 
wedding, they often forget to enjoy the 
day. 

Those who help plan weddings say 
if you’ve set reasonable expectations 
and are within budget, you’ve taken 
care of the most important things in 
your control. 

Planning a wedding within your fi¬ 
nancial limits can be easy. A lot easier 
and more realistic than planning the 
weather.

The Star takes a look at the fun¬ 
draising that fiieled the recent local 
campaigns: who has it, who gives it, 
how they spend it, and how much the 
candidates have in their war chests. 

Although unopposed in the Sep¬ 
tember election, Sen. Charles Shan¬ 
non (R-Winchester) was the heavy¬ 
weight in fundraising, bringing in 
$54,855.50 from Jan. 1 to Aug. 26, 
according to reports filed with the 
Office of Campaign and Political 
Finance. 


Shannon is also a big spender, hav¬ 
ing spent $59,584.34 during those 
same eight months. Most of the 
money went to other political cam¬ 
paigns, media advertising, printing, 
charities, and telephone bills. The 
campaign also ran up bills of $495 at 
Joe Tecce’s restaurant for staff and 
campaign meetings. 

Although he spent more than he 
raised, Shannon is not short on 
Rinds, having started the year with 
$48,966. 

Several town officials donated to 
the Shannon Committee. School 
Committee member Edward 
O’Connell, Chairman of the Cable 
Advisory Board Peter Svahn, and 
Selectmen William O’Leary and Ste¬ 
phen Powers were all contributors to 


the campaign. 

Shannon was also the recipient of a 
$312.50 donation from a Somerville 
Democratic alderman and a $100 
donation from the Democratic mayor 
of Somerville, Michael Capuano. 
These donations show how strong 
Shannon’s support is in the home¬ 
town and party of his November 
opponent, Sal Albano (D- 
Somerville). 

Shannon has always walked the 
fine line between Democrat and 
Republican. This past year, Shannon 
donated money to several Demo¬ 
crats: Capuano, a Somerville School 
Committee member, a very liberal 
Somerville candidate running for

Town Meeting will meet this fall 
with a light agenda and against the 
wishes of the entire Board of 
Selectmen. 

Selectmen voted at their Sept. 21 
meeting to hold a Fall Town Meeting 
(4-1 in favor). Selectmen William 
O’Leary voted against the motion. 
The other members stated their dis¬ 
agreement with four of the articles 
proposed but added they felt obli 
gated to honor the bylaws with 
respect to holding Town Meeting. 
According to O’Leary, it costs 
between $5,000 and $10,000 to hold 
Town Meeting. 

Board of Health Chairman Randall 
Swartz proposed four articles all of 
which deal with water and water 
quality. The first article calls for the 
creation of a Water System Re' iew 
Committee to review evaluations and 
alterations to the town’s drinking 
water. The remaining articles call for 
changes in how the water system is 
disinfected at the North Reservoir 
and chlorine contact time. During 
the meeting Selectman Peter Van- 
Aken asked if Swartz was proposing 
the articles as an individual member

The School Committee has 
selected the final committee to chose 
the new superintendent but not 
before a dispute resulted in two 
members refusing to participate in 
the process. 

By a 3-0 vote with the two absten 
tions, the School Committee selected 
at their Sept. 22 meeting Bill 
O’Connor, Holly Handlin, Alice 
Madio, Andrea Wong, Eve Arnott, 
Bob Dewald, Bob Brosnan, Martha 
Tucker, Sue Swapp, Joanne Martig- 
netti, and Ralph Johnson for the 
Selection Committee. 

Members James Evans and Jerilyn 
Heinold did not participate in the 
vote, saying they were mislead as to 
how the two at-large selections, 
Johnson and Martignetti, would be 
selected. 

Four members of the Selection 
Committee were teachers, five were 
selected one by each member, and 
two were supposed to be consensus 
at-large picks. 

According to Heinold, she and 
Evans had accepted 21 of the 35 pos¬ 
sible choices for the at-large seat but 
none of those 21 were selected. “It is 
impossible for me to imagine that of 
21 people not one of them was 


or on behalf of the entire Board of 
Health.

I discreetly advised the 
Board of Selectmen, also our Water 
and Sewer Commissioners, of the 
danger to customers in the ‘East 
High’ service area.” said Swartz in 
the letter. He said that the problem 
has not been corrected even though 
it could be with “little money.” 

O’Leary vehemently disagreed.

Jewish 

congregations 

merge 


Two Jewish congregations will join 
forces to form a major congregation 
that will cover Winchester and sever¬ 
al neighboring communities. 

The memberships of Temple Shir 
Tikvah of Winchester and Temple 
Judea of Stoneham have merged 
together into Temple Shir Tikvah. 

According to Temple President 
Joan Forman, the merger was a part 
nership of neccesity: Temple Judea 
had a building, but a dwindling con¬ 
gregation, and Temple Shir Tikvah 
had a growing membership, but no 
temple. 

Temple Shir Tikvah was founded 
seven years ago, and has been grow¬ 
ing steadily, drawing members from 
an increasing number of Jewish 
households in the Winchester and 
Arlington area. Temple Judea, 
formed in 1955, had been experienc¬ 
ing a decline in membership in 
recent years. 


“Shir Tikvah is one of the fastest- 
growing Jewish congregations within 
Route 128," said Shir Tikvah’s rabbi, 
David Kudan. “Despite our rapid 
growth, we’ve been successful in 
maintaining the feeling and qualities 
of an extended Jewish family, and 
we’re delighted to welcome the for¬ 
mer Temple Judea members into our 
family. We look forward to celebrat¬ 
ing our first High Holidays as one 
congregation." The 30 new families 
from Temple Judea will increase 
Temple Shir Tikvah’s membership to 
more than 170 families. 

Despite the expanded base, For¬ 
man said she does not worry about 
the Jewish community becoming too 
impersonal “It’s still a real grass¬ 
roots congregation ... It’s an 
extended family and we have an obli 
gation to maintain that character,’’ 
said Forman.

Lawsuit filed against Hull 
names Winchester officer

Winchester police say they remain 
confident that recent allegations 
against one of their officers will be 
resolved and stand behind their orig¬ 
inal decision to hire him. 

Officer Daniel Perenick has been 
named as the key figure in a $100,000 
law suit against the town of Hull, 
where he worked as a seasonal 
police officer in 1985 and 1986. He 
was hired by the Winchester police 
in 1988. 

According to an article in The Pat¬ 
riot ledger, Perenick, then 22, 
allegedly drew a gun on a postal 
worker. The suit alleges that the 
incident caused the postal employee 
to have a heart attack three days 
later. According to that article, the 
plantiff, John Leighton, said the town 
is responsible for not properly train¬ 


ing and supervising the officer. 
According to an Associated Press 
story, the gun play was apparently a 
joke. 

“We were aware of the incident 
when we hired him,” said Lieutenant 
Kenneth Albertelli,who is Winches¬ 
ter’s Acting Chief of Police while 
Chief Joseph Perritano is out of town 
at a conference. Albertelli said that 
the incident was thoroughly investi¬ 
gated at the time and the department 
“knew at the time that an incident 
had occurred.” He added, “We were 
satisfied that the manner in which 
Perenick behaved was not meant to 
threaten, scare or endanger.” 


The Ledger reported that the 
alleged incident took place on Aug. 
21,1986, the day after a man opened 
fire in an Oklahoma post office. 
According to the plantiff, Perenick 
entered the Hull post office, drew his 


.38-caliber revolver at Leighton and 
said “freeze.” The suit alleges that 
Perenick aimed the gun at his head 
for 10 to 20 seconds and made refer¬ 
ences to the Oklahoma massacre, 
according to the Ledger. 

“Our policy is that an officer 
should not draw his gun unless he is 
involved in a situation that would 
warrant it, or for his own protec¬ 
tion,” said Albertelli. Albertelli in 
his capacity as supervisor of Pere¬ 
nick said he had no doubt that there 
would be no repeat of the incident 

“We have the utmost confidence in 
the way Dan Perenick will conduct 
himself and has conducted himself,” 
added Albertelli. 

The town of Hull has denied 
responsibility and the case is sche¬ 
duled to go to court Dec. 2, according 
to the article. No criminal charges 
were filed at the time of the incident 

Perenick could not be reached for 
comment before deadline.

Swartz forges ahead 
with water articles

Two town boards will withdraw 
several proposed warrant articles, 
but a major water project article will 
go fonvard. 

Board of Health members voted 2-1 
to repeal their article to change the 
town by-laws addressing geese at 
their Sept. 21 meeting. Later that 
day, Planning Board members voted 
unanimously to rescind their three 
articles on parking, building heights, 
and nonconforming structures. 

Chairman of the Board of Health 
Randall Swartz wants to tackle the 
town problem of excessive geese by 
changing Chapter 8 of the town by¬ 
laws. Many town officials have 
voiced concerns that the numerous 
Canadian geese are polluting water, 
fields, and buildings. 

Swartz wants to decrease the fine 
for feeding water fowl from $50 to $5 
and waive the 10-day waiting period 
and written warnings. This, he said, 
would “make the regulation much 
more enforceable.” 

Members Dorothea Sopper and C. 
Donald Chipman opposed the mea¬ 
sure, saying they would like to give a 
joint meeting between the Board ol 
Health, the Board of Selectmen, and 
the Conservation Commission, as 
suggested by Town Manager Chad 
Maurer, a chance before moving 
ahead with by-law changes. 

Swartz opposed the withdrawal oi 
the article, saying the conference 
between the boards could still be 
held even if the proposed measure 
were passed at Fall Town Meeting. 
He said the change in the by-law 
would not upset the other boards 
because its need was “absolutely 
obvious." 

Another article submitted by 
Swartz would set up a water commit¬ 
tee, appropriate $5,000 to it, shut 
down the operation of a disinfection 
station, and appropriate money to 
upgrade the town water treatment 
system until a long term solution is 
found. 

Swartz’s warrant article would 
shut down the operation of the disin¬ 
fection station located at the north 
reservoir or force an upgrade to pro¬ 
vide for additional chlorine contact 
time and to move the addition of cor 
rosion control chemicals to a point 
following the disinfection. 

The biggest part of Swartz’s prop¬ 
osal would ask Town Meeting to 
approve temporary measures to alter 
the town’s water treatment system to 
protect the water supply, which 
Swartz says could cause a waterbor- 
ne disease outbreak. 

Swartz said he did not have a price 
for the temporary system. 

These steps could be taken, Swartz 
said, under the state Board of Health 
laws that give local boards permis 


sion to stop public nuisances. “My 
evaluation of that... ,what consti¬ 
tuents a public nuisance, is that it 
doesn’t have to be all that much,” 
said Swartz. 

In early September, some select¬ 
men speculated that Town Meeting 
would probably not be held. Swartz 
said not holding a Fall Town Meeting 
is a “clear violation of both charter 
and the bylaws.” 

Planning Board members are with¬ 
drawing their three articles, stating 
that they need more time to study 
and prepare the proposals. “It seems 
like we’re not going to do a good job 
on any of these, given the time 
frame,” said Chairperson Maryann 
McCall-Taylor.

Caregiver stress 

Joan Butlcr-Wcst, executive direc¬ 
tor of Minuteman Home Care, poses 
the following questions of interest to 
seniors in a monthly question and 
answer column: 

Q. Between working fiill-time, car¬ 
ing for my family and my 78-year-old 
mother, I often feel overwhelmed. 
What can I do so I don’t burn out? 

A. The best advice is to check out 
your options — before a crisis deve¬ 
lops. Begin by calling a local area 
agency on aging, a home care corpo¬ 
ration or a council on uging. These 
community groups can arrange a var¬ 
iety of elder care services — from 
house cleaning and companionship, 
to nursing and adult day care. By 
calling the Elder Line, 
1-800-AGE-INFO, a toll-free elder 
care information line, you can find 
out the local aging agency anywhere 
in Massachusetts, or anywhere in the 
country. 

Here are two basic tips to prevent 
burn-out: First, recognize that you’re 
not superhuman. Caregivers who try 
to do it all will bum themselves out in 
a super-hurry. Figure out what your 
loved one needs — what you and your 
family can do — and in what areas 
you need help. 

Second,, plan ahead. Anticipate 
your needs. Plan for services that 
might be needed six months or a year 
down the road, as your mom’s health 
or finances change. Keep your 
options open, involve your mother in 
the planning — and don’t ever expect 
things to go off as neatly as planned. 

A working caregiver, by definition, 
has to balance conflicting needs. But 
help is available. An initial 
“research” call can unlock programs 
like meals on wheels, transportation 
and adult day care. Find out how the 
services you’re considering are paid 
for, and for what benefits your 
mother might be eligible. Get prog¬ 
ram descriptions in writing and go 
over them with your mother. 

Almost everyone who provides 
care for an elderly relative feels at 
times that they are "in over their 
head.” Sensing your limits, and 
accepting help, are the most impor¬ 
tant ways to keep your different roles 
in balance. 

Q. I’m aware of services for the 
elderly, but are there services speci¬ 
fically available just for caregivers? 

A. A key service just for caregivers 
is called “respite care.” The purpose 
of respite care is to give the caretak¬ 
er a much-needed break, or “time- 
away” from the daily stresses and 
demands of eldercare. To receive 


respite care, you do not have to be 
living in the same house with an 
elder — but you should be providing 
some assistance or support for part 
of each day. 

Respite services can include 
homemaker, personal care, compan¬ 
ionship, nursing care, day care and 
short term nursing home care. To 
locate respite care services nearest 
you, call 1-800-AGE-INFO.

Schmitt says towns in crunch

Chairman of the Board of Select¬ 
men Thomas Schmitt addressed the 
business community on Winchester 
in the '90s. 

At a speech on Sept. 22 at the 
Chamber of Commerce breakfast, 
Schmitt talked about what he felt the 
roles of government and business 
would be as Winchester enters the 21 
century. Capital maintenance, bur¬ 
densome regulations, Proposition 2 
1/2, and pubic-private enterprises 
will be some of the key topics in the 
next decade, Schmitt said at the 
breakfast held at the Gables at 
Winchester. 

Schmitt said towns like Winchester 
are caught between increased man¬ 
datory state and federal regulations 
and less monetary assistance from 
both of them. Schmitt said this will 
result in two things: less money for 
things like public safety and educa¬ 
tion and an eventual change in Prop¬ 
osition 2 1/2, to tap desperately 
needed revenue. 

Schmitt said Proposition 2 1/2 has 
caused the “erosion of essential ser¬ 


vices and public education.” He 
added the property tax-capping mea¬ 
sure will “eventually have to be 
changed” cither by citizen’s referen¬ 
dum or the state Legislature. 

Schmitt cited the central artery 
project, third harbor tunnel, and new 
filtration systems as major public 
works that will draw substantial tax 
money in the next decade. “What suf¬ 
fers is education and public safety,” 
said Schmitt 

The Charles George Case and the 
closing of Wedge Pond Beach are two 
examples of state government over¬ 
burdening local government, Schmitt 
said. Schmitt said the Charles 
George Case, in which Winchester is 
a third party defendant, has involved 
78 lawyers. Schmitt said the legal 
costs will probably be more than the 
settlement. 

The Chairman was also critical of 
the closing of Wedge Pond Beach 
because of mutants found in soil sam¬ 
ples. “We have used that facility for 
years without any consequences,” 
said Schmitt 

Schmitt said cuts in public employ¬ 
ees may cause an eventual shortage 
of leadership in the town’s depart¬ 


ments. Schmitt, citing several 
department heads, said he sees little 
evidence of a strong Held of employ¬ 
ees to take over the present dedi¬ 
cated leadership. 

The lack of capital maintenance in 
the town will be costly in the long 
run, according to Schmitt For Fiscal 
Year 1993, the capital budget was 
funded $300,000; in Fiscal Year 1992, 
the capital budget was not funded. 
Schmitt said there was a time when 
the town could fund the account for 
$1,000,000. “That’s going to come 
home to roost,” Schmitt said of the 
deferred maintenance. 

As a rule, private businesses, 
according to Schmitt, usually invest 1 
to 2 percent of the current value of 
their property in maintenance By 
that same measure, the town should 
spend between $2 to $4 million on 
maintenance, Schmitt said. 

Schmitt said one of the ways to 
work with budget problems is coop¬ 
eration between the citizens of 
Winchester. “It is times like these 
that bring Winchester together and 
make it what it is,” he said. Citizen 
involvement in the town is its "life¬ 
blood”, he said. 


Schmitt said that this cooperation 
should result in increased public 
private enterprises. He cited the 
Arthur Griffin Center, the Town 
Common renovation, and affordable 
housing plans as "examples of how 
we can pull together.” 

Schmitt, however, secs a trouble 
some contradiction: The same 
shrinking revenues that result in a 
need to work together will cause 
interest groups to battle for a piece of 
the shrinking revenue pie. 

Not everything is gloom and doom, 
according to Schmitt. He said the 
town still has a vibrant downtown 
and one of the best school systems in 
the state. He also predicted that thc 
real estate business would thrive in 
the coming years. 

According to Schmitt, with interest 
rates low, as soon as the economy 
picks up, which he said would “turn 
around very, very quickly", housing 
sales will flourish. 

Schmitt, who called the economy 
“cyclical”, said the economy will 
improve soon and that it is not as bad 
as it has been in the past. “We’re still 
light years ahead of the early ‘80s,” 
he said. 


Educational reform

Kindergarteners and grade school 
students deserve the same quality 
education and academic respect that 
our country’s collegians get, state 
lawmakers and regional educators 
agreed at a special town meeting 
held at Everett High School. 

To achieve that, changes in our 
elementary and secondary schools 
arc needed now more than ever, they 
said. 

The town meeting, one of six this 
month designed to solicit public 
opinion on education reform, con¬ 
vened Sept. 9 at the Hockwood Audi¬ 
torium in the high school. Around 100 
gathered to talk about school choice, 
special education, and local aid, as 
well as the other needs of secondary 
schools, and to present their ideas to 
members of the state Legislature’s 
Joint Committee on Education. 

Those in attendance included Sen 
Thomas Birmingham (D-Chclsca), 
Sen. Michael Barrett (D-Cambridge) 
and Rep. Robert DeLeo (D- 
Winlhrop). Northeastern University 
President John Curry served as 
moderator. 

During the session, representa¬ 
tives from communities in the east¬ 
ern part of Middlesex County 
addressed educational reform and 
took issue with what they saw as the 
disrepair into which the state’s publ¬ 
ic schools have fallen. 

Communities represented at the 
meeting were: Arlington, Belmont, 
Chelsea, Everett, Lynn, Malden, 
Medford, Nahant. Revere, Saugus, 
Somerville, Watertown, Winchester, 
and Winthrop. 

Curry said much of the problem 
with education around the country is 
at the secondary level, and he asked 
those present to get behind reform 
for elementary schools and junior 
high and high schools. 

“We’ve lost a little bit of our zip in 
the K-12 area,” Curry said. "Interna¬ 
tionally, we’ve slipped. 


"In the end, the name of the game 
is accountability and standards.” 

According to Birmingham, educa¬ 
tional reform really needs to start at 
the homo, but he said straightening 
up people’s personal lives is not 
within the purview of stale 
legislators. 

“It’s difficult if not impossible to 
legislate parenting,” he said. “We 
are trying to (get) from as many peo¬ 
ple as many perspectives on educa¬ 
tion reform in the commonwealth of 
Massachusetts” as we can. 

Local school advocates and volun¬ 
teers presented views on science and 
mathematics curricula, special edu¬ 
cation programs and lack of educa¬ 
tional funding at the state level. But 
in addition, the need for student dis¬ 
cipline and values was also 
emphasized. 

Lengthening the school day to deal 
with greater state-mandated curricu¬ 
la was also proposed. 

Education reform legislation is 
expected on Beacon Hill by the end 
of October this year, and, say some 
involved with the process, it’s impor¬ 
tant to get a jump on the matter now. 

"Education is too important an 
issue not to deal with on a grassroots 
level,” said Carolyn Casey, legisla¬ 
tive aid to Rep. Mark Roosevelt (D- 
Boston). 

Another town meeting at the 
Brockton High School, attended by 
more than 500, was held earlier this 
month. Other meetings will be at: the 
Hopkinton High School on Sept 16; 
the Louise Davy Trahan facility in 
Tewksbury on Sept. 17; and, tenta¬ 
tively, at Roxbury Community Col¬ 
lege in Boston. 

Casey said the communities were 
chosen for ease of accessibility, but 
she said it was also important to gar¬ 
ner a wide range of opinions. 

“It was very important that we pick 
a town accessible to a region,” she 
said. “(But) we’re hoping to drum up 
a more diverse coalition... to bring 
into the forefront what is important 
to education.”

The early September morning was 
redolent in the rising haze as the 
young Observer dragged reluctantly 
up the hill for his first day at 
Washington School. 

1946-a year in which western style

While teacher Emma Nichol found

The old wooden desks did not have 
inkwells, for writing in pen and ink 
was the privilege of those in the 
upperclasses — besides we could not 
yet read let alone write! 

Boxes of thick crayons were distri¬ 
buted to all, each crayon unique in 
having one flat side so it couldn’t roll 
off the desk and cause a commotion. 

Teaching us first to spell — then to 
read phonetically, in reading groups, 
became first priority with Miss 
Nichol. Our speed was increased as 
she stood before us flipping flash 
cards with all the aplomb of a Las 
Vegas shill. 


It was an absolute miracle to be 
able to open a book - albeit "Dick and 
Jane” — and decipher it all alone. 

For the boys, Lone Ranger Silver 
Bullets, Sky King Atomic Bomb Rings 
and bulging sacks of marbles were 
personal treasures to be displayed 
with becoming pride — until Miss 
Nichol, sensing impending chaos, 
confiscated them til' the finish of the 
school year. 

Lunchtime was a mad dash home, 
past the hospital, to gulp down a pea¬ 
nut butter sandwich or hot soup 
while “The Romance of Helen 
Trent” and the tribulations of “Our 
Gal Sunday” squawked from Ma’s old 
kitchen radio. 

Alter less than a week of mutual 
bloody noses and a precipitous rise 
in Miss Nichol's blood pressure, the 
short pants and knee socks were 
retired to the far corners. 

Each of these weekly columns — 
despite the personal quirks of the 
author, hopefully pay tribute to the 
Winchester school system; a system 
which — at least up to now — has 
spared no expense or effort in pre¬ 
paring its young people for the com¬ 
petitive world which eventually 
awaits them. 

Think about that as another school 
year goes into full swing — with the 
future of each of our children in the 
balance.

Massachusetts House and Senate 
Sept. 14-18, 1992 

The House and Senate met In for¬ 
mal session last week. Beacon Hill 
Roll Call records local representa¬ 
tives’ and senators’ votes on three 
roll calls from the week of Sept. 
14-18. 

COLA (H 6010) - House 144-0, 
Senate 32-2, overrode Governor 
Weld’s veto of a $60 million cost of 
living increase, effective July 1,1992, 
for state and local retirees. Override 
supporters said these 120,000 retired 
employees have not had a raise in 
four years and are entitled to this 
modest hike which is capped at $450 
per employee. Opponents said the 
state simply cannot afford the $60 
million at this time. In his veto 
message, Governor Weld said 
approval of this money would render 
impossible the approval of $110 mil¬ 
lion for state road and bridge pro¬ 
jects. He also suggested the state 
could better afford to pay this 
increase effective next July. (A 
“Yes” vote is for the $60 million cost 
of living hike. A “No” vote is against 
it.) 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes. 

Senate vote: 

Senator Charles Shannon voted 
yes. 

MORE COLA (H 6010) - House 
144-0, Senate 33-2, overrode Gover¬ 
nor Weld’s veto of additional lan¬ 


guage necessary to provide the $60 
million cost of living increase for 
retirees. Override supporters said 
this additional action is necessary to 
complete the override and insure 
the money goes quickly to help the 
retirees. Opponents again argued 
the state cannot afford the $60 mil¬ 
lion. (A “Yes” vote is for the $60 
million. A “No” vote is against it.) 

Casey voted yes. 

Senate vote: 

Shannon voted yes. 

TECHNOLOGY (H 6073) - House 
136-0, Senate 35-0, gave final approv¬ 
al and sent to Governor Weld a $70.9 
million bond issue for the acquisi¬ 
tion and upgrading of many of the 
state’s major information systems. 
Provisions include $32.5 million for 
an automated eligibility determina¬ 
tion system in the Department of 
Public Welfare and $1 million for the 
purchase and installation of compu¬ 
ter equipment for the House. Sup¬ 
porters said this bond issue, com¬ 
bined with $21.1 million in federal 
reimbursements, will make major 
improvements and promote efficien¬ 
cy in many of the state’s important 
computer systems. (A "Yes” vote is 
for the package. A “No” vote is 
against it.) 

Casey voted yes.

The Comprehensive Afforda¬ 
bility Housing Strategy (CHAS) 
will receive a public hearing 
before the Board of Selectmen 
on Sept 28. Some are upset that 
the hearing is being held on a 
major Jewish holiday, Rosh 
Hashanah. Ironically, the CHAS 
is being spearheaded by the 
Winchester Interfaith Housing 
Council. 


The Planning Board is taking 
exception to the minimalizing of 
its by-laws by one CHAS strategy. 
Zoning codes restrict house¬ 
holds to no more than three 
unrelated persons. According to 
the drafi of CHAS, changing that 
by-law to accomodate housing 
between single parents and 
seniors will be easy because 
“the evidence of ‘illegal’ boar¬ 
ders is well known by the local 
citizenry.” Said member Donna 
D’Agostino: “I know people 
smoke marijuana but that 
doesn’t mean we should make it 
legal.” 


The Board of Selectmen 
approved an application for a 
liquor license for a wedding to 
be held at the Jenks Senior Cen¬ 
ter. The vote was 5-0 in favor of 
granting the license but the 
Selectmen didn’t let the groom 
go without some ribbing. Congra¬ 
tulations were extended on the 
granting of the license and sev¬ 
eral members quipped, “I hope 
the marriage goes this 
smoothly." 


Design Review Committee 
Chairman Sandy Rodgers was 
back before the board to outline 
the costs for the renovation of 
the Town Common. Four trees 
were planted in the past week 
and a timeline for the construc¬ 
tion of the focal point of the 
common has been set. Rodgers 
explained that the digging will 
begin this fall but that the gra¬ 
nite around the concrete area 
will be put in place in April.

Board of Selectmen ignored Town 
Charter and circumvented Town 
Meeting when it established the 
Affordable Housing Fund. We also 
strongly maintain that all monies 
(including linkage money) received 
by Town should go into the General 
Fund, and that their expenditures be 
appropriated by Town Meeting. 
Therefore, we oppose the action 
taken by the Board of Selectmen in 
the establishment of a “housing 
slushfund” solely under their con¬ 
trol. It should be noted that currently 
the fund contains approximately 
three-quarters of a million dollars. 

Why does the Board of Selectmen 
control a housing Bind when we have 
an elected Housing Authority whose 
sole responsibility is housing? 
Should the Board of Selectmen not 
be concerned about the Town’s 
deteriorating streets and the lack of 
proper maintenance of Town 
properties? 

The Winchester Taxpayers’ Asso¬ 
ciation has submitted a warrant 
article (Citizens’ Petition) “to see if 
the Town will vote to transfer all 
monies from the Affordable Housing 
Fund to the General Fund, or to take 
any action thereto” for consideration 
at this fall’s Town Meeting. We urge 
all Town meeting members to sup¬ 
port this article.

Broad readies 
for Nov. election 

Brian Broad, former legislative 
aide and longtime Republican activ 
ist, is a candidate for state represen¬ 
tative in the 34th Middlesex district, 
which is currently held by Rep. Paul 
Casey. 

Broad, a 34-year-old Stoncham 
resident, said that he is running to 
offer the voters of Winchester and 
precincts 2,3,4 and 6 in Stoncham a 
clear choice in November. 

“I am running to bring fiscal 
responsibility back to state govern¬ 
ment. This means cutting back on 
spending, limiting taxes and encour¬ 
aging economic growth,” said Broad. 
“I will also push for change including 
term limits and rules reform.” 

“If Rep. Casey wins the election, it 
will be business as usual up at the 
State House. Real change can come 
about only if the Democratic mono¬ 
poly in the House is broken and more 
Republicans are elected,’’ said 
Broad. 

Despite the obvious need to cut 
back spending and improve the eco¬ 
nomic climate in Massachusetts, 
Casey and House Democrats have 
stymied Gov. William Weld’s 
attempts through numerous pro¬ 
spending and anti-business votes. 
Among those cited by Broad, which 
were supported by Casey, are $210 
million in budgetary increases prop¬ 
osed by House Democrats, $310 mil¬ 
lion in overrides of Weld’s vetoes, a 
64 percent increase in business taxes 
and opposition to capital gains tax 
cuts, enterprise zones, unemploy¬ 
ment insurance reform and workers 
compensation reform. 

He also faulted Casey and House 
Democrats for opposing term limits, 
privatization, rules reforms and any 
changes which could loosen the grip 
the Democratic monopoly uses to 
maintain its tight rein over the legi¬ 
slative process.

“While Gov. Weld has done an 
admirable job in controlling spend¬ 
ing, his attempts have been hand¬ 
cuffed by House Democrats, includ¬ 
ing Rep. Casey who approved a 
budget which was $750 million out of 
balance in July,” Broad said. 

Broad characterized Casey as 
“irresponsible in his budget votes." 
While voting against taxes, Casey has 
continually voted to increase state 
spending by $.52 billion this year and 
$131 million last year. "He votes to 
spend all the money, but nothing to 
pay for it,” said Broad. “It’s easy to 
vote against taxes but tough to vote 
against the programs. But until this 
state can get back on its feet econom¬ 
ically, we have to be willing to either 
cut spending or increase taxes. As 
your state representative, my votes 
will be to cut spending, not raise 
taxes.” 

Broad was also harsh in criticizing 
Casey for flip-flopping on controver¬ 
sial votes. “Rep. Casey last year vot¬ 
ed both for and against increasing 
the sales tax, the cigarette tax, uni¬ 


versal health care and repeal of the 
service tax on business. And last year 
he voted to weaken Proposition 2V* 
by voting for a bill which would have 
increased local property taxes by 
$119 million. This year, he has oppo¬ 
nents and voted the opposite way.” 

Although this is his first attempt at 
local office, Broad is no stranger to 
politics. Before moving to Stoneham, 
Broad was elected city councilor in 
Gloucester in 1987 by two votes in a 
recount after election night ended in 
a tie vote. 

Most recently, Broad served as one 
of six statewide field coordinators to 
Rep. Steven Pierce in his 1990 guber¬ 
natorial campaign. 

Broad worked as a legislative aide 
to Rep. Stephen Brewer (D-Barre) 
and learned his way around the State 
House. Part of his responsibilities 
there included reviewing the state 
budget line by line and recommend¬ 
ing places to cut

Governor’s Council, and Congress¬ 
man Joseph Kennedy. 

However, Shannon’s donations to 
the Democrats must not have upset 
his party too much, which gave him a 
$1,000 contribution. He also received 
$500 from Citizens For Limited 
Taxation. 

Shannon did donate some money 
to Republicans. He gave money to 
the Bush/Quayle re-election team, 
Senate Minority Leader David 
Locke. 

Albano had not delivered his 
finance forms to the office by the 
Sept 8 deadline. As of Sept 18, three 
days after his primary victory, he still 
had not submitted his finance report 
to the state. 

On Sept 10, a letter was received 


by the Office of Campaign and Politi¬ 
cal Finance from Albano, saying that 
the report will “be delayed due to 
unforeseen circumstances.” Albano 
promised in the letter that the report 
would be sent “within the next few 
weeks.” 

A letter sent by the finance office 
Director Mary McTigue, dated Sept. 
14, warned the Albano Committee 
that if a report was not received with¬ 
in 10 days, the matter would be 
turned over to the Attorney General. 

“If you fail to file... within 10 days 
of receipt of this letter, I will notify 
the Attorney General and ask him to 
initiate appropriate legal procee¬ 
dings ...the letter read.

chairman’s prerogative. 

“Is it perfect? No. Will it work? 
Yes, I think it will,” said Makhoul. 

Evans and Heinold were not as 
willing to accept the final list “Mr. 
Evans and I represent 40 percent of 
this board. We got zero percent of the 
representation. That does not repre¬ 
sent consensus," said Heinold. 

Evans echoed similar sentiments, 
saying,“This is not what I bargained 
for.... I don’t think there was an 
effort to find a consensus.” 

Just prior to the vote, Heinold 
reiterated her objection to the pro¬ 
cess. “I will protest this committee, 
and I will not vote... I will not take 
part in this because I do not think 
that the process as presented was 
carried out” 

... Budget review 

The School Committee continued 
its review of the Fiscal Year 1994 
budget to avoid past criticism that 
the committee was unprepared at 
Spring Town Meeting. 

Vowing to take a more progressive 
stand in developing their budget, the 
School Committee reviewed a list of 
assumptions for the budget prepared 
by interim Superintendent Robert 
Fitzgerald. 

The submitted list included, 
among other things, a predicted 
increase in enrollment, no fees for 
busing or extracurricular activities, 
seven operating schools, curriculum 
coordination, the same teacher- 
student ratio, and an adequate 
equipment budget. 

While commending the budget 
assumptions, some members said it 
was too unrealistic. “I’m wondering 


if Bob’s planning to win Megabucks 
between now and the next budget,” 
said Makhoul. 

All members agreed to pursue 
money for curriculum from Town 
Meeting but were unsure of exactly 
what that entailed. Heinold said she 
assumed it meant personnel to deve¬ 
lop the curriculum. “We’ve been 
without curriculum direction for two 
years. We’re seeing the effects. This 
represents the vision of the system,” 
said Heinold. 

Fitzgerald and Evans agreed that 
they would favor a staff position for 
curriculum; the other three mem¬ 
bers were less willing to commit. 
“This isn’t the point in the process 
where we’re trying to nail everything 
down," said Lombardi. 

Despite telling the superintendent 
that his budget was “not even in the 
universe we can afford”, the only 
thing the committee eliminated from 
his list was the proposal for no fee 
busing. 

Evans suggested that the commit¬ 
tee discuss a possible Proposition 2 
1/2 override. Evans said that educa¬ 
tion was underfunded this year and 
there was no where left to cut Hei¬ 
nold had suggested at an earlier 
meeting that an override be placed 
on the School Committee agenda. 

The rest of the committee was 
reluctant to support the idea. “How 
can you logically explain to the tax¬ 
payers ... that we need an override 
and not tell them how much of an 
override and not have a budget put 
together? That’s the quickest 
approach to failure... I don’t know 
why we’re discussing this,” said 
Lombardi.

The Temple Shir Tikvah congrega¬ 
tion, which will now serve Winches¬ 
ter, Arlington, Medford, Stoneham 
and neighboring communities, will 
be a reform congregation, a liberal 
wing of Judaism. Some things took a 
little work. Before the merger, 
Temple Judea was a conservative 
congregation, but agreed to com¬ 
promise and join the reform Temple 
Shir Tikvak temple. 

Forman said the congregation is 
well-disbursed across the communi¬ 
ties: the headquarters for the congre¬ 
gation is located in Winchester, the 
temple is located In Stoneham, and a 
Jewish school, the Shir Shalom, is 
located in Medford. 

The agreement to merge was final¬ 
ized in July, and is being imple¬ 
mented now just in time for the 
major Jewish holidays Rosh Hasha- 
na, the Jewish New Year, and Yom 
Kippur, the Jewish Day of 
Repentence. 

Although the congregation will 
meet regularly at the Stoneham 
temple, the services for the major 
holidays will be held at the First Con¬ 
gregational Church in Winchester 
because the temple in Stoneham is 
not large enough. Until the merger, 
the Winchester congregation had 
been meeting at the First Congrega¬ 
tional Church. 

According to Forman, Temple 
Judea is comprised of mostly older 
members, while Temple Shir Tikvak 
has many younger members. Beside 
increasing the number of members, 
Forman says the merger is an oppor¬ 
tunity for the older and younger 


$10,485 Joslin raised, at least $6,600 
came from out of the 34th Middlesex 
District.

“All of the issues raised here are 
under review by professionals, the 
DEP and the federal govern¬ 
ment... There is a not a need for 
another committee to get involved in 
the process,” he said. 

O’Leary challenged the decision to 
open the warrant for articles which 
he maintained could easily be hand¬ 
led along with other financial issues 
in the spring. 

“This is out-of-line. There’s not a 
need to provide this type of forum for 
an individual request.” said O’Leary 
after a motion was made to open the 
warrant Town Engineer Jake Ciar- 
cia slipped into the room and 
informed the Town Manager that the 
Planning Board had voted to remove 
the third and final articles from the 
warrant 

Later in the meeting, Selectman 
Stephen Powers asked that the Plan¬ 
ning Board article be returned to the 
warrant. “If we’re going to be there 
we might as well accomplish some¬ 
thing,” said Powers. Chairman Tho¬ 
mas Schmitt reminded the members 
of the board’s obligations with 
respect to Town Meeting. Both 
Schmitt and Selectman Gerard Pol- 
cari suggested that the proposed arti¬ 
cles would be better debated with the 
other financial issues in the spring.

Rauseo’s passing leads Sachems past Franklin

In a preseason interview, Winches¬ 
ter High School football coach John 
Donohue promised that the 1992 Sac¬ 
hems would try to mix up the game 
plan a little more than in the past.

He said the team would look to the 
air as a way to keep opponents in 
check, but admitted that the main¬ 
stay of the Sachem offense would be 
Old Reliable, the triple option. 

He wasn’t lying. 

Senior captain John Rausco, in his 
first game at quarterback, played the 
position like a 10-ycar veteran, 
throwing for 123 yards and one 
touchdown while rushing for 146 
yards and another score as Winches¬ 
ter beat Franklin, 24-19, in the sea¬ 
son opener last Friday, Sept. 18, at 
Franklin’s Pisini Field. 

Winchester showed a knack for 
making big plays through the air. 
Although Rausco threw just five 
times, completing three, he averaged 
41 yards per completion. He hit three 
different receivers and just missed 
connecting with a fourth receiver for 
another six points. 

But, as usual, it was the ground 
game that carried Winchester. Eight 
different Sachems lugged the pigskin 
as the team ran for 247 of its 370 
yards of total offense. 

“We wanted to get a lot of guys in 
on the offense,” said Donohue, "and 


I think we did that They had scouted 
us against Milford, when Mike 
(Szczcpanski, Winchester’s starting 
fallback) had a big game, and their

game plan seemed to be aimed at 
stopping him.” 

While Franklin accomplished that 
task, holding Szczcpanski to just 
eight yards on four carries, the 
Panthers couldn’t contain wave after 
wave of Winchester ballcarriers. 
Rauseo’s 14 carries included two 
gamebreakers — the first a 51-yarder 
on the opening play from scrimmage, 
the second a 65-yarder which led to a 
Sachem TD with 40 seconds left in 


the first half. 

Fullback Josh Carroll (6 carries for 
42 yards) and halfbacks Darin Byrne 
(4-21) and Brian Lindmark (9-26), 
kept the Panthers guessing all game. 

"That’s the thing about the wish¬ 
bone,” said Donohue. "You can shut 
down one of the backs, but you can’t 
stop all three.” 

Winchester started strong. Byrne 
set the defensive tone by crunching 
Franklin’s Mark Johnson on the 
opening kickoff and the Sachem 
defense forced the Panthers to punt 
away their first possession. Winches¬ 
ter started on its own 42, and on the 
first play, Rauseo optioned left and 
faked the pitch. A gaping hole 
opened and the senior QB raced all 
the way to the Franklin 7, a 51-yard 
gain. Four plays later, Byrne plunged 
over from the 1 to put Winchester 
was on the scoreboard. The PAT was 
no good and Winchester held a 6-0 
lead. 

Winchester’s defense was out¬ 
standing throughout the first half, 
but Franklin QB Jed Greene put on a 
two minute drill — 1:27 to be exact — 
which resulted in not one, but two 
Panther TDs in a wild end to the first 
half. 

Starting on the Franklin 37, 
Greene moved his team down the 
field in just five plays, hitting wide- 
out Pat Mason with a 17-yard scoring 
toss with 49 seconds left in the half. 
The Franklin kick was no good, and 
the score was tied, 6-6. 

Not to be outdone, however, Rau¬ 
seo rambled 65 yards on the first play 
from scrimmage on the ensuing pos-

Head coach Joe Cantillon, in his 
21st year at Winchester, has a roster 
of 36 harriers, including 22 boys and 
14 girls. 

Without a doubt, the top runners 
are the same two athletes from 1991: 
Sara Bonncll for the girls and Ray 
Regan for the boys. Bonnell, a junior, 


seems to have recovered from nag¬ 
ging leg problems which affected her 
throughout last season, while Regan, 
a senior, is in the best shape of his 
life. 

"Both are running very well right 
now,” said an optimistic Cantillon. 
“We know what they can do; it’s a 
matter of where the rest of the kids 
will finish.” 

With no seniors, the Sachemettes 
appear to be a team of the future.

When he came to Winchester, the 
soccer program had been started one 
year prior, without very much inter¬ 
est or understanding. Lou Knight 
was the varsity coach and he gave 
Bouley the junior varsity team. 

One year later, Knight was gone 
and a new day dawned in Winchester 
soccer. 

Now, 29 years later, Bouley can 
talk freely about strategies and tech¬ 
nical aspects of the sport, and people 
understand. 

This year’s edition of Bouley’s hoo¬ 
ters is highly skilled, although Bou¬ 
ley is hoping to see the players 
demonstrate theirskills a little more. 
The team has yet to score like he had 
hoped before the season. 

“I thought we’d be doing a little 
more on offense, but we’ve had our 
chances,” he says. “We were certain¬ 
ly getting our chances against Stone- 
ham (in last week’s 2-0 victory). We 
just didn’t finish ofF a few of them. 

“We’re certainly working on it in 
practice,” he adds. “We’re trying to 
do two things: one, work on scoring, 
and two, pick up the passing on the 
field.

The Sachems also have worked on

This year’s Middlesex League is, as 
usual, strong and deep. 

“The problem is they’re all tough,” 
Bouley says. 

Defending champion Belmont is 
one of the teams to beat, along with 
Woburn and Winchester. 

“I know (Belmont) is strong,” Bou¬ 
ley says. “They appear both on paper 
and they’ve been doing well in their 


scrimmages.” 

Another team that has caught Bou¬ 
ley’s attention is Lexington. 

“I always think Lexington is a team 
to watch,” Bouley said. “They’re 
always a well-coached, skilled 
team.” 

As for his own team, what most con¬ 
cerns Bouley is the amount of talent 
he has at his disposal. 

“We’ve got some very talented 
players, but we lack depth,” he says. 
“If we get some injuries, we have a 
problem.” 

Winchester’s most potent threat is 
its attack. 

“Our strengths are in the skills of 
the forwards,” Bouley says.

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1992 Jaguar XJS: the development story 


Mahwah, NJ. — The new XJS has 
undergone a thorough development 
program involving both rig test and 
environmental testing to ensure the 
product performs well and reliably 
in all market conditions. 

Durability vehicles have run for 
hundreds of thousands of miles in 
Timmins, Ontario where 
temperatures can be as low as -104 
degrees F and at the other end of 
the scale in Phoenix, Arizona at 
temperatures of up to 113 degrees 
F. Total durability mileage amounts 
to more than one million miles. 

Rig tests have involved very 
extended ‘runs’ in order to provide 
the most rigorous evaluation of 
component design. The framelcss 
doors for example have undergone 
a test which opens and closes them 
100,000 times, half of that time by 
pushing the glass. The seats have 
undergone a test which simulates a 
customer sitting and rising one 
million times. 

The wiper system has been tested 
for continuous periods of 625 hours, 
equivalent to uninterrupted 
operation for almost a month. The 
new headlamp power wash system 
has been rig tested for 10,000 cycles 
and the memory seat switch pack 
for 50,000 cycles. 

These are equivalent respectively 


to one per day and five times per 
day for 27 years. 

The vehicle development program 
for the new XJS range has been one 
aspect of a concerted strategy for 
improved quality standards which 
has pervaded the entire project 
from the concept stage onwards. 
The continuation of the original XJS 
Convertible Project Team has 
helped ensure that vehicle design 
and manufacturing engineers have 
co-operated effectively in producing 
a high quality range of products. 
This multi-functional teambased 
approach to product planning has 
now been adopted to cover all 
product programs. 

This organizational initiative is 
one part of an overall effort by 
Jaguar to adopt the approach of 
‘Simultaneous Engineering.’ This 
process achieves integration of 
design engineering and 
manufacturing efforts throughout 
all phases of the new product 
development process, from concept 
development through to launch. 

An integral part of this approach 
has been to ensure significantly 
higher levels of quality, through 
simplified manufacturing and 
assembly processes. In the new XJS 
range this has resulted in the 
achievement of improved quality 


panel fit and finish. 

There are significant changes in 
terms of body panels. Of the 490 
panels total, 180 are either new or 
modified. Karmann of West 
Germany, which worked with 
Jaguar on the XJS convertible 
program, has been involved in the 
design of new panels and tooling, as 
well as being responsible for the 
manufacture of early prototypes. 

The new XJS range is also the first 


new project which is supplied with 
pressings from the newly opened 
Venture Pressings Company, a joint 
venture company between Jaguar 
Cars Ltd and GKN and a further 
significant factor in the Company’s 
drive for improved product quality, 
as Bill Hayden makes clean 

The launch of the new XJS is 
important from the quality 
standpoint too. We are taking our 
first panels from Venture Pressings 


and this gives us complete control 
over body supply. We have also 
invested in new manufacturing 
facilities so that we can achieve 
increasingly higher levels of fit and 
finish as well as more efficient 
assembly.
